Shelby Medical Center’s interim administrator Norman Price 
dropped the ‘interim’ from his title last week. 

At Tuesday night’s hospital board meeting, the search com- 
mittee ‘‘strongly’’ recommended that Price be hired to replace 
former administrator R. Roland Bradford. The board had nam- 
ed Price as interim administrator ten weeks ago when Bradford 
resigned.

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Bypass fails for health funding

An attempt to get funding 
directly from Shelby Medical 
Center instead of through the 
county, has apparently failed for 
two health agencies. 

The Shelby Medical Center 
board voted last week to notify 
the Shelby County Health 
Department and the Chilton- 
Shelby Mental Health Center that 
it could not enter into contracts 
with them unless the courts ap- 
proved. 

The county commission has 
previously asked for and received 
$250,000 from hospital tax 
millage for ‘contracted’ health 
services. These services included 
the health and mental health 


departments, which respectively 
receive $185,000 and $58,000 in 
county budgeting. 

A lawsuit filed in December by 
the Shelby County Tax Watch 
Group challenged the hospital’s 
ability to enter into such 
‘contracts’ where it relinquishes 
control of tax dollars. 

Because of the suit, SMC was 
advised not to give any more of 
the $250,000 to the county until it 
was settled. This left the two 
health agencies in a bind. 

In February, health depart- 
ment administrator Ron Stutts 
and mental health director John 
Brumley wrote the hospital re- 
questing direct ‘contractual 
agreements’ with SMC, as oppos- 


ed to the round about and legally 
roadblocked revenues they 
received through the county. 

“We thought it might be a 
good idea to approach them 
directly,’’ Brumley told the 
Reporter. 

But last Friday he and Stutts 
received letters from SMC board 
chairman Jerome Turner which 
effectively curtailed the requested 
funding. 

**The hospital is currently in- 
volved in litigation regarding 
previous payments made to the 
Shelby County Commission,’’ 
Turner wrote in part. **...the 
hospital cannot make a grant of 
this tax money until it has the 
benefi: of a judicial determina- 


tion of such expenditures...’ 

Stutts said that without. the 
$100,000 requested directly from 
the hospital, his department may 
have to lay off personnel and cut 
services. State proration last year 
caused the layoff of five people, 
only one of which has been 
rehired, Stutts said. 

For instance, if county sales 
taxes don’t offset the revenues 
tied up in the law suit, Stutts said 
that services involving indigent 
care, will have to be dropped. 
This, he said, would put added 
financial burden on SMC. 

Stutts also said that if the 
county cuts his funding, the state 
would follow suit with its mat-

Public transportation starts 


Sheiby County’s only public 
transportation system will get on 
the road Monday morning. 

The system has five van-type 
buses, but until demand is up, 
only one driver will be hired. 


The bus will cover a different 
section of the county each day, 
making daily round trips for 
riders to Shelby Medical Center 
and major shopping areas in 


Pelham / Alabaster, and to Col- 
umbiana. 

The 24-person wheelchair ac- 
cessible van will begin daily 
pickup in Calera at about 9:15 
a.m. Riders need to call at least 
24 hours in advance so scheduling 
can be arranged (668-1315). 

**If we have any problems, it’ll 
be because we have too many 
riders,’’ said system coordinator 
Lou Vick. ‘‘If we have that many 


riders, we can hire another 
driver. It’s working everywhere 
else, I don’t see why it won’t 
work here.”’ 

The Monday route generally 
covers Montevallo / Pea Ridge; 
Tuesday covers from Calera and 
Saginaw, east to Wilsonville; 
Wednesday covers the 


Harpersville, Westover, Chelsea 
area; Thursday covers from US 
280 north to Vincent and Dunna- 


vant; Friday covers North Shelby 
to west to the Helena / 
Brantleyville area. 

Vick said the routes, days and 
hours will expand according to 
demand. 

The system is being coor- 
dinated through the Chilton- 
Shelby Mental Health Center, 
and is funded with a $200,000 
grant from the Urban Mass Tran- 
sit Act. 


committee members Herman Moore, Tom Lloyd and board 
chairman Jerome Turner -- said the group had received a dozen 
resumes for the job as administrator Of the 210-bed hospital. 

In the course of two meetings, the committee narrowed the 
selection to three prospects before settling on Price, Arledge 
said. 

On a motion by board member Eloise Underwood, the board 
unanimously approved Price as administrator. 

Price told the board that he wanted SMC to become recogniz- 
ed as the top area hospital, and even to receive national recogni- 
tion. “I do not see any reason why this institution can’t rise to 
this prominence,” he said. 

“I won’t promise I won’t make any mistakes,’’ he said. ‘‘But 
they’ll be honest mistakes.”’ 

Price, 31, said the interview for the position was the toughest 
he’s ever been through. 

Born in Sylacauga, Price graduated from Auburn University 
and earned his MA in business and public administration from 
East Texas State University. 

He came to SMC two years ago as director of corporate plan- 
ning, and lives in Alabaster with his wife. 

In other hospital business: 

eChairman Turner said the reoccuring rumor that SMC is for 
sale has surfaced again. 

““We’re not interested in selling the hospital,’’ he said in the 
form of a resolution. ‘‘It’s not for sale.’’ 

He also said the hospital will not be hiring a management 
team. 

Price reported that after several good changes in layout 
plans, construction should begin soon on SMC’s $758,000 addi- 
tion which will house a cardiac catheterization lab (cathlab). 

The high-tech, computerized equipment for the lab will cost 
about $1.8 million, he said. 

®Price also reported on an employee motivation program he’s 
initiating called ‘Quality Care,’ or QC. 

He said the program is modeled after management programs 
developed by Datsun car makers in Japan, and involves a series 
of committees which take employee recommendations on im- 
provements in the workings of the hospital, and pass them on to 
the administrative level. 

“We're excited about it,” Price said. ‘‘It can do nothing but 
help this organization immensely.” 

The hospital will have to go before the state Certificate of 
Need (CON) Committee for approval to spend $800,000 for an 
additional water chiller to adequately air condition the hospital. 
Price said the units are needed because of the last building ex- 
pansion, and for the delicate computers that will be in the new 
catherization lab. 

The hearing before CON is set for June 12, and is required for 
all health expenditures over $600,000. 

*The board established a committee to study the hospital’s 
computer system to see if it needs upgrading to handle the 
government-regulated billing procedures for medicaid and 
medicare.

North Shelby friends 
push for library

Pushing a bill in the state legislature may be the key to getting plans 
for a North Shelby County library off the ground. 

Friends of the North Shelby Library met Thursday night with 
representatives of the county library system to focus their attempts to 
make the area library a reality. 

‘*] don’t think people are clear on what we are,”’ said president Lyn 
Stockham to the five other people gathered at the meeting. 

The group, which has been meeting for almost a year, wants a 
library to serve the unincorporated areas of north Shelby County. 

The state legislature must approve plans to create a library district. 

Creating the district will get people interested in helping out, accor- 
ding to Katie Arnold. Arnold is a member of the county library board. 

“Our first goal is to get a legislator to get a bill in there. Our hands 
are tied until a bill is passed,’’ she said. 

The group has been examining two approaches to obtaining the 
money for the library. One would simply levy a fee on residents of the 
area. The other would channel tax money through the library board. 
The board could then choose to spend some of it for a new library.

Shelby County park and recreation board wants 


to be incorporated to control planned 41-acres

Shelby County’s new park and recreation board wants to do more 
about a proposed 41-acre county park than merely promote it. 

The board -- which elected officers last Thursday night and which 
examined the proposed park site (next to the vocational school on 
State 70 in Columbiana) on Friday -- wants to incorporate itself. 

The board was appointed by the county commission. Unless it in- 
corporates as an authority, member Joseph Brindley said the county 
would have to approve every action the board takes. 

“The authority, on the other hand, would be independent of the 
commission and would be able to sell bonds,”’ he said. 

In order to incorporate, Brindley said the park board needs basical- 
ly to have only the approval of the county commission. 

Currently, the Shelby County park board has no actual powers. An 
incorporated board, however, would be able to improve, maintain, 
equip, furnish, own and operate the county park. 

It could also collect fees for use of the facilities, adopt and enforce 
rules, promote and sponsor events, sell or lease property, issue bonds 
and assume obligations. 

One of the main functions of the park will be to serve as a perma- 
nent location for the county fair, which is now held in Columbiana, 
adjacent to Shelby County High School. 

Park board members and officers now include: Buddy Argo, Biss 
president; Joel Bearden; James Braden, vice president; Brindley, 
scretary-treasurer; Charles Allen Jones; Nina Kent; and Gloria Tate. 

Ex-officio members include Lee Grant Gober of the county exten- 
sion office, Robert Kelley of the soil and water conservation service, 
and county commission chairman Tommy Snowden. 

The group agreed last week to developed a new master park plan 
with the help of the extension, and the soil and water conservation ser- 
vices. 

The group also discussed moving a county owned metal building 
from the Shelby community to the proposed park site, and getting the 
state highway department to develop plans for an access road. 

The proposed county park will be located on property received from 
Gulf Sta:es Paper Company in return for 61 county owned acres near 


the Shelby County Humane Society building. 

Charles Jones, who represents the Columbiana Kiwanis Club (one 
of the sponsors of the county fair) on the new park board, said the 
swap was a good deal. He explained that the new 4l acres are actually 
more valuable than all 61 acres the county had, because of the better 
terrain and access to utilities and road frontage. 

Brindley, who represents the University of Montevallo on the 
board, added that it was the county which initiated the land swap in 
the first place. 

‘An original park plan was developed for the old 61 acres of 
(former) county land,’’ said Robert Kelley, ‘‘but it would have cost 
more to level the old land than the property was worth.” 

“We didn’t have adequate fair grounds with what we had at Shelby 
County High School and the Columbiana recreational building,’ 
Jones said of the need for a countywide park. 

“This new park will give us a chance to expand the county fair, to 
give it more quality,’’ Jones said. ‘‘We didn’t even have room for 
commercial booths at the old site.”’ 

Jones and Brindley said that the new park will be for all Shelby 
Countians and can be used for 4-H shows, Farm Bureau and Cat- 
tlemen Association functions, and to house all US Department of 
Agriculture offices. 

As board members surveyed the new park land Friday, they told the 
Reporter some of the other things they have in mind: comfort sta- 
tions, pavilions, an exercise course, ballfields, horse arena, 
playgrounds, camp grounds and nature trails. 

‘We are going to put forth a strong effort to have the park ready by 
fair time, after Labor Day,’’ said Jones. 

Braden -- who heads the state highway department for this district, 
and represents the Cattleman’s Association and Farm Bureau on the 
park baord -- pointed out a trail which is planned for an access road to 
the park. 

The entire group seemed most impressed with a stream that cuts 
through the land and with a 60-foot buffer zone provided by Gulf 
State Paper Company between the property and the county vocational

Kingwood subdivision 
residents protested plans to build 
a housing project near their 
neighborhood at Alabaster’s city 
council meeting Monday night.

Pete Peterson presented a peti- 
tion signed by what he termed

Although Peterson said the 
residents do not want the project 
near their neighborhood, they 
were told by developer Jim King 
that plans were finalized. That 
limits them to blocking the con- 
struction of roads connecting the 
neighborhood to the project. 

Kingwood is located off Coun- 
ty 64, near Port South and 
Meadowlark. The streets involv- 
ed are Royalty Drive, which is 
presently unpaved in one area, 
and King James Court. New 
roads would hook into them and 
link them to the project.

What is that going to do to 
Alabaster’s tax base?’’ Vickie 
Fiddler asked Mayor H.A. ‘Doc’ 
Rubin. 

Peterson, who made the for- 
mal presentation before the coun- 
cil, asked if the city had not only 
a legal but moral obligation to 
notify property owners when the 
project was first planned in 1978." 

The city attorney replied that 
since the site of the project was 
already zoned for multi-family 
use, no hearing was held. Coun- 
cilman Calvin McCune said that 
was not unusual. 

Rubin told Peterson that as 
soon as the legal opinion was 
ready on the petition, there 
would be a special meeting to 
discuss it. Further action is ex- 
pected by next week.

Tempers flared Thursday as residents of 
Kingwood subdivision in Alabaster met with 
developer Jim King who sold land in Kingwood 
for a government housing project. 

Meeting at city hall, residents claimed that King 
was making money at their expense by locating the 
low rent project in their neighborhood. 

_ They felt it would lower their property values. 
“ There was also resentment when King revealed 
his plans to build townhouses in Kingwood. 

One person in the crowd said Kingwood 
residents didn’t want the townhouses associated 
with the subdivision and didn’t think Kingwood 
should be in the name. 

Telling the crowd the property had been in his 
family more than 30 years, King said the family 
name would be used. 

It was his judgment, King said, that he was 
making the best possible use of the land and that 
he was not doing anything to detract from the 
neighborhood. 

He assured them the townhouses would be at- 
tractive and invited them to come up and look at 
pictures he brought with him. 

Although King was not required to talk to 
residents of the subdivision about the two pro- 
jects, he had agreed to meet with them to explain 
what was going on and to answer questions. 

Cathy Shuleva, who lives on King Charles 
Court, said she looked out her window one day 
last week and saw ‘‘a beautful tree’ going down 
behind her house. The tree was being removed to 
build a road to the HUD project. 

Talking to a crowd of approximately 100 
homeowners in Kingwood, and the adjoining sub- 
divisions of Port South and Meadowlark, King ex- 
plained that the $800,000 housing project has been 
in the works two and a half years. He said it had 
been held up for economic reasons. 

Seeing that there was nothing they could do 
about the housing project since everything has 
been finalized, Kingwood residents turned their 
attention to the street issue. 
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Pete Peterson said homeowners did not want 
the new street built and he also asked King not to 
extend Royalty, the street it would tie in to. 

When King would not make any promises on 
the request, Peterson told those present to meet at 
his house Saturday morning to sign a petition. 

The petition will be presented to the city council 
which has the option of closing an existing street if 
all the residents of the subdivision request it. 

King told the crowd the subdivision master plan 
includes the streets for future development. ‘‘How 
would those people get in and out?’’ he asked. 

King assured residents they would not be able to 
see the housing project since it is over a ridge. 

However, he told them the townhouses that will 
be built at the same time will be within sight of the 
road. 

There will be nine buildings, he reported, with 
the townhouses selling for $50,000 and up. 

The low rent housing project will have 32, two 
story units. 

Calera also plans adding 50 units of low rent 
housing in their city. The units will be located on 
two sites -- one near the National Guard Armory 
and the other off state 25 near the interstate. 

Approval has already been granted and the only 
holdup is the completion of paperwork and the 
release of funds. 


Several people in the crowd commented that 
they did not see any reason for building the street 
at the present time. They asked King to wait until 
future development began. 

Kingwood resident David Scott said the street 
now under construction would put more traffic on 
King Charles Court where he lives and where most 
of the families have small children. 

‘This has been a fairly quiet neighborhood,”’ 
he noted. 

Regarding the zoning of the four acres where 
the housing project is being built, it was pointed 
out that it has been R-3 -- multiple housing -- since 
the land was annexed in 1972.

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Textbook committee expands 
to increase parental input

For ‘the first time, a ‘lay per- 
son’ was put on the textbook 
adoption committee by the 
Shelby County Board of Educa- 
tion 

The action was taken at a 
meeting last Tuesday when Earl 
Niven of Chelsea received the 
unanimous vote of the board to 
serve a three year term. 

““We’re expanding the commit- 

Stee,”’ Superintendent of Educa- 
tion Ellie Glasscox explained, ‘‘to 
get more input from parents.”” 

Niven is a Chelsea school 
trustee and a former math 
teacher. 

Since this is the year to adopt 
new science texts, two science 
teachers were chosen to fill ex- 
pired terms. 

Serving on the committee for 
the next three years will be: 
Thompson High School biology 
teacher Sherry Kellum and Calera 
Middle School science teacher 
John Draper. 

In choosing the committee, the 
board tries to get representation 
from each school district. Other 
members of the committee are: 
Ann Head, Columbiana; Donna 
Thornton, Vincent; Barbara Beli- 


sle, Montevallo; Menninette 
Kline, Helena. 

New texts are adopted each 
year in a different subject area 
and used by the students for six 
years before being changed. 

Reading and literature texts 
were adopted last year -- math 
and vocational textbooks will be 
adopted next year. 

After the resignation of Col- 
umbiana trustee Ada Reed, the 
board also voted Tuesday on a 
replacement for her. 

The reason she gave for resign- 
ing, Glasscox said. was that 
she didn’t fully agree with the ad- 
ministration. 

What Reed didn’t agree with, 
was the superintendent’s decision 
to appoint central staff member 
Evan Major as interim principal 
of Shelby County High School. 
However, no explanation was 
given as to why the former trustee 
did not approve of Major’s ap- 
pointment. 

The board unanimously agreed 
to appoint Jeff Falkner in her 
place. Other Columbiana 
trustees, who were elected in 
November, are: John Jones and 
Don Armstrong. 


Another decision made by the 
board at Tuesday’s meeting con- 
cerned theft insurance on com- 
puters and electrical equipment. 

The board voted to let 
Alabama Insurance Exchange 
provide insurance on the equip- 
ment in the system’s 22 schools 
an annual premium of $2,600. 

The policy has a $100 deducti- 
ble, Glasscox reported, which 
means $100 for each occurrence, 
regardless of the number of items 
stolen. 

He reminded the board that in 
the past, 8-10 window air condi- 
tioners have been stolen from just 
one school. 

‘‘We might wonder if we can 
afford it,’’ Glasscox said, ‘‘but in 
light of the money we have in- 
vested in this type of thing, we 
really can’t afford not to have 
it.” 

He mentioned that the school 
system will have $100,000 in- 
vested in computer related items 
alone by the end of the year. 

The coverage will also include 
projectors, electric typewriters 
and welding equipment at the 
Area Vocational Center and the 
bus shop. 


School board will fix up house

The Shelby County Board of 
Education has agreed to a house 
renovation. 

After seeing what board of 
education staff members are up 
against with lack of storage and 
office space, board member Joe 
Coggins agreed last Tuesday to 
the house renovation proposal. 

At the February board 
meeting, Superintendent of 
Education Ellie Glasscox 
reported that the house on the 
Shelby County High School cam- 
pus could be renovated at a cost 
of $20,000-$25,000. 


The expense involved had pro- 
mpted Coggins to ask for time to 
take a closer look at the situation. 

After touring the central office 
and seeing a closet filled to the 


ceiling with records that must be 
kept, Coggins realized the need 
for more storage space. 

Adding to the need for more 
central office space is a new re- 
quirement that the Center for Ex- 
ceptional Children -- which is 
located in the central office 
building -- serve five-year-olds 
who are eligible for kindergarten. 

Beverly Hall, director of the 
center, noted that more room is 
needed in the case of handicap- 
ped children because of 
wheelchairs and other apparatus. 

With eight or more children of 
kindergarten age added to those 
already at the center, she said 
there could be as many as 50 
students in the limited space 
available. _ 

To remedy that situation, 
Glasscox also proposed moving

A woman from Marion was 
killed in a one car accident on 
State 119 in North Shelby County 
early Monday morning. 

Dead at the scene was 57-year- 
old Ozzie Cook, a passenger in 
the compact car. 

The driver, Thelma Hoyette, in 
her early 30’s was taken to Shelby 
Medical Center. She is Cook’s 
daughter. 

Three children in the car were 
also admitted to the hospital. 

Shelby County coroner Billy 
Thompson reported that the acci- 
dent occurred at 1:55 a.m., ap- 
proximately one mile north of US 
280. 

He said it appeared that the 
driver had fallen asleep and that 
the car went off the road, hitting 
some trees. 


Maylene postal death ruled suicide 


The death certificate on 
Maylene Postmaster Carolyn 
Terrell was signed this week -- 
more than two months after her 
body was found at the post of- 
fice. 

Shelby County Coroner Billy 
Thompson has ruled the death a 
suicide. 

Why the delay? Thompson 
said he had held off on listing the 
cause of death as a courtesy to 
the investigating agency in the 
case, the US Postal Service. 


Since its investigation office 
has still not made a ruling on the 
cause of death, Thompson said 
he felt that it was time he signed 
the death certificate. 

According to the coroner and 
Alabaster police investigator Sgt. 
Larry Rollan, all the evidence in 
the case points to suicide. 


Although postal investigators 
have jurisdiction in the case since 
the death occurred on govern- 
ment property, Alabaster police 
conducted their own investiga- 
tion, 

The crime scene itself, plus the 
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Valleydale Hardware 
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autopsy results, lab tests done on 
the gun and the gloves Terrell was 
wearing, interviews, and other 
evidence convinced local in- 
vestigators the case was one of 
suicide, Rollan said. 

The body of the 37-year-old 
postmaster was found January 26 
in the mail vestibule of the 
Maylene Post Office. 

She was lying on the floor with 
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her gun near her hand. A bullet 
had entered her left temple. 

Investigators said the door into 
the post office was locked and 
that nothing appeared to have 
been disturbed or was missing. 

Post office investigators 
described the case as ‘cloudy’ and 
not the classic pattern for suicide.

Space age shoes take off, 
leave old sneakers behind 


by John Hood 

The jogging revolution has 
turned the lowly tennis shoe into 
a space-age technology. 
Magazines specializing in running 
advertise exotic shoes with fluid- 
filled soles and computer design- 
ed treads. 

The old-fashioned tennis shoe 
or sneaker was generally a heavy 
piece of equipment, made of can- 
vas and soft rubber. Padding was 
minimal and the foot was free to 
slide and roll. 

Yet despite the evolution of the 
sneaker, the requirements that a 
running shoe must fulfill have 
not changed. A good running 
shoe must cushion the foot and 
support the arch. 

Because Americans are runn- 
ing more and more, shoe 
designers work in conjunction 
with orthopedists and engineers 
to create shoes that wrap around 
the complex piece of machinery 
called the foot. 

The jarring impact of feet 
against pavement results in 
pressures of hundreds of pounds 
on the ankle and leg bones. The 
position of the foot at impact is

It’s a topsy-turvy world, 


if you ask this 
Montevallo Bulldog who finds himself going 
head-over-heels for football. The Bulldog is 


very important. Different 
movements of the foot have been 
isolated and a good shoe controls 
them. 

Pronation is the sideways 
movement of the heel as the foot 
hits the ground. Orthopedists say 
that the ‘strike point’ for most 
people tends to be on the outside 
of the heel. If pronation is ex- 
cessive, then abnormal strain is 
placed on the ligaments of the 
ankle and the joint may become 
rigid. 

Shoe designers control prona- 
tion by stiffening the back and 
side of the shoe where the heel 
wants to méve. One pair now on 
the market even has a U-shaped 
piece of hard plastic called a 
stabilizer, wrapped around the 
back of the shoes. 

Running shoes are designed 
now to fit the feet more snugly in 
order to keep them from rolling 
as they hit the ground. The old 
canvas covering has given way to 
light-weight nylon, with leather 
strips sewn in to guide the foot 
when it bends at the toes. 

Soles on the new wave of shoes 
have been completely redesigned. 


Sail away 


They are generally made of 
several layers of rubber of dif- 
ferent densities. The hardest is on 
the outside and provides traction 
and durability. The next layer 
acts as a shock absorber. 

Within the second layer may be 
heel stabilizers, wedges (for arch 
support) and strips of hard rub- 
ber to direct the bending of the 
shoe. 

On top of this two-layer plat- 
form lies a bed of foam rubber 
cushioning for further impact 
protection. 


Improvements in running 
shoes have made jogging possible 
for people who suffered foot in- 
juries with regular sneakers. For- 
tunately, the most important 
features of the new designs can be 
had without spending large sums 
of money. 


A perfectly adequate pair of 
running ‘shoes can be had for 
about $20. Of course, athletes 
who are constantly training may 
want to select a shoe that matches 
their needs in terms of stiffness, 
stabilization and cushioning.

BE iT ENACTED BY 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

Section 1. Applicability and Pur- 
pose of Act. The provisions of this act 
shall only apply in Shelby County. 
The purpose of this act is to facilitate 
the use of public records in property 
transactions in Shelby County by pro- 
viding for the installation of an im- 
proved system of recording and in- 
dexing of instruments and 
documents affecting the title to reat 
and personal property that are record- 
€d in the office of the Judge of Pro- 
bate and for the recording of other in- 
struments, documents and other 
uses in the discretion of the Judge of 
Probate. 

Section 2. Definitions. The follow- 
ing words and phrases, including the 
plural of any thereof, whenever used 
in this act, shall have the following 
respective meanings: 

“Real Property Instrument" means 
and includes any instrument or docu- 
ment affecting the title to real proper- 
ty that may now or hereafter be filed 
for record in the Probate Office pur-

If they can get the truck running, firemen will

The fire department is housed in Johnstone’s 
three-door garage on County 200. ‘‘It would have 


cost us $20,000 to put up 4 building,”’ he said. 

Feeling that the unit has the support of the com- 
munity, Johnstone said there have been as many 
as 350 people at some of the meetings. 

Dry Valley -- which is located between 
Montevallo and Calera -- is in what Johnstone 
calls a ‘dead spot.’ He said residents did not get 
fire, rescue or police service from either city. 

Until 1981, all three services were provided by 
Montevallo, affording Dry Valley an ISO fire 
rating of 7. In that year, the area voted against an 
annexation proposal that would have continued 
the services. 

More recently, fire calls have been answered by 
Providence Fire Department in Chilton County, 
and the fire rating is reportedly a 10. However, 
Johnstone said it had gotten to the point where 
Providence was answering more calls in Dry 
Valley than in their own vicinity. 

“Pye lived here five years,’’ Johnstone said, 
‘and I’ve decided that if other small communities 
like Aldrich and Pea Ridge can organize a fire 
department, so can we.” 

In addition to Johnstone, fire department of- 
ficers are: Larry Reid, assistant chief; T.L. Hun- 
nicutt, secretary; Bill Lawler, treasurer; J.M. 
Rochester, chairman of the board. 

The department has 24 volunteer firemen.

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Board votes to keep 
class startup same

Students in the Shelby County School system will continue to get an 
early start_on the school year and an early jump on the summer 
holidays as well. 

At Tuesday’s board of education meeting, the vote was unanimous 
for students to start classes August 27 and to let out for the summer on 
May 29. 

Two calendars were presented to the board by Szperintendent of 
Education Ellie Glasscox. He said that information gathered from

questionnaires that had been sent out were the basis for the two calen- 
dars. 

Calendar #1 listed September 4 as the first day of school with the 
concluding day on June 4. 

Glasscox first asked the board to vote without recommending either 
calendar. When pressed by board president Barbara Whitman to 
make a recommendation, he went with number one. 

Board member Joe Coggins made the motion that #1 be adopted 
but the motion died for lack of a second. 

In order to get more input on the school calendar, the superinten- 
dent reported that a questionnaire with five questions was sent to as 
many parents as possible, as well as teachers. 

The reason Coggins gave for suggesting the late start, was that most 
of the parents who called him had preferred it. 

But board members Dr. Bill Fancher and Paul Sumners said the 
calls they received showed that parents were satisfied with the earlier 
starting date listed on calendar #2. 

On the first calendar, the semesters are better balanced, with 86 
days in the first and 89 days in the second. However, the semester does 
not end until after the Christmas holidays. 

On the calendar adopted -- #2 -- there are 80 days in the first 
semester which ends before the Christmas holidays, and 95 days in the 
second semester. 

In other action, the board voted to award bids to the low bidders on 
177 items needed by the child nutrition program. Seven companies 
submiited bids and each company was low bidder on some of the 
items, 

Instead of each school buying food and equipment, the board 
decided to consolidate the program three years ago and take bids on 
the items used in the school lunch program. 

By handling the purchasing in this manner, financial coordinator 
Jim Davis reported that the board saved between 17 percent and 36 
percent on bids awarded Tuesday. 

He also noted that despite rising costs, the price of school lunches 
has remained at $1.10 for the past three years as a result of the bid 
method of purchasing.

Dr. Reynold Simmons’ office walls at the Emergency 
Medicine South facility in Inverness are filled with photographs 
of kayaks and cascading water. 

The action in the pictures -- Simmons plunging into a rapid in 
the Bio-Bio River in Chile or balancing the nose of his bright 
yellow craft in churning water -- contrast with the muted grays 
and maroons of the office decor. 

Simmons, who lives in Inverness with his wife, Debra, and 
their son who is almost two years old, wears wire-rimmed glasses 
and an abundant brown mustache. He is a slight man and talks 
in a quiet, soothing voice. 

‘I keep my hobbies as separate as could be from my job,’’ he 
observes. ‘‘It’s a kind of tension release, it relaxes me.’’ 

Indeed, Simmons perceptibly loosens up as he talks about the 
outdoors and photography. 

‘*While I was in medical school in New Orleans, I had the 
perfect summer job, teaching survival courses at Philmont,’’ he 
says. Philmont is a Boy Scout ranch in New Mexico. 

Simmons taught backpacking and canoeing to the scouts 
before he graduated from Louisiana State University Medical 
School in 1976. He interned at Charity Hospital in New Orleans, 
then moved to Mobile where he worked in a hospital emergency

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room for rive years. 

The tension Simmons says is common to doctors comes from 
the responsibility they carry. 

“It’s impossible to treat someone without caring about them a 
little. The more you treat them, the more you care about them. 
That’s the hallmark of the old family doctor. He saw people 
grow up, he knew when something was bothering them.’’ 

Simmons leaned over the desk and continues, ‘‘We are born, 
we live and we die. Doctors can interfere with that just so much. 
It can be overwhelming -- what if I make a mistake, what if I 
don’t do everything? It’s not something you can walk away from 
without hurting someone.’’ 


Simmons reflects that every job has good and bad points. The 
best part of being a doctor to him is contact with people. 

‘‘T help people in a way that means something to them, and to 
me, I can make them better, or save a life.’’ 

Simmons moved from Mobile to become a partner in EMS, 
which has facilities in both Shelby and Jefferson Counties. 

He says he also wanted to move from Mobile to ‘‘get closer to 
whitewater.’’ Now, when he manages to steal a few days from 
his busy schedule, he goes on short kayaking trips in Tennessee 
Or Out west on the Colorado River, 

Despite working in an emergency clinic, Simmons says he 
treats more than just minor accidents and upset stomachs. 
Walking through the facility he points out the gleaming equip- 
ment that can resuscitate heart-attack victims and take X-rays. 

But doctors serve another purpose besides treating physical 
ills, says Simmons. Almost 40 percent of his patients are regular 
visitors who view him and the other doctors there as family 
physicians. 

The surroundings of his medical office help that feeling by be- 
ing colored in warm tones and open spaces, instead of cold, 
white cubicles. Although sophisticated instruments stand by, the 
atmosphere is informal. 


**Some people come to depend on their doctor for support, as 
the person they can talk to,’’ says Simmons. He has one patient 
who drives from Centerpoint just to see him. 

She regards Simmons as her friend, someone who is helping 
her through some emotional times as well as treating her 
physical ailments. 

“There are good doctors and bad ones,’’ Simmons says. 
**Each one has their own way to treat patients.’’ 

Like the survival courses he taught years ago, Simmons now 
helps patients to survive, not only with his medical skills, but 
with the human skill of listening.

INSTALLMENT #3 

The word ‘vacation’ doesn’t exist in the world of gardening. So, 
just because your soil test isn’t back from Auburn yet, doesn’t mean 
you can loaf around while you wait. 

(Don’t tell me you haven’t even taken a sample, or you took one but 
it’s still sitting around the house and hasn’t been mailed yet. 
Remember, you can’t eat procrastination...) 

Expert suggestion: Before you plant, you need to plan. 

Part of the reason for planning is to keep you from trampling all 
over your vegetables this spring and summer. In case you didn’t 
realize it (like me), you don’t plant all your veggies at the same time, 
Nor are they all ready to be picked at the same time. 

Here's some general suggestions for six to eight row gardens: 

Rows one through, say, three, should be planned for early planting 
veggies, such as onions, turnips, beets (if you like them), radishes 
and/or spinach. These should go out just as soon as possible, and be 
ready for harvest by May or so. 

At that time you can replace them with, say, lima beans, pole beans 
and peas. (If you're weird and REALLY like to eat a lot of beets, you 
can plant more of them in August...) 

Cabbage is a good veggie to plant in the ‘early’ rows, but it should 
have gone in the ground six weeks ago. Don’t worry, though, you can 
plant it again in the fall... 

Although these early veggie rows generally need to be 30 inches 
apart (24 for radishes), you might as well plan for 36 inches to ac- 
comodate the beans you'll be planting during round two of your 
garden. 

In row three or four you may want to plant snapbeans this month -- 
then again, you may not. If you do, you can replace them in May or 
June with some kind of Southern pea or collards. 

The other half of your rows will include sweet corn, snapbeans, 
squash, tomatoes, okra, eggplant (more weird food), peppers and 
cucumbers -- all of which need to be planted between April and May. 

Corn can be replaced in July by more ’maters; squash and 
cucumbers can be replaced in September by greens. 

If people aren’t sick of you eating onions, and you aren't sick of 
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gardening, your ’maters and peppers can be replaced in October by 
more onions, 

Expert tip: Plant tall veggies such as tomatoes or okra next to corn. 
Low lying plants such as cucumbers or bush beans would be hurt by 
the shade of tall corn plants. 

After you plan out how many feet of each veggie you’ll have in a 
row, your gardening or farm supply store can tell you how much seed 
you need to buy. 

I was relieved last week when my soil test came back and showed 
that I hadn’t flunked. Being totally unfamiliar with garden terms, I 
was however, puzzled by its mention of ‘broadcasting’ fertilizer. 

Non-expert tip: I found out that you don’t use a radio to 
‘broadcast’ fertilizer -- that means throwing it out or using a spreader. 

Some people are strictly into ‘organic’ fertilizer, and extension 
agent John Jones says he’s a firm believer in using it, too, But he says 
it’s not a substitute for commercial fertilizers. 

I’m leaving it strictly up to you if you want to shovel out someone’s 
cow or horse barn to get enough ‘organics’ to cover your garden with 
a couple inches (chicken droppings require only a half inch coverage). 
Maybe you were smart last year and started a compost pile. 

Your garden will be okay without the organics, but if you add them 
they’ll make a lot of difference. 

Before you add fertilizer to your plot and turn it under, make sure 
the ground is dry enough so that a fist full of dirt crumbles easily. 

Expert tip: ‘‘If you have any idea that the ground’s too wet, wait,’’ 
Jones says. ‘‘If you plow it while it’s too wet, the ground will harden 
and form a crust that the seeds will have trouble growing in. You’ll be 
punished all year long if you plow too wet.’’ Yes, sir. 

Expert tip: Turn your grass under when you plow the plot, and it’ll 
rot. This provides painless organic material for your garden. 

Expert tip: Don’t let seed and fertilizer come into direct contact. 
Make sure fertilizer and dirt are plowed or stirred in together. If you 
stir it good, you can plant the same day. 

Non-expert tip: If it rains right after you plow up your ground, DO 
NOT let your German shepherd puppy -- or any other pet -- play in the 
mud, This is called a bad habit. It’s also hard on your clothes when 
they jump up on you to show you what they did...

My yard is unfenc- 
ed and very open to a lot of local 
activity. 

2) I have lived here a year and 
cannot remember, but I think as 
spring approaches, a huge tree in 
my yard is going to burst forth 
with leaves, possibly giving the 
garden area partial sun in the 
morning (maybe not). Soon after 
the noon hour that area is com- 
pletely shady anyway. Will veg- 
gies grow in ‘some sunlight’ as 
opposed to ‘full sun’? I have no 
alternative place. 

3) Considering the garden is 
small, are there particularly 
recommended things to stick to 
from the ‘menu’? 

I enjoy your information and 
the humor with which it is 
presented. Please keep it as sim- 
ple and geared for the bashful 
beginner as you have so far. (The 
others don’t need it.)

Dear Chicken: 

Though the Reporter doesn’t 
make it a policy to publish un- 
signed letters, your gardening 
plight warrants this change from 
precedent. Besides, you said such 
nice things..- 

1) Extension agent John Jones 
says that squirrels are usually 
most bothersome during dry 
months when they go for your 
juicey *maters. You might try 
leaving out a can V-8 juice and a 
few glasses, or at least hanging 
them a feeder for diversion. 

Dogs, I’m finding out myself, 
can also mean trouble. Fencing is 
one solution, and it’s much less 
violent than land mines or even a 
BB gun. Jones doesn’t recom- 
mend poisons, because they don’t 
discriminate between squirrels 
and your neighbor’s pet. Talk to 
your city council about a leash 
law (for squirrels?). 

2) You show great promise as a 
gardener because you know that 
trees grow leaves this time of 
year. That will cause somewhat 
of a problem for your veggies (if 
you don’t kill them first yourself) 
because they need a good six 
hours of sun as a daily minimum.

English peas, Irish potatoes and 
other ethnic veggies -- will do best 
in the shade. Tomatoes don’t, 
however, which will anger your 
squirrels. 

Expert tip: Digging a, narrow, 
18-inch deep ditch between your 
garden and the shade tree will 
help cut down on root competi- 
tion for soil nutrients and water. 

3) As for the small size of your 
plot, at least the ‘cool season’ 
veggies don’t require too much 
space. 

You have a tough row to hoe -- 
sO to speak -- but stick with it. 
Let us know how it comes out. If 
worse comes to worse, go to the 
grocery or curb market, buy a 
bunch of veggies, stick them in 
the ground, and take a picture...

Making projections 


The population of Shelby 
County may reach 90,000 by the 
year 1990. 

That is a projection made by 
the Center for Business and 
Economic Research at the 
University of Alabama. 

The figure appears in the 
County Data Book, published by 
the State Planning Division of the 
Department of Economic and 
Community Affairs, Mon- 
tgomery. Probate Judge Tommy 
Snowden circulated the informa- 
tion to the Shelby County Com- 
mission Monday. 

If the projection proves to be 
true, it will mean the county will 
have increased by 35.8 percent in 
the decade between 1980 and 
1990. 

In 1980 the U.S. Census found 
66,298 persons living in the coun- 
ty. 

Ed Rutledge, who compiled the 
figures, told the Reporter that he 
uses past trends to estimate 
future populations. Because the 
population grew very fast in the 
county between 1970 and 1980, 

he projected that the county 
reached a population of 74,900 
by the end of 1983. 

Rutledge said he arrives at 
figures on new births based on 
the age and number of women in 
a county. Census figures on age, 
race and sex are used to predict 
the number of deaths. 

He said U.S. Census figures 
are ‘‘far more conservative than 
ours,’’ and added, ‘‘We do not 
promulgate our numbers as cen- 
sus figures.’’ 

He said his ten-year projection 
would likely be more accurate 
than his projection for 1983. 

Gil Gilder of the State Plann- 
ing division told the Reporter 
that the data book is published 
for two purposes: 1. To provide 
information needed by business, 
industry and governments for

Who’s top employer 
in Shelby County? 


by John Hood 

Government provides more 
jobs in Shelby County than any 
business, and the county school 
board is the largest single 
employer in the county. 

Federal, state and local govern- 
ment offices employ about 3,300 
workers, and that number is 
divided among different agen- 
cies. According to Bob Brantley 
of the state employment office, 
only about 150 of those are 
federal employees; the rest are 
with state, county or city govern- 
ments. 

County records show that 230 
people work for Shelby County. 
This includes elected officials, 
courthouse employees, the 
highway department and _ the 
sheriff’s office. The annual 
payroll for the county employees 
is $3,165,138. —" 

The 1,080 employees of the 
county school board are listed 
separately from other county 
workers. So teachers, ad- 
ministrators, bus drivers and sup- 
port personnel make the board 
the largest employer in the coun- 
ty. According to Glenda Davis in 
the payroll division, the board’s 
annual payroll is about 
$15,000,000. 

Alabama Power Company 
tops the scale in terms of wages 
and salaries paid out in the coun- 
ty, even though it employs fewer 
people than the school board. 
According to Vicky Sauls of 
Alabama Power’s news informa- 
tion office, the company pays out 
about $20,000,000 a year to 
county workers. 

Alabama Power has 812 
workers in the county, with the 
majority of the jobs located at 
the E.C. Gaston Steam Plant. 
The generating plant near 
Wilsonville employs 402 workers. 
Two hundred fifty-eight workers 
are concentrated at a general ser-

About 570 workers 
fabricate metal into finished pro- 
ducts, and 600 people either 
make non-durable goods, such as 
clothes, or are in printing and 
publishing. 

Blue Cross Blue Shield of 
Alabama misses being the coun- 
ty’s largest single employer by 
several hundred yards, according 
to Gene Thrasher, vice president 
of marketing. 


“Our building is in Jefferson

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Lawley 
pleas to 
murder

On the morning of February 
27, 1983, a shotgun blast in the 
isolated woods of Helena slew 
Birmingham art dealer Malcolm 
McRae. 

At 10:03, on the morning of 
April 9, 1984, ex-Birmingham 
firefighter Gerald Wayne 
Lawley, 32, pled guilty to pulling 
the trigger on that shotgun. 

In exchange for pleading guilty 
to murder, Circuit Judge Harold 
Walden sentenced Lawley to 25 
years in prison. Also in exchange 
for the plea, state prosecutors 
agreed to drop second -degree 
theft charges against Lawley in 
connection with $700 stolen from 
McRae. 

The plea bargain was arranged 
between Lawley’s attorney and 
district attorney Billy Hill who 
prosecuted the case. 

Had the case gone to trial, 
Lawley might have been sentenc- 
ed to life. But according to Hill 
the state treats a life sentence like 
30 years when it comes to 
paroles, so ‘‘we got the maximum 
sentence, except for a six or seven 
month period.’’ 

As it is, Hill said it would be at 
least eight years before Lawley 
becomes eligible for parole, and 
maybe longer because of the 
violent nature of the crime. 

After the hearing, the victim’s 
mother, Jane McRae, gave a 
reporter the following, written 
statement: 

‘*When a man takes the life of 
another man, he has not only 
robbed the man of his most 
precious possession, but has 
denied the world of that man’s 
children and his children’s 
children.”’ 

McRae, 30, mysteriously 
disappeared February 27, 1983, 
from the Edwardian style 
Southside gallery where he lived. 

His body was found nearly one

Commission clears way 
for park authority

Shelby County no longer has a park and recrea- 
tion board but it may be getting something better. 

The board, which was created by county com- 
missioners last month to promote the development 
of a countywide park, was destroyed Monday. But 
the action was taken to make room for a new park 
and recreation authority. 

The way things stood, the park board would 
have served only to advise county commissioners 
on the development of a 41-acre park next to the 
area vocational school in Columbiana. 

On the other hand, a park and recreation 
authority would be independent of the county 
commission and would have almost complete con- 
trol over the park’s development. 

An authority could not only equip, furnish, own 
and operate the county park, but adopt and en- 
force rules for its use, promote and sponsor 
events, sell or lease property, issue bonds and 
assume obligations to maintain and improve it. 

It was the desire of original board members -- 
Buddy Argo, Joel Bearden, James Braden, Joseph 
Brindley, Charles Allen Jones, Nina Kent, and 
Gloria Tate -- that the group be allowed to incor- 
porate into a park authority. 

Monday, commissioner Harold Davenport 
made a motion that cleared the way for incorpora- 
tion procedures, and it passed with no opposi 
tion. 

The motion rescinded the resolution that 
created the park board in the first place, so that 


now the county attorney and Commission Chair- 
man Tommy Snowden can work with its former 
members in setting up a park authority. 

Commissioner John Ames, who seconded 
Davenport’s motion, made it clear that the county 
can reserve the right to approve or disapprove the 
terms of incorporation. 

“TI am for setting up the board as an 
autonomous body but our experience with 
autonomous bodies has been poor,’’ he said. ‘‘If 
we are going to set up an authority, we should set 
the guidelines under which they will operate and 
reserve the right to change them.’’ 


It was agreed by commissioners that procedures 
for incorporating the park authority will be the 
same as those which set up the county airport 
authority. 

In a related matter, Davenport announced the 
resignation of Bill Cobb from the airport authori- 
ty board of directors, 

Davenport wanted the right to replace Cobb 
with a man of his own choice from the Alabaster 
area. 

It was pointed out by the county attorney, 
however, that a law requires the commission 
chairman to submit a list of nominees from which 
the commissioners pick a replacement. 

With no further discussion, the commissioners 
accepted Cobb’s resignation. Cobb is leaving his 
post because of his job load with the Department 
of Housing and Urban Development.

State Senator Butch Ellis of 
Columbiana will introduce a bill 
to provide for building codes in 
Shelby County. 

On a motion by Commissioner 
John Ames and a second from 
Commissioner Harold Daven- 
port, last Monday, Ellis was in- 
structed to introduce the bill as 
legally advertised in the Reporter. 


The bill will authorize the 
Shelby County Commission to 
adopt, amend, and provide for 
the enforcement of certain 
building codes within its jurisdic- 
tion. 

Mobile homes, one and two 
family dwellings and out 
buildings as well as farm struc- 
tures will be excluded. 

The bill will become effective 
upon its passage and approval by 
the governor or otherwise becom- 
ing a law. 

In other action: 


County commissioners receiv- 
ed a welcome request, which was 
eagerly granted, from county 

_ engineer Gary Ray. 

Ray asked for changes in his 
highway department equipment 
budget which will reduce his 
department’s expenses. 

Instead of purchasing two 
large dumptrucks for the 
highway deparment, Ray asked 
that he be allowed to purchase 
three other trucks at a reduction 
in cost of $14,500. 

Bids on the new vehicles will be 
taken April 23 at 9:30 a.m. 

Ray also received approval to 
resume the county’s mosquito 
control program. He reported 
that he already has 200 gallons of 
malathion which will last for two 
months. 

In addition, Ray was authoriz- 
ed to assist park developers with 
a topographic study of county 
owned park land and to help the 


City of Alabaster tie 7th Avenue 
SW into county 264. 

Ray was advised, however, to 
give necessary county projects 
top priority. 

Commissioner Harold Daven- 
port requested that the help be 
given to the City of Alabaster 
becuase the county has helped 
other municipalities. 

A resolution was amended by 
commissoners to allow Jefferson 
County to seek community 
development block grants for the 
parts of Hoover and Leeds, 
which extend into Shelby Coun- 
ty. 
The original resolution approv- 
ed by commissioners failed to 
mention Hoover. 

The Iron and Steel Credit 
Union will be allowed to contact 
department heads about county 
employee participation. 
However, no payroll deductions 
will be allowed. 


Voter islands and gas tax bills pass 
the state House, await Senate action

Bills correcting misplaced 
voting districts and limiting cer- 
tain county gasoline tax increases 
come up before the state Senate 
this week. 

Two small islands of county 
voters were incorrectly zoned into 
District 41, instead of District 40, 
according to state representative 
John Tanner. He said the mistake 


occurred during reapportionment 
last year. 

Last month Tanner introduced 
a bill which redrew house district 
lines to elliminate the problems. 
The bill now has gone to the 
Senate for its approval. 
One of the voter islands is in Beat 
13 in north Shelby County, and 
the other is near Maylene, south 
of Alabaster. 


The oversight, which Tanner 
said was probably a technical er- 
ror when the map was drawn up, 
resulted in votes being cast for 
District 41 instead of District 40. 
Around 320 voters were affected, 
he said. 

Tanner said he doubted many 
votes were actually cast in the two 
areas in the election last fall,

year ago -- on April 17 -- by a 
treasure hunter in isolated woods 
in Helena near the Cahaba River. 

The area where McRae was 
found is near land that Lawley’s 
parents own, giving lawmen a 
lead to the Homewood resident. 

Lawley, a ‘friend’ of McRae’s, 
was arrested by Shelby County 
sheriff's investigators several 
weeks after the body was found. 

At a July preliminary hearing, 
investigator John Pratt said 
Lawley told him he accidentally 
shot McRae while shooting at a 


wine bottle the victim had thrown 
into the air. It was never made 
clear if McRae was dead when 
Lawley left the location. 

A written pathologist’s report 
turned in at the July hearing 
stated that shotgun pellets had 
entered McRae’s neck and head 
from the rear, at a downward 
angle. 

A briefcase of McRae’s con- 
taining $700 was taken during the 
incident. 

**He (Lawley) told us he spent 
it,’’ Hill said.

Basic 
screening tests for blood 
pressure, vision, anemia, and 
weight along with helpful 
literature will be provided free of 
charge. 

Other free special services in- 
clude: screening for glaucoma, 
diabetes and emphysema; hemoc- 
cult testing (for colo-rectal 
cancer); dental consultation and 
medication counseling. 

Optional tests are available at a 
small fee to cover lab costs, for 
blood chemistry profiles. Those 
planning to have blood tests 
should not eat or drink (except 
water, black coffee, or plain tea) 
after midnight the night before. 
Diabetics, however, should not 
fast 

The joint effort between BMC 
and Vincent began less than four 
years ago when residents of the 

decided to establish a 
medical clinic, Under the agree- 
ment, Vincent provided the land 
building while BMC equip- 
ped and staffed the facility. 

The people of Vincent raised 
about $15,000 for construction of 
the clinic. Another $15,000 was 
provided in a grant from the state 
government. A loan of $50,000 
assured funds to construct the 
building.

No one showed up for a public 
hearing April 2 to voice their opi- 
nion on the spending of revenue 
sharing funds in Columbiana, so 
the city council went ahead and 
adopted its proposed budget for 
the funds at Thursday’s council 
meeting. 

The total spending this year 
will amount to $64,000. Of that 
amount, $13,469 was left from 
last year’s allotment and the city 
chipped in $902. 

Funds will be used as follows: 
police car, $12,000; payment on 
the fire truck, $12,099; annual 
payment on city hall, $39,625;

received every three months from 
October-July.

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Compromise sought on Kingwood streets 


by Bert Seaman 

Round three in the struggle to get two roads closed in Alabaster’s 
Kingwood subdivision ended peacefully Friday. 

At an earlier meeting there had been a heated exchange of words 
between Kingwood residents and developer Jim King. But the three 
principals involved in the issue agreed to meet Monday to see if a solu- 
tion can be worked out. 

King, Ron Cox, pastor of the First Assembly of God which owns 
property along the partially completed street, and Kingwood represen- 
tative Pete Peterson are the three people who will try to reach a com- 
promise. 

A petition signed by most Kingwood residents was presented to the 
council at a special meeting Friday, asking that Royalty Drive and a 
street under construction be closed. Residents are concerned about in- 
creased traffic on King Charles Court -- the street that both roads will 
tie into. 

However, Alabaster’s city attorney told those present at the meeting 
that his advice to the city was not to close the roads because of possi- 
ble liability. 


best interest of the public -- not just those living in the immediate area 
-- would be served by closing the roads. 

The recommendation was based on the 1979 case of L.B. Gwen ver- 
sus Bristol Steel and the city of Bessemer. In that case, a resident living 
in the area in where a street was closed contended that it should not 
have been closed. 

At one point, the Alabaster Assembly had been told Royalty could 
be closed if the church would build another street, but a lack of 
finances prevented that from being done. 

If the remaining 400 feet of Royalty is paved, King and the church 
would have to split the cost since each party owns to the middle of the 
street. 


It was the construction of Hickory Lane -- the new street -- that 
alerted Kingwood residents to a low income housing project going up 
in their subdivision. When King agreed to meet with them to explain 
what was happening, they also learned that townhouses are to be con- 
structed along the new street. 

There were complaints from Kingwood residents that both projects 


‘“*Two real estate operators who have looked at the situation have 
told me they don’t see any loss of value of anyone’s property,”’ King 
said. 

Bids on the construction of the 32-unit low income housing project 
are being advertised and King announced the construction of the 
townhouses should get underway within 60 days. 

In answer to a question on drainage problems, King reported that 
$10,000 worth of 54-inch pipe has been purchased to solve those pro- 
blems. He also related that $50,000 has been spent by several 
developers to put a trunk line in so Port South and Kingwood can 
eventually be hooked onto the city sewer system. 

In order to put in the $30,000 lift station needed on the north side of 
the development, King pointed out that he would have to sell land to 
finance it, 

*‘We're already obligated to complete the first sector,’ he com- 
mented. If the economy holds up, King said the subdivision could be 
developed within five years, one sector at a time.

Alabaster man gets bronze star

An Alabaster man has been 
awarded the Bronze Star for his 
role in the invasion of Granada. 


Army Captain Lewis Sumner, 
Jr., served as acting commander 
for the 1-17 Air Cavalry 
Squadron when it invaded 
Granada last October. He is a 
helicopter pilot and normally se- 
cond in command of the unit. 

He found out he was assuming 
command just days before the 
unit traveled to Florida, and then 
on to Barbados on an aircraft 
carrier, said Sumner. 

‘“‘The commander’s mother 
died right before the mission,’’ 
Sumner explained. Army regula- 
tions allow emergency leaves for 
deaths in the immediate family, 
so Sumner was put in charge. 

He said he was already 
prepared, even though he had 
been with the unit for only four 
weeks. 
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‘Sumner was stationed in Ger- 


many before coming back fo the 
states and reporting to Fort 
Bragg, NC. His title in the unit is 
troop executive officer. 


Sumner said the 26 helicopters 
under his command flew to 
Granada from Barbados, about 
160 miles away, 

“‘We came in over the airport 
there,’’ he said, referring to the 
airstrip that was allegedly being 
built by the Cubans. 

Sumner directed the raid and 
troop landing from a Cobra Gun- 


ship. He said his unit also flew in 
OHS58 Charlies and Blackhawk 
Helicopters. There were no losses

“in his unit during the raid, he 


said. 

Sumner said he didn’t feel ner- 
vous during the raid because he 
had been trained so much for the 
mission. 

“‘We are paid to do a job. It’s 
dangerous, but it is our duty to 
protect our country,”’ he said. 

Sumner, 32, is stationed at 
Fort Bragg. He graduated from 
Thompson High School in 1971, 
later from Jacksonville State 
University with a degree in music, 
and in 1982 received a MA in 
education from Boston Universi- 
ty. 

His parents are Lewis and 
Doris Sumner of Alabaster.

That puts us in fierce competition with 
our neighboring states for the jobs our people 
need. 

In plain language, it means that unless we 
recommit ourselves to excellence in our schools, 
we will have no chance to keep pace with the 
other states. 

It’s going to cost a lot of money, but we can- 
not stand still; we move ahead or we fall 
behind. Education is expensive. But ignorance 
is more expensive. It is wasteful, too, when the 
God-given talents of our people are left 
undeveloped for lack of opportunity. 

We must provide long-range additional fun- 


ding for our schools. And we must improve the 
quality of education. We have no choice. 


I have recommended to the Legislature a 
comprehensive plan for excellence. To provide 
additional tax revenue to fund the program, I 
proposed two constitutional amendments. 

One would increase the state ad valorem tax, 
with large portion of the additional revenue 
pledged to education. The other would raise the 
ceiling on the state income tax, also earmarked 
for the schools. Both would require the ap- 
proval of the people as well as the Legislature. 

Together they would produce about $146 
million ayear, but the average wage-earner and 
homeowner would have to pay little if any of 
the incrase. The higher tax rates would apply 
mostly to the more affluent taxpayers, those in 
the upper brackets.

With but one exception there was wide ap- 
plause for the appointment of former Gov. 
John Patterson to the State Court of Criminal 
Appeals. Patterson had hoped to close out his 
distinguished career on the bench, and it was an 
ironic twist of political fate that Gov, George 
Wallace was the man who made this possible. 


The two had once been political foes. Patter- 
son came out of nowhere in 1958 to hand 
Wallace his only loss in a governor’s race; eight 
years later Lurleen Wallace handed Patterson a 
terrible defeat in another gubernatorial cam- 
paign. 

But in recent years the two became close per- 
sonal and political friends, and there was never 
much doubt that if a vacancy occurred on any 
of the appellate courts during the present ad- 
ministration that the slot would be given to Pat- 
terson. 

The only criticism of the appointment came 
from Rep. Alvin Holmes of Montgomery, and 
that too has an ironic twist to it, Holmes, the 
most outspoken of the black activists in the 
Legislature, objected to the appointment 
because Patterson had been a segregationist 
governor during the 1960s. That Holmes would 
voice such an objection to Gov. Wallace... who 
was something other than an intregrationist 
governor himself in the 1960s... was difficult to 
comprehend. 

Rumors flew all over Goat Hill as to the sud- 
den resignation of Judge Hubert Taylor, which 
led to the Patterson appointment. Taylor, the 
brother-in-law of Gov. Wallace, insisted in a 
Statement that his departure was due to a desire 


The need for more revenue is critical; make 
no mistake about it. But with that there is a 
pressing need, too, for a dramatic improvement 
in the kind of education we provide for our 
sons and daughters. We have taken a major 
step in that direction with the introduction of 
an education reform bill which will bring about 
far-reaching changes. 

The reform legislation commits the Governor 
and Legislature to improvements in teacher 
salaries; a full statewide kindergarten program; 
enhancement of our school libraries; areas of 
critical needs such as mathematics, science, and 
computer education. 

The bill creates the Governor’s Education 
Reform Commission composed of represen- 
tatives of the Legislature and all aspects of 
education. Their job is to study all of the pro- 
blems of education and come up with recom- 
mendations for real solutions instead of worn- 
out theories. 

The commission will look into such things as 
teacher tenure laws, merit pay plans for 
teachers, methods of evaluating teacher perfor- 
mance, and the various and often complicated 
formulas used to distribute school funds. 


Areas of critical needs like math, science and 
computer education are given special attention 
becuase of the urgency for immediate action. 
The reform plan proposes scholarships to at- 
tract more young people to the teaching field; 
tuition grants to recertify present teachers, and 
regional in-service training centers for our 
teachers. 

Alabama’s young people need our help to 
realize their dreams. The reform bill of 1984 is a 
clear sign that we are ready to accept that 
responsibility and commit ourselves once and 
for all to real educational reform. 

And it is a promise to the people that we in- 
tend to give them better education for their 
money.

The new proposal would allow first time of- 
fenders the right to drive to and from school or 
to and from work, but could not drive other- 
wise. The measure is expected to attract strong 
opposition from various groups who are trying 
to get drunk drivers off the highways... 

If nothing else, the fight in the Legislature 
over the so-called Motor Fuel Marketing act 
has been a bonanza for the media. More adver- 
tising dollars have been spent on this legislation 
since the bitter fight over the co-employee 
legislation two years ago. The television com- 
mercials being run are so persuasive that the 
consumers are no doubt completely bewildered 
as to who is telling the truth... 

The word is that Billy Joe Camp, press 
secretary to Gov. Wallace, will not make 
another run for Congress this fall against 
Republican Incumbent Bill Dickinson. The 
reason: Another Wallace-ite reportedly is in- 
terested in the same race — Wallace Jr. 
If that rumor proves to be fact, it will knock in 
the head all the speculation that George Jr. 
plans a future race for governor.

James Cooley, a 156-pound light middle-weight, got his first taste 
of gold at the Junior Olympics held in Decatur last weekend. He 
knocked out his opponent in the first minute of Round One. 

‘‘He backed away, and I came over the top with a right on the 
chin,’’ is how Cooley describes his victory over Tommy Allen of 
Nashville. The KO comes in only his fourth official fight. 

‘‘Boxing is my life,’ the 15-year-old Thompson High School stu- 
dent is already saying. His main goal is to box in the Olympics in 1988. 

Cooley just changed trainers because of his goal and because his old

teacher was ‘‘pro-oriented.”’ 

“*T wouldn’t be able to go to the Olympics,’’ he says to explain the 
need for a new instructor.

To concentrate on amateur bouts and hiseOlympic dream, Cooley 
now trains at Fat Man’s Gym in Birmingham. 

Cooley’s father, James, Sr., said at first he didn’t want his son to 
box. But his son’s determination and talent impressed him enough to 
become his biggest booster. 

“I’m not interested in the money -- I want to represent my coun- 
try,’’ Cooley says. 

Cooley’s 6’2’’ height makes him look thinner than his opponents,

Our situation is set up where he 
will play for us two years and if things work out, 
he’ll sign with a four-year school and we’ll all live 
happily ever after.’’ 

‘*We think he’s a pretty good football player,”’ 


Hooker added. ‘‘We feel that he’s got a chance at 
playing quarterback, and if not there at wide 
receiver.’” 

As a ‘pretty good football player’, Wiggins 
rushed 483 yards in his last season at Chelsea. He 
also completed 79 of 136 passes for 1,286 yards 
last year, intercepted four passes and, had 565 
yards in kick off returns and two touchdowns. 

At 6°3"’ and 173-pounds, Wiggins played 
quarterback and free safety for Chelsea beginning 
in his sophomore year. Before that he attended 
Ramsey Alternative High School in Birmingham 
because of his academic excellence. He is virtually 
a straight ‘A’ student. 


“T think it’s great he is going to Marion,”’

‘*We have not been able to 
get enough funds raised and 
we are looking for someone to 
take offices such as president, 
vice-president, secretary 
/treasurer and fund raising 
chairman,”’ she said. 

“If we can raise enough 
money each month to pay 
bank notes, we would need 
$271 and we won’t worry 


about other things,’’ Turner 
added. 

She told the Reporter that 
while no deadline has been 
given, staying current with the 
bank would remove all possi- 
ble threats of foreclosure. 

**Anyone making a dona- 
tion will be given a receipt for 
tax purposes upon request,’’ 
Turner stressed. ‘‘And, if we 
could raisé¢ enough to pay off 
the note completely, that 
would be great and wonder- 
ful.” 

Thanks to local generosity, 
the club has enough money to 
pay off unpaid back notes on 
the field. But Turner said that 
unless the group stays up to 
date with its current payments, 
it will fall behind again. 

“It’s important for our 
kids. The potential is there,” 
she emphasized of the athletic 
field. ‘*We’d hate to bring it 
this far and lose it.”’ 


Hall of Fame Bowl on track for 1984 success

Hall of Fame Bowl officials have announc- 
ed a new three-year television contract with 
Turner Broadcasting. 


They have also set 7 p.m., Saturday, ’ 
December 29, as the time and date of their 
eighth annual bowl event. 


A virtual who’s who of sports writers and 
sports celebrities showed up at a Birmingham 
hotel Friday, to hear the official word. 


On hand to announce the after-Christmas, 
prime-time event were, Luke Cransford, presi- 
dent of the 1984 Hall of Fame Bowl; Terry 
Hanson, TBS sports direetor; Jim Simmons, 
executive director of the Hall of Fame Bowl; 
and Chris Doss, chairman of the Jefferson 
County Commission. 


Among those in the crowd were famed 
sports figures such as Fred Sington and 
Charlie Boswell as well as representatives of 
the Birmingham Stallions and Barons 
Baseball. 


Hanson called the TBS/Hall of Fame Bowl 
relationship ‘a marriage’ that he hopes will 
last. 


Last year’s bowl game -- despite bitter cold 
weather -- resulted in the sale of 45,000 
tickets and a payoff to West Virginia and 
Kentucky of $450,000 each. 


“I will always remember and regret the 
cold weather of last year’s game, but it was a 
success,’’ said Cransford. 

He also announced that tickets for this 
year’s contest will go on sale for $15 each un- 


til October 1. After that, they will be $18 
each. 


Hanson of TBS said that he would be hap- 
py to take the heat for the prime time 
scheduling of the 1983 Hall of Fame Bowl 
even though it subjected crowds to intense 
cold. He stressed that in the television 
business, numbets and ratitigs account for big 
payoffs. 


**Afternoon would have beeti terrific,’’

Margaret Pflasterer assessed 
Shelby County’s newest public 
school: the rambling, multi- 
leveled, ultra-modern Inverness 
Elementary. 

Eight months after it opened -- 
a span which included mud slide 
parking, an elevator stuck bet- 
ween floors, a crumbling hillside, 
a last minute, high gear moving 
job, and 450 energy charged 
children -- teachers, staff and 
students at Inverness Elementary 
are well on their way to being set- 
tled. Everyone knows where their 
classroom pod is, how to get to 
the cafeteria, where to find the 
restrooms and fountains. 

Still, work remains to be done 
before the building on Valleydale 
Road is completed. In fact, last 
week the architect made one of 
several inspections which are 
preliminary to the board of 
education’s officially accepting 
the $2.67 million dollar facility. 

An access road and parking 
places are to be built behind the 
school, and landscaping work 
and construction of a playground 
remain to be done. Also, work is 
expected to begin in the near 
future on a pre-cast concrete re- 
tainer wall to stop the sliding 
hillside behind the school. 

But, all things considered, the 
opening year at Inverness 
Elementary has been remarkably 
smooth. 

**An overriding factor was that 
we were able to come right in and 
start teaching from the beginn- 
ing,’’ said principal Elizabeth 
Smith last week during an inter- 
view with the Reporter. 

‘It could have been 
traumatic,’’ understated media 
center director Paulette Brasher. 

Contractors didn’t turn over 
the new building to school of- 
ficials until Friday afternoon, 
August 19 -- three short days 
prior to school starting. 

That evening Smith held her 
first official meeting for her 
35-person staff. Saturday, Satur- 
day night, Sunday and Sunday 
night, she and Brasher supervised 
as teachers, support personnel, 
spouses, Pelham High School 
boys and volunteers from the 
board of education’s central of-

fice, working feverishly, toted in 
desks, chairs, furniture, books 
and other teaching aids. 

‘*‘We had planned all summer 
how we were going to do it,”’ 
Smith said. 

The plan worked. Monday 
morning they opened the doors 
of Inverness to its job of pro- 
viding students with an educa- 
tion. 

**We believe in ongoing quality 
education at all times,’’ Smith 
said, nutshelling her philosophy 
on schooling. ‘‘The emphasis is 
on the education.”’ 

**We do what we’re here to do, 
and I think we do it very well,’’ 
Brasher added. 

It’s not that Inverness doesn’t 
have any extracurricular activities 
for its students, it’s just that what 
they do have is tailored to the 
curriculum, Smith said. Most of 
the ‘extras’ have been provided 
through the efforts of the Shelby 
County Council for the Arts and 
Humanities, and Smith praised 
them for their quality. 

In line with the school’s em- 
phasis on good education, it 
should be noted that the school 
was already accredited by state 
and the Southern accreditation 
groups as soon as it opened. This, 
Smith explained, is because In- 
verness is considered an offshoot 
of Valley Elementary, an ac- 
credited school. 

In fact, most of the teachers at 
Inverness came from Valley. 
Smith herself was assistant prin- 
cipal there. 

This spring and next fall, In- 
verness will conduct a self-study 
on its program and next year it 
will undergo an official accredita- 
tion inspection. 

Smith is quick to note the 
similarities in community support 
for the two schools. Like Valley. 
Inverness has a number of parent 
volunteers who give time to help 
the school run smoothly. Fur- 
thermore, Smith noted that area 
civic clubs and businesses are also 
dedicated to helping the school. 

Despite things going so 
smoothly, some minor problems 
were bound to arise -- and did. 

Because the parking lot out 
front was not paved until about a

Such zoning regulations and for ap- 
peals from the decisions of the com- 
mission. 

"Section 1, There is hereby created 
a Planning Commission for Shelby 
County, Alabama which commission 
shall be appointed as hereinafter pro- 
vided and shail have responsibilities 
and duties as are stated herein.

For the purpose o! promoting 
the health, safety, morals, conve- 
nience, order, prosperity and general 
weilare of the county, the commis-

Students at Helena Elementary School can get a 
history lesson as they walk along the school cor- 
ridors.

Billy Bradshaw: bootleg days 


by Fred Guarino 

At 6’l’’ and 250-pounds -- even with glasses and 52 years of 
life behind him -- Billy Ben Bradshaw of Calera looks like a pro 
football player. 

He is, in fact, a retired state trooper who began his career at 
the age of 24 and at a weight of 160 pounds. 

The added muscles are testimony to the fact that Bradshaw 
worked at a time when law enforcement personnel, like football 
players, ‘‘had to be big and mean,”’’ as he puts it. 

After 30 years of marriage to his wife Monta and the raising 
of three children (Rhonda, 26, David, 24, and Richard, 19), he 
remembers the 27 years he served Shelby County in vivid detail. 

He recalls the exact tag numbers of vehicles involved in tragic 
accidents. Just as easily, he relates the minute details of hot 
chases in his fast Ford. 

“My whole career has been in Shelby County and that’s one 
unusual thing about it,’’ Bradshaw begins, mentally rolling time 
back to 1954, ‘‘Most troopers get assigned to several counties.’’ 

‘‘When I was first assigned to Vincent, there were only two 
troopers on the east side of the county and two on the west. 
Hugh Sims was sheriff and he had two deputies, (the late) 
George Holcombe and Tommy Snow.’’ 

Vincent, Hapresville, Wilsonville, Siluria and Helena had on- 
ly oné policeman each, Bradshaw continues. Columbiana, 
Calera, Montevallo and Alabaster had one policeman and a 
night watchman each. 

‘That was the whole county,’’ he says, explaining that early 
troopers worked domestic fights, murders, holdups, and bootleg 
whiskey raids just like regular police. 

“‘We were the most trained law enforcement officers back 
then. Others had no training. They just had to be big and 
mean.”’ 

At that time, troopers received two weeks’ training before go- 
ing into the field, and were paid $250 per month. 

Men like Bradshaw worked until the wee hours of the morning 
to catch drunks in a then dry Shelby County, and had to report 
back to duty at 10 a.m. the next day. Sometimes earlier. 

‘I took a personal interest in law enforcement in those days,’’ 
Bradshaw says, ‘‘and J still get calls from people today wanting 
my help.”’ 

Some of the memories that stand out most in Bradshaw’s 
mind are funny. Others are painful. 

“It was a game,”’ he says of illegal whiskey runners and of the 
troopers like him who chased them. ‘‘We knew them 
all.” ‘*One time I worked a wreck which involved a whiskey 
runner,’’ Bradshaw smiles. ‘‘He hid his whiskey in the weedsgin 
five gallon cans. After I worked the wreck and left, he just load-

ed up again and went on. ‘‘He’s a good friend of mine now and I 
didn’t find out about the whiskey until later.”’ 

There were lots of high speed chases, and state troopers had 
their own tricks to catch the _ bootleggers. 

‘“We had a switch that would cut off our brake lights so the 
bootleggers couldn’t tell if we had slowed down to turn 
around,’’ Bradshaw admits. ‘‘We even had a switch to cut off 
one head light so they couldn’t know if it was a patrol car behind 
them or not.”’ 

The moonshine runners’ trick was much simpler, however: 
drive a fast car. 

‘*Fords were the fastest cars out then. They drove them and 
we drove them too...”’ 


Fast cars are no under statement. Bradshaw remembers chas- 
ing One speeder at a rate of 120 miles per hour -- across the nar- 
row Coosa River Bridge at Childersburg. He says he had to ram 
the vehicle from behind to stop it. 

One memory the former trooper does not relish, is the night

UM ready to co-operate in suit 


**We are ready to cooperate -- 
and long have been.’’ That was 
UM President Jim Vickrey’s 
response to U.S. District Judge 
U.W. Clemon’s invitation that 
state institutions and the Justice 
Department settle the pending 
statewide desegregation lawsuit 
out of court. 

Clemon issued the ‘invitation,’ 
his first act after regaining con- 
trol of the desegregation suit 
against Alabama’s universities, at 
a meeting last week with lawyers 
involved in the case. 

“*For more than five years, the 
University of Montevallo has had 
and has been implementing ag- 
gressively a formal Equal Oppor- 
tunity and Affirmative Action 
Program,”’ Vickrey said.

Billy Bradshaw

ABC agent Hugh Shaw died of a massive heart attack in Brad- 
shaw’s car. 

There were other bad times. 

“‘The worst wreck was at Cates Crossing out of Columbiana, 
when a family from Connecticut -- a man, his wife and two 
children -- were killed. A train hit them. There were no lights in 
Shelby County at traffic crossings at that time. I remember the 
tag number distinctly -- Z-0-13."". Another painful memory for 
the trooper is the time he carried a little boy off Double Oak 
Mountain after his family was killed in a plane crash. Then there 
was the time a six-month-old baby died as the result of an acci- 
dent which also killed its grandparents. 

During his career, Bradshaw served under six different gover- 
nors: Jim Folsom, John Patterson, George Wallace, Lurleen 
Wallace, Albert Brewer and Fob James. 

In all his years of service, Bradshaw says he only fired his gun 
one time, and that was to stop an escaped convict. The shooting 
proved not to be fatal. 

But Billy B. Bradshaw also enjoyed some pretty big moments 
during his career, as far as history goes. 

He served as a security for Governor Wallace's children, He 
escorted the University of Alabama football team to bowl 
games, and tended to such famous people as Miss Universe, 
Bear Bryant, race driver Buddy Baker, and former First Lady, 
Mrs. Gerald Ford. 

“*I never got around Auburn much,”’ he laughs. ‘‘I always 
favored Alabama.”’ 

Too, Bradshaw worked during the racial tensions in Birm- 
ingham in 1963. 

“*We traveled with a suitcase in our cars and stayed on call for 
31 days at one time,’’ he remembers of the tumultuous period. 

He stood beside Governor Wallace in the schoolhouse door 
when Artherine Davis became the first black student to enter the 
University of Alabama. 

Bradshaw was also slated to work the famous Selma March 
led by Martin Luther King, but the birth of his last son took him 
away from that moment in history. 

He was eventually transferred from Vincent to Calera, where 
he now lives on Spring Creek Road. Later, he was promoted toa 
public relations position with troopers, where he worked until 
retiring in Janaury. 

Now, with law enforcement days behind him, Bradshaw lives 
the easy life. 

“*My goal is not to do any work,”’ he says as he plans one cam- 
ping trip after another with the Heart of Dixie Camping Club. 
He accomplishes this outdoors goal by trekking in a travel trailer 
fully equipped with a color television. 

“It takes the load off my mind,”’ he says.

Saturday -- a week behind my well intended schedule -- I woke up 
anxious to dig into my first ever garden and poke a few seeds in the 
ground. To make a long story and drive short, the tractor wouldn’t 
crank, so I borrowed a tiller from Ballard Abercrombie, my father-in- 
law in Birmingham -- all of which threw a dirt clod in my tight work 
schedule. 

The only good to come out of this mess was that my wife, Diane, 
sensed I was about ready to sling dirt, and chipped in to help. 

NON-EXPERT TIP: Getting dirty planting a garden with your wife 
(or husband, I guess) is more fun than getting dirty planting a garden 

by yourself. You have somebody to hose you down and vice ver- 
sa. 

My -- our -- first ever garden patch measures six rows by 50 feet. I 
prefer to call the rows ‘aisles’ -- as in super market. 

On Aisle #1 we have herbs, some pre-plowed ever-bearing strawber- 
ries which may or may not return from the dead, and yellow and white 
onions. Aisle #2 has spinach, carrots and Irish potatoes. Next comes 
half a row of Kentucky Wonder bush beans, and half a row of pinkeye 
purple hull peas, the latter which we’ll plant in May along with okra 
on Aisle #4. Also on #4 are lettuce and cucumbers. 

Aisle #5 contains yellow and zuchini squash, and Aisle #6 contains 
’mater plants. Both #5 and #6 contain 20 feet each of corn. 

EXPERT TIP: Extension agent John Jones says corn grows better 
when planted in two or three rows together to allow cross pollination. 
Nobody likes lonely corn anyway. 

EXPERT TIP: When you cut up your spuds for ’taters, let them 
‘heal’ overnight before you plant them. Cut the chunks of potato big 
enough to include two ‘eyes,’ because the larger the chunk the larger 
the plant will grow, since it feeds off the chunk for a while. 

Initially, I wasn’t going to plant any radishes. They’re all right in 
salads, but they sound too much like something red and bumpy on 
your skin that itches. 

EXPERT TIP: ‘‘I’ve never seen a garden without radishes,”’ 
Jeanette Smith repriemanded when I was buying seed last week and 

said I didn’t want any radishes. ‘‘You take some anyway!”’. Now I 
have radishes. 

Actually, I don’t HAVE any of these veggies. Not yet. More ac- 
curately, we have planted seeds or plants in an ATTEMPT to grow 
these things. 

Like weathermen, bosses and machinery, there are some things one 
has little control over.

Construction of a second 
North Shelby Fire District station 
began last week. 

The station on Caldwell Mill 
Road near Cahaba Valley Road 
(State 119) should be ready in 
about four months, according to 
fire district chief Winston 
Boutwell. 

The $112,000 facility will 
house a fire truck and a utility 
truck, and two firemen will be on 
duty there at all times. 

The original station on 
Valleydale Road and the new one 
will give even protection on both 
sides of Hope Mountain, 
Boutwell said. The larger 
firetrucks are slowed down con- 
siderably by the grade on 
Caldwell Mill Road; having 
facilities on the other side of the 
mountain will speed up service. 

Boutwell also said that of 
about 300 foreclosures the 
district had started because of un- 
paid fire dues, 100 had already 
paid up.

Saturday -- a week behind my well intended schedule -- I woke up 
anxious to dig into my first ever garden and poke a few seeds in the 
ground. To make a long story and drive short, the tractor wouldn’t 
crank, so I borrowed a tiller from Ballard Abercrombie, my father-in- 
law in Birmingham -- all of which threw a dirt clod in my tight work 
schedule. 

The only good to come out of this mess was that my wife, Diane, 
sensed I was about ready to sling dirt, and chipped in to help. 

NON-EXPERT TIP: Getting dirty planting a garden with your wife 
(or husband, I guess) is more fun than getting dirty planting a garden 
by yourself. You have somebody to hose you down and vice ver- 
sa. 

My -- our -- first ever garden patch measures six rows by 50 feet. I 
prefer to call the rows ‘aisles’ -- as in super market. 

On Aisle #1 we have herbs, some pre-plowed ever-bearing strawber- 
ries which may or may not return from the dead, and yellow and white 
onions, Aisle #2 has spinach, carrots and Irish potatoes. Next comes 
half a row of Kentucky Wonder bush beans, and half a row of pinkeye 
purple hull peas, the latter which we’ll plant in May along with okra 
on Aisle #4, Also on #4 are lettuce and cucumbers. 

Aisle #5 contains yellow and zuchini squash, and Aisle #6 contains 
*mater plants. Both #5 and #6 contain 20 feet each of corn. 

EXPERT TIP: Extension agent John Jones says corn grows better 
when planted in two or three rows together to allow cross pollination. 
Nobody likes lonely corn anyway. 

EXPERT TIP: When you cut up your spuds for ’taters, let them 
‘heal’ overnight before you plant them. Cut the chunks of potato big 
enough to include two ‘eyes,’ because the larger the chunk the larger 
the plant will grow, since it feeds off the chunk for a while. 

Initially, I wasn’t going to plant any radishes. They’re all right in 
salads, but they sound too much like something red and bumpy on 
your skin that itches. 

EXPERT TIP: ‘‘I’ve never seen a garden without radishes,’’ 
Jeanette Smith repriemanded when I was buying seed last week and 
said I didn’t want any radishes. ‘‘You take some anyway!’’. Now I 
have radishes. 

Actually, | don’t HAVE any of these veggies. Not yet. More ac- 
curately, we have planted seeds or plants in an ATTEMPT to grow 
these things. 

Like weathermen, bosses and machinery, there are some things one 
has little control over. 

‘‘How are you going to keep the rabbits out?’’ Diane asked after 
several hours of impacting dirt into our fingernails Saturday after- 
noon. 

‘*Beats me.” 

‘‘What are you going to do about the bugs?”’ 

**} don’t know,’’ I admitted. 

‘‘What if none of this stuff even grows?” 

‘‘Shut up,”’ I said, kindly demonstrating just how much family type 
fun gardening can truly be. 

But the questions are legitimate, and the Regressive Farmer will get 
around to answering them in future columns with expert tips from the 
county extension office and other gardening pros around the county 
that send in how-to info for the benefits of us first-timers.

280 zoning violation approved

The Shelby County Planning Commission refrained from taking ac- 
tion Monday on a zoning violation along US 280. 

After listening to Gulf Oil Company representative R.S. Lee, the 
commissioners agreed at their regular meeting that the addition of 
pumps, and a roof extension over them, is in the public interest. 

The service station and Shop-A-Snack Food Mart which leases from 
Gulf Oil is located in front of Dewberry Engraving. The land is zoned 
O-I (office and institutional), but allows the business to continue 
operating under the grandfather clause, provided there is no expan- 
sion. 

Lee explained that the work which began March 7 wasn’t done to 
expand the business, but to facilitate the flow of traffic at the station. 

Traffic flow problems at a similarly arranged Gulf station in Birm- 
ingham recently caused a $35,000 fire when a car backed into a pump. 
Lee said this prompted the changes at the station on 280, where traffic 
is sometimes backed up to the highway. 

John Brewer, a director of the Horizon 280 Association who was 
present at the meeting, said there were also objections to a swinging 
sign displayed by the business on the state right of way. He said the 
state had asked the association for assistance in removing signs from 
rights-of-way. 

“It’s not that we’re trying to jump on businesses -- we’re just trying 
to better the 280 area,’’ Brewer explained. 


If the county could require that building permits be purchased, 
Brewer said potential problems could be nipped in the bud. As it is, he 
observed, no one knows what to do -- they just go ahead and do it. 

In the Gulf case, the construction was nearly completed when a 
county employee notified the planning commission about the work on 
April 8. 

Referring to a similar case, planning director Paul Owens said an 
addition was made to a building but the necessary zoning change 
denied. 

**What do you do” he asked, ‘‘chop off the building?’’ In that case, 
the commission also refrained from taking action. 


Commission regulations governing the expansion of a business in a 
non-conforming area requires that the business make a request for a 
zoning change, in this case to B-1 (general business). If approved, a 
zoning certificate would be obtained for the expansion involved. 

In Gulf’s case, this procedure was not followed. 

Owens said that a change in zoning at the station would have only 
added to existing zoning problems in the area. 

Commission member George Starcher said he did not consider that 
the business was expanding or enlarging but simply facilitating traffic 
flow for customer safety. 

“*I feel it’s a positive change,’’ said Commission Chairman Al 
Knight who made the recommendation not to pursue the case any fur-

ABEX recalls workers 


Things are looking up at 
Calera’s ABEX Corporation. 

Effective April 23, the com- 
pany will return a total of 40 
previously laid off employees 
to work. That will amount of a 


payroll increase for the com- 
pany of $650,000 per year. 
According to ABEX general 
superintendent Larry P. 
DeBoer, the company recently 
received an order for 3,300 
railroad wheels from Algeria.

New Pelham addresses to aid firefighters

‘*Help -- my house is on fire!”’ 

Obviously, the caller wants the 
fire department to be there as 
quickly as possible. 

However, when the address is 
given as only a route and box 
number, it can take firefighters a 
long time to locate the home. 


In order to remedy this poten- 
tially dangerous situation, the 
Pelham Fire Department under- 
took a survey a year and a half 
ago, numbering all the houses 
located on rural routes. 


State highway director reports on 
possible projects in Shelby County

State Highway Director Ray 
Bass arrived at Lloyd’s 
Restaurant last week to speak to 
the Horizon 280 Association. 
Bass traveled in the morning rush 
hour traffic to get there. 

“I got a good first hand view 
of the rush hour,’’ observed 
Bass. ‘‘US 280 is one of the most 
important stretches of highway in 
Alabama.”’ 

Bass talked about the number 
of highway projects around the 
state needed to upgrade the 
transportation system. He said 
with so much going on, it was 
hard to find the most important 
ones to start on first. 

‘‘We have $1.6 billion for con- 
struction, but our five-year plans 
show that we could easily find 
projects worth another $1.6 
billion.”’ 

Bass said his department was 
involved in ‘‘tough negotiations”’ 
with the state legislature for more 
funding, and he urged the 
association to lobby for better 
highways. 

While Bass acknowledged the 
importance of 280, he said that it 
competes with projects all over 


the state. He said the main 
priorities in the Birmingham area 
were the completion of I-459 and 
the Red Mountain Expressway. 

In a discussion period, 
Horizon 280 members asked Bass 
what he could do to aid one of 
their programs. 

*‘One of our objectives from 
the beginning has been the 
beautification of 280,’’ said 
Horizon member John Brewer. 
The biggest obstacle to the pro- 
gram has been the proliferation 
of people selling cars and other 
items along the right-of-way, he 
said. 


Bass replied it was not really in 
his department’s power to police 
right-of-ways, but a visitor in the 
audience came up with a possible 
solution. 

Pete Stover, of System Realty 
Associates, Inc., said that the 
problem was controlled in front 
of his developments along 280 by 
erecting walls and beams so peo- 
ple couldn’t park. SRA owns 
Brookglen Condominiums, 
across the highway from Briar- 
wood Presbyterian Church. 

The association also got a look 


at an exhaustive study of the 280 
corridor prepared by the Birm- 
ingham Regional Planning Com- 
mission. 

The 135-page study researched 
future growth of the area, using 
variables such as employment, 
housing, utilities and traffic. The 
study will be used by the highway 
department to determine future 
expansion of the corridor. 

Bass said that badly needed ex- 
pansion of routes in Shelby 
County are still under study. 

For years, the possibility of a 
four-lane route from I-65 to 
Montevallo has been explored. . 
Bass said the most attractive op- 
tion -- widening State 119 and 
routing it through the Spring 
Creek area -- ran into resistance 
from a historical group. 

Bass said that in any case, 119 
did need repair, especially from 
Thompson High School to 
Alabaster. 

One project that will start in 
1985 is the widening of State 25 
from Montevallo to Calera, Bass 
said. The two-lane will be widen- 
ed from 20 to 24 feet, and 
drainage and shoulders will be 
improved, he said. 


Now, some of the first 
residents to be notified of the new 
numbering system were upset at 
the idea. 

One caller living on County 33 
told the Reporter he received a 
letter in his mail box Monday 
afternoon saying his address had 
to be changed immediately. 


He complained that more 
notice should have been given. 
Another thing that irritated him, 
he said, was that business people 
with their address printed on let- 


have to spend hundreds of dollars 
to have it changed. 

PFD Chief Bill Bryars explain- 
ed that mailing addresses will not 
have to be changed. The number 
is mainly to be used for fire, 
rescue and police calls, he said. 

The number should also be 
displayed on one’s mail box or 
house, Bryars said, so that it can 
be seen from the street. 

**We did this,’’ he emphasized, 
"to expedite emergency service. I 
like to think we can be anywhere 
within three minutes of a call, but 
that isn’t possible now.’’ 


After the first letters were 
delivered Monday, Bryars 
reported that 98 percent of the 
residents fire department person- 
nel spoke to favored the number- 
ing system. 


Although it isn’t required that 
mailing addresses be changed, the 
chief said that it would make it 
easier that way to remember the 
number. 

In an emergency situation, he 
noted, the excited caller may have 
difficulty remembering a number 
that isn’t used very often.

Funds imperiled for synfuels 


Bueltman opens sewage plant, 


buys out Weygand Engineering 


C.B. Incorporated and its president Charles 
Bueltman are becoming more involved in the 
development of Shelby County. 

In addition to Bueltman’s involvement with the 
Cahaba Water Renovations Systems, Inc. 
(CWRSI) -- a private sewage treament plant serv- 
ing north Shelby, south Jefferson and the US 280 
corridor -- his company has now purchased the 
contracts, inventories and assets of Weygand 
Engineering, Inc. 

The company was involved in surveying work 
for many Shelby County sub-divisions. Its 
founder, Louis Weygand, did the original work 
for Oak Mountain State Park in Pelham. 

Bueltman said the terms of the purchase ‘‘are 
between me and them.”’ 

In 1982, Bueltman joined with Jim Mulvaney 
and Don Huff to build the new sewage treatment 
facility now operating on Riverview Road off Old 
280 in Shelby County. 

The men threw the switch to begin operation of 
the $2.5 million plant last week. Its first customers 
are the new L.M. Berry building, Inverness Family 
Medical Center, and Wendy’s Hamburgers -- all 
on US 280. 

According to Bueltman the plant will ultimately 
be able to handle sewage from up to ten million 
square feet of offices along the growing 280 cor- 
ridor. 

He expects the CWRSI plant to also serve new 


restaurants, apartments and townhouses in the 
Shelby / Jefferson area. 

The project took one and a half years just to get 
the paperwork done. Bueltman said that was 
because the plant is not considered a_ utility, such 
as Alabama Power Company. 

The three partners had to seek easements in the 
right-of-ways belonging to Shelby County and the 
state on their own. 

The privately owned sewage plant now has a 
capacity of 375,000 gallons of sewage per day, and 
will ultimately be able to handle up to a million 
and a half gallons per day at a final cost of $4 
million. 

‘*The three of us have staked a small fortune on 
the growth of this county on the concept that the 
growth will support our efforts,’’ Bueltman told 
the Reporter. 

He said his confidence in Shelby County’s 
growth was supported by the fact the plant was 
built with no tax or federal funding. 

As to the Weygand Engineering purchase, that 
company had done engineering work in 
Meadowbrook, Inverness, Riverchase, Grapevine 
Lake, Royal Oak and Green Valley and 
Brookfield subdivisions, all in Shelby County. 

It is still doing work in Inverness, 
Meadowbrook, Royal Oaks and Green Valley. 

C.B. Inc. assumed full responsibility for filling 
orders and obligations of Weygand. 


produced at Wilsonville plant

Congressman Richard Shelby 
is fighting to save federal funds 
for Stearns Catalytic Inc., near 
Wilsonville. 

Although a push is on by the 
Department of Energy to ter- 
minate federal support for the 
coal liquefaction research facili- 
ty, Shelby was able to get 
members of the House Energy 
and Commerce Sub Committee 
on Fossil and Synthetic Fuels to 
recommend $7.5 million for the 
project through 1985. 

Formerly known as Catalytic 
Inc., the facility is developing li- 
quid coal for use as high grade 
petroleum and_ transportation 
fuel. 

At a March 22 hearing of the 


sub committee on fossil and syn- 
thetic fuels, Assistant Secretary 
of Energy William Vaughan 
maintained that the project will 
expire at the end of this year, and 
therefore no further funding is 
necessary. 

Shelby wrote sub committee 
chairman Phil Sharp, however, 
and informed him that this was a 
‘misleading representation of the 
facts.’’ 

According to Shelby, the cur- 
rent contract with Catalytic does 
expire on December 31 but there 
is no relationship between that 
and completion of the project. 

He also told Sharp that con- 
tracts between Catalytic and the 
Department of Energy have 
typically lasted no more than one

Stearns Catalytic Inc., 
located near Wilsonville, 
has received signs of further 
support for its liquid coal 
research project. 

According to plant 
manager Jim Gough, the 
Department of Energy and 
the Power Research In- 
stitute recently provided the 
facility with an 8,000 sq. ft. 
metal building. 

Gough sees this as an 


**indication of longer com- 
mittment from our spon- 
sors,’’ despite indications 
that DOE funding may 
soon be terminated. 


‘*We’ve been in trailers 
for ten years,’’ Gough said 
to explain his confidence in 
continued backing. The 
new metal building for of- 
fice use was provided 
Stearn Catalytic in January. 


or two years at a time. 

“It is relevant,’’ Shelby said, 
‘*that achievement of the goals of 
the project are in sight and that 
premature termination would 
severely limit the value of the 
data obtained thus far.’’ 

The Department of Energy has 
already spent over $40 million 
dollars at the facility, Shelby also 
noted, and it would be a “‘tragic 
mistake to stop funding now.”’ 

Stearns Catalytic employs 125 
people and has a total annual 
payroll of about $4 million. 

According to plant manager 
Jim Gough, the fight over fun- 
ding for Catalytic goes back to 
the day President Ronald Reagan 
took office. 

‘*He decided to let private in- 
dustry handle all petroleum 
research.”’ 

According to Gough, however, 
additional funds from DEO will 
help his facility ‘‘advance the 
research and find processing con- 
figurations to make liquid coal 
more economical.’’ 

He pointed out that the facility 
has already accomplished the 
removal of ‘‘unacceptable en- 
viromental ingredients’’ from 
coal such as sulphur and ash. 

It has also been able to produce 
the cleaner coal in both solid and 
liquid form. 

The next test for Shelby to 
keep the project federally funded 
will come in the next few weeks 
when his recommendation is 
brought before the full House 
Energy and Commerce Commit- 
tee.

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‘Tornado’ hits UM to test emergency response

At I p.m. last Thursday, a phantom tornado struck the University 
of Montevallo’s Peck Hall. At least seven students were ‘seriously in- 
jured’ trying to escape the building and seek shelter. One was ‘killed.’ 

The tornado and injuries were not real. The devastating funnel 
cloud existed only in the minds of UM drama students and, more im- 
portantly, in the minds of 32 Shelby County emergency medical 
technicians, Police and fire officials who participated in the drill. 

The realistic event was conducted under the watchful eye of Danny 
Endress, chairman of the county Emergency Medical Systems Coun- 
cil. Its purpose was to test response ability. 

Complete with artificial blood, protruding intestines and impaled 
by various objects, seemingly hysterical students revelled in their roles 
of the injured. 

Emergency units from Montevallo, Calera, Shelco, Pelham, and 
Columbiana found themselves having to recognize an unexpectedly 
large number of serious injuries, and having to take immediate 
medical action. 

Arriving within three minutes of the first call for help, Montevallo 
police and rescue personnel surveyed the situation and quickly called 
for back-up assistance. 

They located injured students scattered inside the destroyed dor- 
mitory, on its fire escapes and on the surrounding grounds. 

_ “In a disaster situation, you do what you think is best for the pa- 
tients,” Endress explained. While he observed emergency crews in ac- 
tion, wounds were bandaged, patients were packaged for transporta- 
tion to Shelby Medical Center, and make believe IV’s (intravenous 
medications) were given. 

Drill conditions were horribly realistic. 

The Montevallo unit found one young man lying on the fire escape 
at the rear of the building with his eyes burned. To complicate mat- 
ters, he portrayed himself as a French foreign exchange student who 
could not speak English. 

Another young man was found on the fire escape with blood pour- 
ing from his arms. 

One young girl was located in the bushes behind the building with

glass embedded in her throat. She was only semi-conscious. 

Still another girl was found in a back doorway with a badly injured 
knee. Screaming in agony and begging for medical attention, she lay 
next to a student with a curtain rod piercing his back. 

The only fatality of the make believe storm lay close by, too far 
gone for medical attention. 

For an added touch of realism, one hysterical student fought off 
rescue personnel trying to help her friend, She had to be physically 
wrestled to the ground and calmed. 

Rescue personnel had not been informed of what they would find 
on the scene. 

As other rescue units arrived, a triage station was set up to prepare 
the storm victims for hospital transportation. Triage involves the tagg- 
ing of injured persons according to the seriousness of their condition. 

By 1:46 p.m. the first ambulance left for SMC, and by 1:56 p.m. the 
entire operation from Peck Hall was complete. 

**Everything was carried out real good. Everyone was triaged and 
transported,’’ Endress said, obviously proud of the drill results. 

“In every situation you have little problems,”’ he said. ‘‘We’ll take 
time to reassess everything later.’’ 

Some of the problems emergency personnel faced during the drill 
were not typical of a real disaster situation. 

Only two ambulances -- one from Central Shelby and one from 
Harpersville -- were used to prevent jamming highways with emefgen- 
cy vehicles on practice runs. 

As a result, there was not space for all the seriously injured, and 
there was some hesitation as to who should be carried to the hospital. 
The trip to the SMC emergency room was also part of the drill. 

RN Charlie Ivey, head of SMC’s emergency room, said that 
hospital personnel handled their end of the drill without any serious 
problems, 

‘Patient management was handled extremely well by everyone 
from the paramedics to the ER,’’ Ivey reported. 

Drama students who dripped their fake blood for the last Thurs- 
day’s make believe disaster included: Theresa Herndon, David 
Parker, Kevin Reardon, Michael Madigan, Allen Selby, Mary Rogers 
and Howard Bayless. 

The only thing ‘funny’ about last Thursday’s fake tornado was that 
the student Endress spent the most time making up with blood was 
proclaimed dead on the scene. He played out his non-speaking part ly- 
ing under a sheet.

Happy birthday, Smokey 


One doesn’t always think of the 
fellow when driving down county 
highways that wind through green 
woodlands.

His name is Smokey the Bear, and 
he’s celebrating his 40th birthday this 
Saturday in Montgomery at the annual 
Alabama Forest Festival. 

Kid stuff, you say? Consider this: 

Two years before Smokey began 
reminding us that only we can prevent 
forest fires, some 10 million acres of the 
nation’s timber and grass lands went up 
in flames. By 1981 that figure had drop- 
ped to three million acres. 

As noted by US Senator Howell 
Heflin -- who has introduced legislation 
proclaiming May 14-20 as Smokey Bear 
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Week -- this decrease in forest fires 
over 40 years has saved taxpayers $20 
billion. 

Since Albert Staehle first painted 
Smokey throwing water on a camp fire 
in 1944, the ol’ bear has earned quite a 
reputation for himself. Recent public 
opinion polls give him a whopping 98% 
name recognition factor. He could run 
for president. 

Over these years, Smokey’s simple 
message has not changed, nor lost its 
importance: Only you can prevent 
forest fires. 

If you don’t prevent forest fires, then 
Shelby County will lose more than just 
valuable timber land. We'll lose the 
woods and grass that help cover up the 
trashy drink bottles and hamburger 
wrappers thoughtless people throw out

I have requested that my column appear in 
this newspaper a second straight week so that I 
can actually congratulate the Shelby County 
Commission for DOING SOMETHING! 

The commission has cleared the way for the 
formation of a Shelby County Park Authority 
in place of its recently approved park board. 

Original park board members discussed in- 
corporation possibilities with the county at- 
torney and Commission Chairman Tommy 
Snowden at their very first meeting. They in- 
dicated that as a board, they could not properly 
serve the development of a countywide park in 
Columbiana. This was because they would have 
no power over the park’s day to day operations, 
in its improvement, gr in making the financial 
obligations a countyWide park would require. 

After hearing the views of the board 
members on a recént inspection tour Of propos- 
ed park land on County 70 in Columbiana, I 
urged the county commission to let that body 
incorporate itself. 

As an incorporated authority, park board 
members could actually handle the planned 
development of a 4l-acre facility next to the 
area vocational center, and do it without having 


to run to commissioners for approval of every 
action. 

Because county commissioners Harold 
Davenport, John Ames, Leon Archer and Jake 
Morris agreed with the need arid arguments for 
an empowered park authority, they acted last 
week to dismantle the original county park and 
recreation board. 

This was done specifically so that the group 
could draft the necessary papers and incor- 
porate itself as reported in this newspaper. 

As Ames put it, ‘‘This is not to stifle pro- 
gress, but to encourage it.”’

Hitting all points on Alabama’s political 
compass this week... 

Last week the two most active lobbyists seek- 
ing support for legislation to increase the 
amount of liability insurance you would be re- 
quired to have on your car were Dr. Paul Hub- 
bert of the AEA and Joe Reed of the ADC.

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Fleming dedicates life to serving a higher coach

GARY FLEMING 
...Swapping cleats for the cross 


The words to live by are very important to 
former Briarwood Christian High School foot- 
ball coach and athletic director Gary Fleming. 

He always taught Christian attitudes to foot- 
ball players during his impressive coaching 
career. Now, he’s giving up that career in order 
to follow what he believes are the Lord’s rules 
in life for him. 

Fleming, who has served as bi-vocational 
pastor of Mt. Signal Bapstist Chruch since 
January of 1983, has resigned his Briarwood 
coach post to become a full-time minister. 

*“I’ve felt a special call in my life since I was a 
young boy. God had a special plan for me and I 
never thought it was in athletics,’’ Fleming told 
the Reporter in a recent interview. ‘‘The 
athletics happened without a lot of thought and 
planning. 


‘‘We need to do all God wants us to do in 
fulfilling his will. I believe that God has called 
me and that I need to be available for him.’’ 

Fleming, who has won five state champion- 
ships in basketball and one in football, felt that 
somehow he was not using his talents to the best 
of his ability as a coach. 

He began playing football at Abbeville High 
School near Dothan before deciding to major in 
religion at Samford University. 

Because of his athletic abilities, he was 
drafted by the Baltimore Colts in 1969 and did 


not go into the ministry he had his heart set on. 

A knee injury knocked Fleming out of a pro 
football career. Once‘again he turned his atten- 
tions back to the church and planned to attend 
a seminary. 

But the path of fate led elsewhere. It was too 
late for him to go back to school when he left 
the Colts, so instead, because he needed a job, 
he got into coaching at his old high school. 

After two years at Abbeville, Fleming was 
made head basketball coach and led his team to 
a state 2A basketball title. 

Fleming said he came at a crossroads in his 
life then and he decided to go to Auburn 
University where he earned a teaching cer- 
tificate in public education in 1973. 

Fleming went from Auburn to Montevallo 
High School as assistant football coach to 
Richard Gilliam. He was also head basketball 
coach, 

He proved himself very able as a coach at 
MHS, and won state 2A basketball champion- 
ships in both 1974 and 1975. 

The man with a different dream, however, 
removed himself from coaching in 1975, and 
went to work as a juvenile probation officer. 

By 1976 Fleming had returned to coaching. 
This time it was at Briarwood where he served 
as head basketball coach and assistant football 
coach. 

By 1978, the Abbeville man had become head

football coach at Briarwood as well as its 
athletic director. 

Fleming’s teams won two 3A basketball 
championships in the Alabama Christian 
Athletic Conference and were runners-up for 
state honors in football two years. . 

In 1982 the Briarwood Christian Lions, 
under Fleming’s leadership, reached the pinacle 
of ACAC competition when they won the state 
football championship. 

Yet another life still called to Fleming. After 
his 1983 team went 7-2 on its first ever public 
school schedule, Fleming felt it was time for the 
ministry. 

He said that for the past 12 or 13 years he had 
been in a ministry of sorts, working with young 
men. But now he wants to take on a larger role. 

“I feel like I am going into a new phase of my 
life, going into a different kind of ministry in 
the church.”’ 


Fleming, who has served as a bi-vocational 
pastor at many places during his life, says with 
confidence now, “‘I am going into the full-time 
ministry, regardless of where that leads.”’ 

No replacement has been named for Fleming 
at Briarwood Christian High School but head 
basketball coach Steve Franklin led the school’s 
football team during spring practice. 

As for Fleming, he’s now looking to coach 
people in another way.

The county com- 
mission may also contract with coun- 
ty or city planners, engineers, ar- 
chitects, a..d other consultants and 
with any local, state, or federal agen- 
cy for such services as the commis- 
sion may require. The county com- 
mission may cooperate with and ac- 
cept funds from Federal, state and 
local public or semi-public agencies, 
private individuals of corporations, 
and may expend such funds and carry 
out such cooperative undertakings 
and contracts for necessary planning 
studies. The expenditures of the com- 
mission, exciusive of gifts, grants, or 
contract receipts, shall be within the 


amounts appropriated for the pur- 
pose by the county commission, 

“Section 6. General Power and 
Duties of the Commission, It shall be 
the tunction and duty of the commis- 
sion to make and maintain in an up- 
todate manner a master plan of 
various areas of the county as and 
when deemed necessary by the com- 
mission and to adopt with the ap- 
proval of the county commission ap- 
propriate zoning regulations as pro- 
vided by Section 10 of this act for the 
physical development of Shelby 
County; provided, however, that the 
adoption of a master plan shall not be 
deemed a prerequisite to the ad- 
ministration and enforcement of the 
zoning regulations. Such plan and 
regulations with the accompanying 
maps, plats, charts, and descriptive 
material shall show the commis- 
sion’s recommendations for the use 
and development of the territory of 
the county. The zoning regulations 
shall also include a zoning plan for 
selected areas for the contro! of the 
height, area, bulk, location, and use 
of bulldings and land. As the work of 
making the whole master plan and 
preparation ot zoning regulations pro- 
greases, the commission may trom 
time to time adopt and publish a part 
or parts thereo!, any such part to 
cover one or more major sections or 
divisions of the county, The commis- 
sion may trom time to time amend, 
extend, or add to the plan of regula- 
tlons as hereinatter provided. 
Nothing in this Act shall be con- 
Strued to impair the right of eminent 
domain conferred on railroads and 
utilities, both public and private, or 
their right to construct, use and main- 
tain structures reasonably required in 
the public service or their right to ex- 
ercise authority conferred by 
statutes, franchises, certificates of 
convenience and necessity, licenses, 
easements or conveyances. 

“Section 8. Election to Determine it 
Beat Is to be Covered by The Master 
Plan and Zoning Regulations. The 
master plan and zoning regulations 
provided by the commission shall not 
be applicable in any beat of Shelby 
County until the majority of the 
qualified electors of the beat voting 
in a special election shall have 
signified by their vote that they desire 
the authority of the commission, |ts 
master plan and the zoning regula- 
tions to apply to their beat. Such an 
election must be held not less than 
30 nor more than 45 days after a pet!- 
tion is filed in the office of the judge 
of probate seeking such an election 
and signed by no less than 25 elec- 
tors who vote in said beat and who 
also own an interest in real estate 
that is located in such beat. Notice of 
such election shall be given by three 
weeks publication and posting notice 
in two public places within the beat. 
The cost of conducting said election 
shall be paid from the general fund of 
Shelby County. The ballot shall be so 
worded as to give the voter the oppor- 
tunity to vote either “Yes” or “No” as 
to whether he wishes the authority of 
the commission, its master plan and 
the zoning regulations to apply to 
such beat. Only those qualified elec- 
tors outside of the boundaries of 
municipal corporations, or where a 
municipality now or in the future is 
authorized to exercise, and does, in 
fact, exercise planning and zoning 
powers in any area outside its 
municipal boundaries, or such areas 
excluded from the jurisdiction of the 
commission as set out In Section 3, 
shall be permittad to vote or sign @ 
petition calling for election in the 
beat concerned and a statement to 
this fact shall be carried on the ballot 
and the petition or said ballot and 
petition shall not be valid. Boundaries 
of the established area approved for 
zoning by the qualified electors shail 
not be changed. Elections for the 
same beat shall be held not more 
than once every 365 days. 

“Section 9. Subdivision Regula- 
tions. The commission with the ap- 
proval of the county commission 
shall adopt a code of regulations ap- 
plicable to the subdivision of land 
and plats of subdivisions shal! not, 
after the adoption of such code of 
feguiations, be accepted for filing 
and recording in the office of the 
judge of probate until they have been 
approved in a manner to be 
designated by the commission. The 
provisions of this section shall apply 
within the jurisdiction of the commis- 
sion as specified in Section 3 of this 
act. 

"Section 10. Zoning; Grant of 
Power. For the purpose of promoting 
the health, safety, morals, conve- 
nience, order, prosperity and general 
wellare of the county, the commis- 
sion with the approval of the county 
commission is hereby empowered to 
divide the portion of the county 
within its zoning jurisdiction into 
districts of such number, shape and 
area as may be found best sulted to 
carry out the purposes of this act, and 
to provide within such districts for 
standards relating to the use of the 
land and the types and kinds of struc- 
tures that may be erected in such 
districts, and all home remodeling or 
Modification in such districts, Such 
provision shall be made in accor- 
dance with a comprehensive plan for 
the area involved and shail be design- 
ed to lessen congestion in the streets 
and highways; to secure safety from 
tire, flood, panic and other dangers; 
to provide health and the general 
welfare; to provide adequate light and 
air; to prevent the overcrowding of 
land; to avoid undue mixed use of 
land; to facilitate the adequate provi- 
sion of transportation, water supply, 
sewerage, schools, parks and other 
public requirements. Such provisions 
shall be made with reasonable con- 
sideration, among other things, of the 
character of the land and district and 
its peculiar suitability for particular 
uses and with a view of promoting 
desirable living conditions, sustain- 
ing the stability of neighborhoods, 
protecting property against blight 
and depreciation, securing economy 
in governmental expenditures, con- 
serving the value of bulidings, and en- 
couraging the most appropriate use 
of land and of buildings and struc- 
tures throughout the jurisdiction of 
the commission. For the purpose of 
providing for the division of the ter- 
ritory into districts, consonant with 
the conditions provided in this sec- 
tion, the commission may make 2 
single zoning plan for all the territory 
of the area which lies within its 
jurisdiction or may make and certify 
separate and successive zoning 
plans for parts of such territory which 
it deems suitable for urban or subur- 
ban development or which for other 
reasons it deems to have appropriate 
territorial unity for a zoning plan; and 
correspondingly any zoning regula- 
tions enacted by the commission 
may cover and include the whole ter- 
ritory tying within its jurisdiction or 
such territory as the commission 
deems to be appropriate territorial 
unit for a zoning plan. 

“Section 11, Publication of Notice 
of Proposed Change in Zoning 
Regulations, Once zoning regulations 
have become applicable to a beat as 
provided by Section 8 hereof, such 
regulations shall not be changed until 
the proposed change has been 
published for three weeks in a 
Newspaper of general circulation 
within the county together with a 
notice stating the time and place that 
the change in regulations will be con- 
sidered by the commission, and 
stating further at such time and place 
all persons who desire shall have an 
opportunity to be heard in tavor of or 
in opposition to such change in such 
zoning regulations, The change must 
be approved by the commission and 
the county commission. 

"Section 12. Zoning Regulations 
Shall not be Retroactive. No zoning 
fegulation adopted by the commis- 
sion and county commission shall 
change any use to which land is be- 
ing made at the time such zoning 
regulations become applicable in any 
beat.

county attorney shall initiate any 
apfopriate action or proceeding to 
prevent such unlawful erection, con- 
struction, reconstruction, alteration, 
repair, conversion maintenance, of 
subdivision of the land or use of the 
land to restrain, correct, or abate 
such violation, of to prevent the oc- 
cupancy of any such building, struc- 
ture, Subdivision or land or to prevent 
any Illegal Act, conduct, business, or 
misuse in of upon eny premises 
regulated under the authority conter- 
red by this article. if the county at- 
torney is successful in such pro- 
ceedings, then, all court costa and 
feasonable attorney fees for time 
spend by the county attorney shall be 
assessed against the losing violator. 

"Section 15. Appeals. Any party ag- 
grieved by any final judgment or deci- 
sion of the commission may, within 
15 days thereafter, appeal therefrom, 
which appeal shall specify the judge:

contention that such zoning regula- 
tlons or subdivision regulations in 
question are unreasonable, 
discriminatory, unconstitutional, or 
otherwise Invalid, and such appeal 
shall be filed with and addressed to 
the circuit court or other court having 
like jurisdiction within the county 
where the affected property of the ag 
grieved party is located, 
in case of such appeal the commis- 
sion shall cause a transcript of the 
proceedings in the cause to be cer- 
tified to the court to which the appeal 
is taken.”

Shelby County People

If you’ve ever played golf at the University of Montevallo’s 
nine-hole course, you’ve probably met John Frank Moss. 

You might have met him one day when he showed you where 
your lost golfball landed. Or, you could have been walking up to 
the third tee box when he offered to sell you a golfball you lost in 
the woods the week before. 

A slightly built fellow, with his rich black skin glowing in the 
early spring sun, Moss stands just over 5’ tall. He was nicknam- 
ed ‘Little Boy’ when he worked in the coal mines of Boothton. 

Sure... you’d know him by sight, even if you didn’t know his 
name. 

He always supports himself with a tree limb he uses as a walk- 
ing stick. And, twice retired from the coal mines and the Univer- 
sity of Montevallo, he’s the 88 year-old fellow who has kept a 
daily vigil at the UM golf course for the past 23 years. 

Standing proudly behind a pile of shiny like-new golfballs -- 
which he sells to those golfers prone to losing them -- the 
Reporter found Moss at his favorite spot on the UM course last 
Thursday.

“I'll be 89 the 20th of January if I ever live to see it,’’ he 
laughed, a little surprised someone had come to interview him. 

**l helped build this thing,’’ he said to explain his exclusive 
course privileges. ‘‘I used to sell golfballs at the stand (club 
house) and they re-sold them until they cut that out. They give 
me the whole thing now.”’ 

‘I retired from the mines and the college. I dug coal 20 years 
in Mr. George Peterson’s mines. I done some of everything at 
the college when age pulled me off (at the mines). I kept the 
ground clean, picked up paper and cut grass.”’ 

Moss retired from the University of Montevallo at the age of 
65 and credits his golf course rights to ‘‘head knocker’’, the late 
Dr. L.C. Parnell, a well-known Montevallo physcian. 

**You helped build this golf course and you can stay off in the 
woods looking for golf balls,’’ he remembered Parnell saying. 

‘*l told him that if I saw a golfball on the course, I’d tell where 
it was. He said he knew I wouldn’t pick it up.’’ 

In his coal mining days, Moss said his bosses were always pro- 
ud of his work. 

‘tA lot of the other miners could read or write, but my bosses 
said none of them could get by me,”’ he recalled. 

Moss said that in his days miners had to cut seams of coal four 
feet high and 500 feet long. He added that he did everything 
there was to do in mining, from bottom to top. 

Moss said all the coal car engineers knew when he was work- 
ing the chains, too. He remembered having to signal engineers 
twice to pull out because he’d hook cars so fast that they 
couldn’t believe he was finished. 

**You quit coming out on the highball and going back in on 
the highball,’’ he remembered them saying because he worked so 
fast. 

Moss was married at one time and has eight children. 

“l can’t keep up with them,’’ he said of grandchildren, 
however. ‘‘Some are way up north and some up in Fairfield and 
Bessemer.”’ 

Having lived in the Montevallo area for the past 32 years, the 
Dadeville native said he comes to the UM golf course almost 
every day except Sunday. It’s a sort of home to him. 

Moss added that he’s cussed only one time in his entire life. 

‘*He (papa) told me to get in the room and pull off my clothes, 
and he burned my butt up with a razor strap,’’ he remembered 
of the day it happened. 

‘‘When they told you not to do something you didn’t do it 
again, unless it was by accident,’’ he said of the parents that 
brought him up ‘‘good,”’ 

So.. next time you’re on the UM links, say ‘hello’ to Moss. He 
just might know where that new golfball you lost is hiding.

What 
county agent Grant Gober told me, however, sent a shark’s tooth 
shiver twitching down my spine. 

EXPERT TIP: ‘‘Teli your gardening friends to cock their guns,”’ 
Gober said. ‘‘There’s something about a garden that attracts insects. 
The bugs are on their way. You can count on them, They’!I be there.”’ 

Aphids -- or plant lice -- are one of the most common vegetable 
pests, Gober said. ‘‘They’re little bitty ol’ tiny specks, and they'll get 
on the undersides of leaves and stunt the stew out of your vegetables.’’ 

I don’t know about you, but I don’t want my veggies stewed until 
their ready for supper. 

Whatever you do, fellow gardeners, don’t panic. The sound of 
panicking gardeners is exactly the same sound a pea plant makes at its 
peak of appeal to a bug. Panic now and you could stir the bugs into a 
feeding frenzy. 

I suggested stringing barbed wire around my garden, but Gober said 
scientific studies at Auburn have shown that doesn’t work against 
bugs. 

EXPERT TIP: ‘‘Go ahead and get a supply of Malathion and Sevin 
Dust,’’ Gober said, noting that rotation between the two chemicals 
from application to application, is more effective than sticking to just 
one of them. 

“Some people don’t believe in poisons of any kind,’’ he said. ‘But 
I don’t see how you can grow a garden without them.” 

NON-COMFORTING TIP: (Re-insert shark music here...) If the 
bugs don’t get your veggies, diseases still can. Gober said that 
vegetables are susceptible to a number of diseases. Once a plant cat- 
ches one, there’s nothing you can do about it. 

COMFORTING TIP: You can, however, stop plant diseases from 
spreading. Gober said that Zineb, Maneb, Manzate and Kaptan are 
excellant fungicides for fighting veggie diseases, but be sure to consult 
with either an extension agent or garden supply dealer before you use 
any of these chemicals. 

Also, be sure and read the directions on the box. ‘‘It’s not like if one 
spoonful will do the plant good, two spoonfulls will do better,’’ Gober 
warned,

any problems with bugs or diseases until the weather gets a little 
warmer and a few things start blooming in your garden. But it sounds 
like a good idea to be ready before the war begins in earnest.

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Buildings looked over 
by Riverchase inspector 


by John Hood 

If you live in a Riverchase house built after the 
Hoover annexation, Gerald Smith knows all about 
it. He’s been inside before. He knows where the 
kitchen and the master bedroom are, and the stone 
fireplace in the den. 

Smith is not a burglar or a secret agent, but the 
building inspector for the city of Hoover. He is 
responsible for making sure all structures are safe 
and comply with building codes. 

As he pokes his hands between window frames 
and wall supports, checking for proper clearances, 
the 44-year-old inspector looks like ‘Honest Abe.’ 
Smith has a tall lanky frame, topped with an im- 
posing beard and intense blue eyes. 

Smith knows the construction business from all 
sides. He designed and built homes before 1977 
when he started inspecting buldings full-time for 
the city. 

“We (the department) feel we are guardians of 
public safety, just like the police or the fire depart- 
ment,” he says. In fact, he has even gained 
knowledge of how certain building practices slow 
down firemen from getting to fires. 

One of his checks on construction is making 
sure there are adequate draft stops between double 
walls in apartment complexes. 

‘“Spaces between walls must be sealed against 
the possibility of drafts. Otherwise, a fire on one 
wall will feed on the draft and break through to 
the other side,’’ explains Smith. He checks for 
drafts by looking for gaps in boards where pipes 
and conduits are run. 

If a contractor decides to take a shortcut by 
sawing a two-foot section of wood instead of drill- 
ing holes for pipe installation, a fire can spread 
much faster, he says. 

“It’s pretty remarkable how long a 2-by-4 can 
hold a fire off.’ 

Smith’s inspections cover much more than fire 
codes, however. He must be sure that all work is 
done -- from the water and sewage pipes buried in 
the ground, to the placing of rafters in the roof -- 
meets the specifications of the Southern Building 
Code. The code is a national standard of construc- 
tion practices. 

Before a contractor begins to build, he must 
first obtain a permit from Smith’s office. 

1s in and apply for the per- 
mii, . cu i uispeet the site from time to time,”’ 
Smith says. 

He rarely has trouble with contractors not 
following guidelines. Even if he did, Smith says 
the city has a lot of leverage on them since it con- 
trols water and gas hookups. 

The biggest problem Smith says he faces is 
homeowners who decide to build onto their houses 
or make other improvements without applying for 
permits. 

‘Sometimes people -- not being familiar with 
our inspection service -- feel like it’s a nuisance,”’ 
says Smith. ‘'Or they get someone to-do the work 
cheap, and if they get into trouble, they go to 
court and try to get us involved.”’

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Buildings looked over 
by Riverchase inspector

If you live in a Riverchase house built after the 
Hoover annexation, Gerald Smith knows all about 
it. He’s been inside before. He knows where the 
kitchen and the master bedroom are, and the stone 
fireplace in the den. 

Smith is not a burglar or a secret agent, but the 
building inspector for the city of Hoover. He is 
responsible for making sure all structures are safe 
and comply with building codes. 

As he pokes his hands between window frames 
and wall supports, checking for proper clearances, 
the 44-year-old inspector looks like ‘Honest Abe.’ 
Smith has a tall lanky frame, topped with an im- 
posing beard and intense blue eyes. 

Smith knows the construction business from all 
sides. He designed and built homes before 1977 
when he started inspecting buldings full-time for 
the city. 

‘We (the department) feel we are guardians of 
public safety, just like the police or the fire depart- 
ment,’’ he says. In fact, he has even gained 
knowledge of how certain building practices slow 
down firemen from getting to fires. 

One of his checks on construction is making 
sure there are adequate draft stops between double 
walls in apartment complexes. 

‘*Spaces between walls must be sealed against 
the possibility of drafts. Otherwise, a fire on one 
wall will feed on the draft and break through to 
the other side,’’ explains Smith. He checks for 
drafts by looking for gaps in boards where pipes 
and conduits are run. 

If a contractor decides to take a shortcut by 
sawing a two-foot section of wood instead of drill- 
ing holes for pipe installation, a fire can spread 
much faster, he says. 

‘It’s pretty remarkable how long a 2-by-4 can 
hold a fire off.”’ 

Smith's inspections cover much more than fire 
codes, however. He must be sure that all work is 
done -- from the water and sewage pipes buried in 
the ground, to the placing of rafters in the roof -- 
meets the specifications of the Southern Building 
Code. The code is a national standard of construc- 
tion practices. 

Before a contractor begins to build, he must 
first obtain a permit from Smith’s office. 

‘ans in and apply for the per- 
mut, « ucu i inspect the site from time to time,”’ 
Smith says. 

He rarely has trouble with contractors not 
following guidelines. Even if he did, Smith says 
the city has a lot of leverage on them since it con- 
trols water and gas hookups. 

The biggest problem Smith says he faces is 
homeowners who decide to build onto their houses 
or make other improvements without applying for 
permits. 

*‘Sometimes people -- not being familiar with 
our inspection service -- feel like it’s a nuisance,”’ 
says Smith. ‘*Or they get someone to-do the work 
cheap, and if they get into trouble, they go to 
court and try to get us involved.’’

Abuse, neglect 
rob childhoods 


EDITOR’S NOTE: Jennifer is not her real name. But the two-part 
story she told the Reporter of the chronic neglect she and ‘Ricky’ 
suffered in their earlier childhood years is all too real. Also, accor- 
ding to local social workers, such neglect and physical abuse occur 
all too frequently. 

April is ‘Child Abuse and Neglect Prevention Month’. It is 
hoped that the public awareness this story generates by pointing out 
the tragic results of neglect and abuse, will help curb such in- 
humane treatment to children.

PART I 

Jennifer was robbed of her childhood. Like hundreds of other 
Shelby County children who are victims of child neglect or physical 
abuse, she has nightmares for memories of a time in her life that 
should have been happy. 

Social workers say that for many of these young victims, the 
nightmare of abuse and neglect is an ongoing lifestyle. Jennifer’s 
story is unique in that she has managed a complete about-face for 
the better. Today, the pretty young teenager is, as her foster mother 
beams,.‘‘an average, all-American girl.’’ 

However, her present situation does not erase the pain of yester- 
day, for that pain is apparently. so scarred into her earliest 
childhood memories that even now the nightmares return. 

Jennifer’s earliest memory in life is the night her stepfather chas- 
ed her out of the house with a butcher knife. Even now, more than 
a decade later, visions of the scene return to haunt her dreams. 

**I can always hear myself screaming and see him chasing me 
with the knife,’’ she says of the nightmares. 

Jennifer knows nothing of her real father. At birth her mother 
gave her up to Auntie, an elderly member of the family. 

Auntie could have been a blessing in that she truly cared for Jen- 
nifer, but she was too old to properly raise a child. Besides, Jen- 
nifer’s mother and later her step father lived nearby and visited on 
an all too regular basis. 

‘*‘They always argued when they visited,’’ she says as factually as 
someone might give a weather report. ‘‘They had fist fights. He 
threatened to kill mother in front of us. 

**He was drunk a lot. I guess he was sick. He couldn’t control 
anything he was doing. And he was jealous of me because I wasn’t 
his.”’ 

Jennifer was several years old when her mother and step father 
had Ricky. She was at Auntie’s the night her step father tried to kill 
her mother and tried to choke Ricky to death. 

Social workers from the Department of Pensions and Security in- 
tervened in the situation and managed to have Ricky placed in the 
legal custody of Auntie. 

That helped matters some, but offered no cure. The move failed 
to exchange neglect for love and spite for discipline. Problems con- 
tinued to develop as Jennifer’s and Ricky’s childhoods continued 
to deteriorate. 

Jennifer learned a lot from her mother -- how to lie, cheat, steal, 
and more about sex at the age of eight than many women know 
when they marry. 

**She definitely taught me how to lie. She would have me call the 
food stamp office and tell them my step father (who had a job at 
the time) wasn’t working.’’ 

Sometimes her mother would have dates with other men. Jen- 
nifer says she would be taken along on these secret rendezvous and 
her mother would ‘‘show her off’’ to the men. 

Where most mothers take their children shopping with them, 
Jennifer says her mother took her shop-lifting. It wasn’t long 
before Jennifer and Ricky learned how to break into newspaper 
racks. 

Some of the goods her mother shop-lifted were turned over to 
her to peddle on the streets. She also instructed Jennifer to call area 
churches and beg for food. 

Jennifer was growing up too quickly, too wildly, in a world that 
didn’t seem to care. 

Yet while growing up irresponsible in many ways, Jennifer was 
forced to be responsible from the standpoint of making all the deci- 
‘sions in Auntie’s household, as well as for her nearby mother. 

*‘T was only 10 or 11,”’ Jennifer says, ‘‘but I was being treated 
like 17 or 18. I had to make all the decisions. It’s just a part of my 
past that I don’t like to talk about. It’s so awful... I hate all of it. It 
took something out of my childhood -- something I’ll never have.’” 

The most degrading part of the neglect came when Jennifer at- 
tended school -- which wasn’t very often, she says. 

**] never wanted to go to school. I’d get there and see all the 
other kids in their neat, nice, new clothes. 

“*It was definitely the part that hurt most. It made you seem like 
you were nothing but trash. Auntie said we needed to go to school. 
Mom and dad didn’t care. I didn’t bother playing hookie. I just 
stayed home and watched TV.”’ 

Jennifer’s childhood of neglect sowed a sense of blind fatality. 
Without proper love and care there was no source of light in her 
life. 

‘*] just thought that I was there (in this situation), and mom and

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Columbiana man jaile 


for shooting at city hall

A Columbiana man reportedly threatened the life of a councilman 
and fired a gun inside city hall Thursday evening. 

Leighton Brasher, 40, was charged with attempted murder after the 
incident. Warrants against him were also signed for possession of 
marijuana and resisting arrest. 

Brasher is in the Shelby County jail in lieu of bonds totaling 
$152,100. 

Prior to last Thursday’s council meeting, Brasher had entered 
Mayor Buck Falkner’s home trying to find him. The mayor later sign- 
ed a warrant for burglary 3rd degree for the unlawful entry. 

Brasher then went to city hall, driving his truck across the municipal 
lawn, up to the front door of the building. 

Council members said that Brasher came in about 25 minutes before 
the council meeting was scheduled to begin. Several people asked him 
what he wanted. They said he was talking in an irrational manner. 

Alarmed by his behavior, they called a policeman to place Brasher 
under arrest. 

That apparently angered Brasher further, because he began scuffl- 
ing in the council’s meeting room with Columbiana officer Mark 
Thomason. 

During the struggle, Brasher managed to get the gun from the of- 


ficer’s holster and backed Thomason from the room into the hall. 

The officer pled for his life. Brasher fired the gun and the bullet hit 
the wall six inches from the ceiling 

Councilman Lewis Walker said he picked the gun up when Brasher 
laid it on a table. 

Thomason went for another gun and the Shelby County Sheriff’s 
Department was called. 

Brasher put up another fight when deputies Mike Smitherman and 
Sgt. Tom Barnes attempted to take him to jail. 


The murder threats Brasher reportedly made were to Councilman 
Frank Owen and officer Thomason. 

Warrants for attempted murder were sworn out by Thomason and 
the mayor. Brasher was also charged with criminal mischief for driv- 
ing On the lawn. 

Marijuana was later found in Brasher’s truck, leading to drug 
charges. 

Brasher is a Columbiana garage owner and mechanic. Several weeks 
before the incident occurred he had asked to be included in the city’s 
rotation system for repairing city vehicles. 

No action was taken on the request, but council members reported 
that Brasher didn’t mention it during his angry outburst. 


From Pelham High 
Parents want Belue removed

A large group of parents are 
seeking to oust Dr. Ed Belue as 
principal of Pelham High School. 

A 700-signature petition asking 
for the change in the school’s ad- 
ministration was to be presented 
to the Shelby County Board of 
Education Tuesday after press 
time. 

Belue says the basic issue is, 
“who has the authority to 
educate the children? I think 
that’s been answered -- it’s the 
professional educator,’’ he says. 

But concerned parents don’t 
think the professionals in this 
case are doing the job. And it’s 
their opinion that lack of 
discipline is at the root of the pro- 
blem at Pelham. 

Jane Bedford, one of the 
parents behind the petition, 
claims that Belue ‘‘is unable to 
control the environment in the 
school.” 


Bedford and others involved 
with the move to replace the prin- 
cipal say that although Belue has 
the academic qualifications for 
the position, he does not have a 
firm rein on his faculty nor the 
student body. 

Sandy Keslar, a bus driver and 
substitute teacher at Pelham, 


to teach and how they want to 
teach it.’’ 

He says that the principal does 
not require lesson plans to be fil- 
ed in his office, which hinders a 
substitute teacher from filling in. 

‘In some cases, we’re just 
baby sitters,’’ Keslar stressed.

Task force discusses 
community college 


Opponents and proponents 
alike have expressed their say 
about plans to locate a communi- 
ty college in Shelby County. 
Before anything is decided on the 
issue, however, county residents 
will apparently have their say on 
if and where such a school is 
needed. 


Nunnelley State Technical Col- 
lege of Childersburg wants to 
provide the two-year community 
college, but it faces stiff opposi- 
tion. At a meeting of the Shelby 
County Postesecondary Task 
Force last Friday, objections 
were heard from Bessemer State 
Technical College, Jefferson 
State Junior College, and Alex- 
ander City Junior College. 

Also, representatives from 
Lawson State requested that their 
schoo! be brought up to parity 


before starting a community col- 
lege in Shelby County. Other 
than that Lawson had no opposi- 
tion. 

“If a community college is 
established in Shelby County,’’ 
we will cooperate with whomever 


serves the county,’’ said Joe 
Brindley of the University of 
Montevallo. 

The biggest backing for Nun- 
nelley Tech, however, came from 
State Senator John Teague of 
Childersburg. He called the 
Childersburg school the ‘ideal’ 
institution to serve Shelby Coun- 
ty. 

However, task force members 
decided to seek the input of 
Shelby County citizens through a 
series of town meetings before 
reaching any decision on the pro- 
posed facility. 


Hospital makes funds 
available to indigents

Shelby Medical Center is 
obligated to put up $23,939 for 
indigent care because of the im- 
proper past administration of the 
Hill Burton program. 

When the county hospital was 
built, a 20-year contract was sign- 
ed to provide a certain amount of 
indigent care in exchange for 
federal money to buy brick and 
mortar. 

According to SMC ad- 
ministrator Norman Price and 
collections coordinator Susan 
Hayes, the hospital is now seek- 
ing to buy out from under the ex- 
piring obligation. Because of the 
pending closing of the program, 
the Health and Human Services 


(HHS) agency conducted an 
audit of SMC’s Hill Burton pro- 
gram. 
The audit revealed that a two- 
day deadline for notification to 
persons seeking indigent care was 
not always met, and that public 
notification of SMC’s status as a 
Hill Burton facility was not made 
during a specified period in 1981. 
Both deficiencies date back to 
the hospital administration of R. 
Roland Bradford, who resigned 
earlier this year and was later 
replaced by Price. HHS is requir- 
ing that SMC now make $23,939 
available because -- according to 
a legal advertisement on Page 13 
of the Reporter -- ‘‘...people who

commended for hard work

The visiting team from the Southern Associa- 
tion of Colleges and Schools had a lot of good 
things to say about Calera High School. 

However, the team found two areas where there 
were violations. 

Dr. Ronnie Stanford, who served as team chair- 
man, reported Wednesday that citations were 
written for the failure to have an assistant prin- 
cipal and for inadequate record keeping. 

In the report he delivered on behalf of the 
15-member team, Stanford explained that schools 
with a student body of 300-499 are required to 
have an assistant principal who works half time in 
that capacity. The combined enrollment of grades 
6-12 at Calera is 451. 

In the area of finances, Stanford pointed out 
that all funds collected and dispersed must be run 
through the school books. This practice has not 
been followed by the school’s two booster clubs, 
he said. 

The team chairman commended the school on 
having, ‘‘a strong supportive, enthusiastic, hard 
working faculty.’’ 

He noted that all teachers were found to be cer- 
tified, with 48% having a master’s degree or 
beyond. . 

**The team has found both good teaching and 
good learning going on,’’ Stanford said, adding 
that the team had also found good student morale. 

Another point Stanford listed in the school’s 
favor was the involvement between school and 
communty. He called particular attention to the 
community education program held in the even- 
ings at the high school, and urged that it be con- 
tinued. 


In Vincent 


Areas Stanford targeted for improvement in- 
cluded the addition of more elective subjects and 
advanced courses, and adding more teachers to 
the staff. 

He reported that library books needed to be 
weeded out and updated, and suggested that dona- 
tions might be requested from people in the com- 
munity. 

With the wide variety of students served by the 
school, Standford noted the lack of study halls 
created a major scheduling concern. He suggested 
that an outside consultant be brought in to assist 
with finding a solution. 


Overall, Stanford said the physical plant was an 
excellent facility, but noted that there were roof 
leaks in several places. 

Other recommendations from the committee 
were for landscaping the playground in low spots 
where water collected, and trying to have more of 
the athletic facilities on campus. 


Commending the school on the self study, Stan- 
ford said, ‘‘You should feel real good about what 
you’ve done.”’ 

He urged that the committee’s report be used as 


- “a tool for improvement and leverage with the ; 


board and community.’’ 

Trustee chairperson Deegee Schroeder assured 
Stanford the school would strive for improvement 
based on the team’s recommendations. 

‘“‘We want to be the best high school in the 
state,’’ she said. 

The association’s decision on whether or not the 
school will be granted SACS accreditation will be 
made in the fall.

for Southern accreditation

There was good news for the faculty and ad- 
ministration of Pelham High School Thursday 
afternoon, 

They were told by the chairman of the visiting 
team from the Southern Association of Colleges 
and Schools that Pelham would be recommended 
for accreditation. 

But team chairman Johnny Howell hastened to 
tell his audience that the school still was ‘‘way 
behind”’ in what is needed. 


That sentiment was also echoed by another 
team member, Jack Farr, who reported that the 
school had only met the minimum requirements 
for Southern accreditation. 

In its reports to the assembled faculty, the 
visiting team listed appfoximately 100 areas where 
improvements are needed. Recommendations in- 
cluded: that a computer be purchased, textbooks 
be acquired for every student in several courses 
and supplemental texts be provided in courses 
such as literature; more elective subjects and ad- 
vanced courses be added; and additional faculty 
be hired to lower the student-teacher ratio. 

Other recommendations from the visiting team

Pelham High School Principal Dr. Ed Belue looks 
over some of the recommendations for im- 
provements at PHS made by members of a team 
from the Southern Association of Colleges and 
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were: buying additional sewing machines for 
home economics and equipping a new biology lab; 
building a new band room; upgrading the library; 
furnishing every classroom with a storage area. 

In their assessment of the physical plant, the 
team also recommended completing unfinished 
areas of the campus as quickly as possible, adding 
more classrooms, and giving more attention to the 
cleanliness of the building and grounds. 

One member of the visiting team facetiously 
remarked that a solution to the problem of acquir- 
ing all the things recommended would be for the 
board to ‘‘plant an orchard of money trees.”’ 

All comments from the team on the teaching 
staff were favorable. 

Mentioning the failure of the county to pass the 
additional ad valorem tax that was intended for 
education, Howell observed that, ‘‘You’re short- 
changing your students when you don’t have the 
equipment.’” 

Before the accreditation can be official, the 
school will have to be checked again in the fall to 
ascertain if all standards are still being met. 

Schools receiving accreditation from the 
Southern Association will get that certification in 
December.

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Editorial comment 


New community college | Good Morning 


needs to be stopped now 


If there is anything the State of 
Alabama does not need it is one more 
community college. 

If there is anything Shelby County does 
not need, it is a community college. 

Whatever possesses the individuals who 
are proposing that the state build a com- 
munity college in Shelby County? 

There are already far too many educa- 
tional institutions in this state. Several 
should be closed. 

There is simply not enough money to 
fund properly all the institutions of higher 
learning that now exist. One more such in- 
stitution would divide the pie even fur- 
ther. 

Quality is not good enough in most of 
our junior and community colleges now. 
Adding one more would dilute that quali- 
ty even further. 

Just because Shelby County’s popula- 
tion seems to be growing more that the 
population in any other part of the state is 
not a valid reason for building a com- 
munity college here. There are five state 
institutions that already offer a full varie- 
ty of courses within a short distance of 
every home in Shelby County. 

The University of Montevallo is well 
equipped to provide any academic courses 
that are needed in this geographical area. 
UM also can -- and does -- provide non- 
credit courses when there is sufficient in- 
terest in the community. 

UM used to have extension courses in 
north Shelby and south Jefferson Coun- 
ties. However, most of them were discon- 
tinued at the urging of the Alabama Com- 
mission on Higher Education in order to 
save money and stop the proliferation of 
courses. UM was a good citizen in doing 
so, but could easily offer those courses 
again. 

The University of Alabama in Birm- 
ingham fought Montevallo over the north 
Shelby County territory several years ago, 
and obtained the right to use a couple of 
the.buildings at Oak Mountain State Park 
for off-campus classes. That move did not 
prove successful in drawing students. 

But UAB is a giant among educational 
institutions, and offers college degrees in 
a number of disciplines. It is a 15 minute 


drive to UAB from much of north Shelby 
County. This means there are two major 
universities within the driving range of 
any Shelby Countian. 

For those who want technical training, 
the N.F. Nunnelley State Technical Col- 
lege is just across the Coosa River in 
Childersburg, and Bessemer State 
Technical College is a stone’s throw to the 
northwest. 

Both of these institutions run buses into 
Shelby County, From almost any Shelby 
County location, a student can ride the 
bus - free - to one of these schools. They 
offer classes day and night, and they go 
out of their way to offer the kinds of 
training people want and industry needs. 

For students who are looking for a two- 
year college experience, there is Jefferson 
State Junior College, within easy driving 
distance of Shelby County. 

The people who are suggesting a new 
community college in this county must 
not have thought through all the implica- 
tions. The cost would be staggering. 

Experience in Alabama has shown that 
when a new college is started, the ad- 
ministration soon wants all the buildings, 
automobiles, homes, and perks that all 
the other colleges have. One thing leads to 
another, and the cost of salaries, 
buildings, and maintenance soon becomes 
so large that a decent quality of instruc- 
tion is seldom attained, 

Far worse than the wasted money is the 
false promise such an institution presents 
to students. The state has an obligation to 
its students to give the best education 
possible. 

They could not get it at a new institu- 
tion, and the quality of education at all 
the other institutions in the state would 
suffer because of the resources that would 
be drained away to start a new one. 

Everybody would be cheated and their 
educational opportunities would dwindle. 

Let’s abandon this idea at once and put 
our limited education money into improv- 
ing instruction in our existing schools.

A year ago, under growing pressure from 
their constituents, the Alabama Legislature 
passed a tough law concerning drunk drivers. 

Most significant was the provision calling for 
the automatic 90-day suspension of the driver 
license for those convicted for the first time of 
driving under the influence (DUI). This was the 
real attention-getter in the law, as previously 
first-timers were simply fined. 

An effort is now underway to soften the 
punishment on first-timers. A bill is pending in 
the Legislature which would still carry the 
90-day suspension, but it would allow the driver 
to drive his car to and from work and to and 
from church. 6 

The new measure has drawn fierce opposi- 
tion from Dr. Russ Fine, the chairman of the 
Governor’s Task force on Drunk Driving. He 
said this is but the first attempt to water down 
the drunk driving law, and once this measure is 
passed, other laws will follow to make the law 
totally ineffective. 

In the process of attacking this proposed new 
law, Dr. Fine also fired a withering blast at Sen. 
Ear! Hilliard of Birmingham, who has vowed 
he will kill yet another measure which would

Their visit certainly helped the Americans 
they met to better appreciate the freedoms of 
the USA.

Gas tax passes 
without local 


legislative help

A bill increasing gasoline and diesel inspection fees has passed in 
both houses of the state legislature without any ‘official’ help from 
Shelby County’s delegation. 

The action will probably mean a two cent per gallon price hike. 

Sonny Moore, who serves House District 41, was not present in the 
chambers when the issue came to a vote. However, he told the 
Reporter, that he was in favor of the bill and was ‘‘not trying to run 
from it.’’ 

John Tanner, who serves House District 40, abstained from voting. 
He said that the people have already been taxed too much, but that he 
abstained to prevent ‘jeopardizing’ federally funded road work in this 
county. 

Frank ‘Butch’ Ellis, senator from District 14, voted ‘no.’. 

Ellis said his position was based on a campaign promise not to sup- 
port additional gas taxes. 

The bill, which had been dubbed as part of the ‘governor’s tax 
package,’ increases gasoline inspection fees from 1/40 of a cent per 
gallon, to two cents per gallon at the distribution level. 

It also raises the fee on diesel fuel from one to two cents per gallon. 

The bill was passed to help the state raise $200 million in matching 
money so that Alabama could receive $1.4 billion in federal funds for 
road work. The gas tax will account for $38 million of that matching 
money while the diesel tax will add another $4.2 million. 

“I was supposed to have voted but I was working on a statewide 
bill,’” Moore said. ‘‘I was going to vote for it.’’ 

He said he had gone into the lounge area and legislative reference 
room to discuss an amendment to prevent board of registrars 
chairmen from purchasing office supplies on their own. 

Moore said he was for the governor’s tax package because it would 
help the state get $1.4 billion for road work from a federal gas tax 
passed last year. 

“To get that $1.4 billion, we would have to have $200 million on a 
matching basis. We don’t have the capability of matching that,’’ he 
said. 

“*I cannot justify not getting that money back to Alabama as badly 
as we need it to do the necessary work on all our state roads,’’ Moore 
explained. 

Tanner explained his abstention saying that he understood the state 
highway department was going to put federal funds to use where the 
votes were. 

‘*I did not want to put a gas tax on the people at the pumps because 
they are already taxed too much,”’ he said. ‘But I did not want to lose 
the federal matching funds. My abstaining would not jeopardize road 
work in my county,”’ 

He also noted that there were enough votes to pass the bill without 
his help. 

Tanner did help curb some gas tax increase for Shelby Countians by 
amending an accompanying bill. 

A bill was proposed to let individual counties impose a two cent gas 
tax of their own. Tanner amended that to read that no such a tax 
could be imposed without first being put to a vote of the people. 

The amendment passed the House by a vote of 97-1 which Tanner 
said in effect, ‘‘killed the heck out of it.’’ 

Senator Ellis explained his negative vote saying that he was 
‘‘committed to the people. In the course of my election I said that I 
would not vote for an additional gas tax without a vote of the people. 
I felt bound to honor that.” 

Ellis said he was not convinced that matching funds couldn’t be 
found from other sources. He did not list those sources, but indicated 
that matching funds could be garnered with ‘belt tightening measures’ 
and ‘with a little careful planning and scrutiny.’ 

The new gas tax will eventually be passed on to the people at the gas 
pumps.

Be prepared for snakebite and get help 


The same spring sun that’s br- 
inging sunbathers, golfers and 
tennis players out of winter 
hiding, is also bringing something 
unwelcome with it. 

Tis the season for snakes, 

According to Dr. Phillip Bobo, 
medical director of the Alabama 
Poison Center, up to 8,000 peo- 
ple in the United States are po- 
sioned by snakes every year. 

“Less than 15 of these victims 
will die,’’ he says, ‘‘but for many 
others there will be disability of 
some kind.”’ 

Bobo doubts that the death toll 
can be reduced, However, he says 
the number of people disabled or 
disfigured can be substantially 
reduced since some of their 
damage results from improper 
treatment. 

Dr. John Fisher, associate direc- 
tor of the Tuscaloosa based 
center, echoes that by saying that 
snake venom poisoning is best 
treated by a doctor in a hospital 
environment. 

“‘Many of the first-aid 
measures recommended in the 
past are either useless or make the 
poisoning worse,’’ Fisher 
stresses. ‘‘All of them cause a 
delay in getting the victim to a 
hospital where antivenin can be 
given.”’ 

Should snakebite occur, the 
Alabama Poison Control Center 
does recommend the following 
actions: 

1. Get the victim away from 
the snake. 

2. Identify the snake. Also -- if 
it can be done without endanger- 
ing anyone — kill the snake, 
remove its head, and bring both 
head and body to the hospital 
with the victim. 


3. Keep the victim calm. Ex- 
citement will cause the venom to 
spread, as will running and other 
physical activity. 

It is pointed out here that not 
all snake bite victims have had 
venom injected. In fact about 20 
percent of all snake bites are ‘dry’ 
bites. 

4. Examine the bite and 
disinfect the bite area. According 
to the poison control center, 
about ten percent of those bitten 
by pit vipers showed they did not 
have fang marks or snake venom 
poisoning. 

For those who have been 
envenomated by pit vipers (any 


poisonous snake native the US 
except coral snakes), a burning 
sensation or pain starts within 
five to ten minutes. It gets worse. 
Swelling begins and may spread 
up the bitten arm or leg. 

5. Immobilize the bite area and 
place it at heart level, If the bite is 
held above heart level, venom 
may spread more quickly; if it is 
below heart level, swelling may 
be worse. 

6. Protect the bite area. Skin 
around the bite can be damaged 
easily. Only slight pressure may 
cause severe bruising and tissue 
damage. You may put a loose 
bandage over the bite area to pro- 
tect it. 

7. If swelling begins, place a 
light constricting band between 
the bite and the heart. If 
necessary, move the band to keep 
ahead of the swelling. Do not 
move the band otherwise or 
loosen it until the a doctor is 
available to remove it. 

The band should be one to two 
inches wide and lightly applied 
just above the swelling. A pulse 
should be felt below the band 
which should be loose for at least 
two fingers to be inserted under 
it. 

8. Only if the victim cannot 
reach a hospital for at least four 
hours, re-disinfect the bite area, 
sterilize a blade and make one cut 
through each fang mark. Apply 
suction and keep it up for 30 
minutes. 

Note: cuts should be between 
1/16 and 1/8 deep and no longer 
than 14 inches. The cuts should 
also be along the direction of the 
arm or leg bitten from top to bot- 
tom, not side to side. 

X-shaped cuts are definitely a 
no, no. 


At best, cutting and suctioning 
may remove no more than 20 per- 
cent of the venom if done within 
the first three to five minutes. It 
is useless if done more than 15 
minutes after the bite. 

9. Transport the victim to the 
hospital as quickly as possible. 
Carry the victim if you can. If the 
victim cannot be carried, send for 
help and wait for transportation 
if it will arrive within one or two 
hours. If the victim must walk, 
walk slowly. 

10. After a severe and 
poisonous bite, the victim may 
develop nausea, vomiting Or

The most important advice is 
to get the victim to a hospital 
with antivenin as quickly as 
possible.

Dress for outdoors

Layering is the best way to dress for outdoor activity. 

That advice comes from Helena resident David McKeagney, who 
knows whereof he speaks. Not only did he recently return from 
a ski pack trip in Colorado, but he works in a Hoover store that 
specializes in outdoor clothing. 

The layering principle begins with a non-absorbent material such as 
polypropylene next to the skin, McKeagney says. He explains that this 
fine knit material allows moisture to pass through. 

The next layer could either be wool or a garment made of bunting 
and pile which would be lightweight and provide insulation. During 
periods of inactivity, it would also dry quickly, McKeagney points 
out. 

The top layer, or shell, he explains, is usually a waterproof jacket 
containing an inner liner of gortex. According to McKeagney, gortex 
is a type of teflon which is laminated on the inside of the jacket liner. 
He said that it provides waterproofing and allows the material to 
‘breathe.’ 

For anyone outdoors in cold weather, the most important parts of 
the body to keep warm, McKeagney stressed, are the head and upper 
torso. He advised wearing a wool cap and a scarf around the neck. 

Again applying the layering principle to the clothing worn on the 
lower torso and legs, McKeagney says that the undergarment should 
be a polypropylene material which allows sweat to be forced through 
into the wool layer. 

Then, depending on the weather and level of activity, he says that 
nylon pants may be worn to keep out the wind. 

Talking about keeping the hands warm, McKeagney says he likes to 
wear wool mittens over a pair of thin polypropylene gloves, with an 
outer shell of nylon overmitts. 

On the feet, the outdoor expert recommends wearing a thin liner 
sock of polypropylene with a wool sock over it. Wool reduces the risk 
of blisters, he explains. 

He stresses that hiking boots should be waxed with beeswax to make 
them waterproof, and that the fit should be loose enough to ac- 
commodate the socks. McKeagney cautions against jamming too 
much sock inside the boot, as that might constrict circulation. 

Another way he suggests to keep the feet warm and dry was the use 
of gaiters, which go around the lower leg, forming an insulating bar- 
rier between the top of the boots and the pants. 

For outdoor activity during the summer months, cotton garments 
are the best, McKeagney says, noting that cotton holds moisture, 
allowing it to evaporate slowly at a constant rate. 

A cotton T-shirt and shorts would make a good outfit, he says, ad- 
ding that the shorts should be loose fitting to allow the leg freedom of 
movement. 

If someone plans to be out a long time, McKeagney mentions that it 
would be a good idea to carry a windbreaker (with gortex) in case a 
stiff breeze or rain should come up. 

Another suggestion for spring or fall hiking of any distance, is to 
take along a pair of long pants. During these times of the year, 
McKeagney notes the temperature sometimes cools quickly and can 
cause muscle cramps. 

The footwear he recommends is either hiking boots or heavy duty 
sneakers, reinforced with latex and with hiking soles. 

The sock principle is the same summer and winter, he says. The only 
difference is that the outer sock worn during the warm weather might 
be a wool-acrylic or wool-cotton mix, and the sock may be cut lower. 

When it’s necessary to be out in the rain, McKeagney says a full rain 
suit -- a jacket with hood, and pants -- is good protection. 

If the temperature is 40 or 50 degrees, he notes that pile garments 
are good bets since they insulate against wetness. 

An advantage of using a poncho, McKeagney notes, is that it can be 
carried over a backpack and put on quickly if a shower comes up sud- 
denly -- which tends to happen from time to time if one is outdoors 
enough.

Less than four years ago a 
medical clinic was just a gleam in 
the eye of some Vincent 
residents. 

However, the determined ef- 
forts of the community resulted 
in the building of the East Shelby 
Health Center which opened in 
the fall of 1981.

The clinic was put up as a joint 
effort between the Town of Vin- 
cent and Baptist Medical Center, 
with the town providing the land 
and building, and the hospital 
contributing staff and equip- 
ment.

‘It’s important to get involved 
early so there is no gap,’’ she ex- 
plained. 

“‘What you try to do is see 
where your system fits into the 
library picture statewide,’’ she 
told the Reporter during an inter- 
view Monday. ‘I think it’s im- 
portant to understand the needs 
of the individual libraries, and 
for them to understand the ways I 
can assist them,’’ 

She said that making the public 
aware of the services available is 
also an important aspect of any 
library.

may have been eligible for un- 
compensated services may not 
have received them.”’ 

Hayes said that HHS requires 
SMC to provide an average of 
$2,900 per year in Hill Burton in- 
digent care.

$56,632 in Hill Burton funding. 
Furthermore, she said, SMC 
itself assumed a total of $1.7 
million in various indigent care 
programs during that same 


period. 

To buy out from under the Hill 
Burton obligation, which the 
hospital is seeking to do, will cost 
$23,939 plus an estimated addi- 
tional $40,000, Hayes said. 

Stipulations for people eligible 
to apply for the available Hill 
Burton funds are spelled out in 
the legal advertisement. 

‘It won’t take long for it to 
go,”’ Price said. 

He also said that SMC will 
continue to provide care to in- 
digent patients. 


printouts through the library 
system.

Woosley replaces Phil Clark, 
who moved to Montgomery to be 
a consultant for the state library 
system. 

The Shelby County Library 


system includes some 81,000 
volumes in eight libraries: Vin- 
cent, Wilsonville, Columbiana, 
Calera, Montevallo, Alabaster, 
Helena and Pelham. It also in- 
cludes the main headquarters in 
Columbiana which has a backup 
collection and operates the coun- 
ty bookmobile. 

This year the county system 
received $100,000 from the coun- 
ty commission, $33,335 in state 
funding, and $25,375 in federal 
money earmarked for collection 
development, public relations 
and library processing. 

Woosley, a Birmingham 
native, graduated from 
Birmingham-Southern, and 
received her MLS from the 
University of Alabama in 1978. 
She has worked in libraries since 
1974, and has seven years ex- 
perience in the Birmingham 
Library system prior to taking 
her new job. 

“Pll be moving to Shelby 
County... when I find a place to 
move to,”’’ she said. ‘‘I haven’t 
stopped long enough’’ to even 
look for a place yet. 


Road relief work on 


The highway department will 
accept bids Friday for widening 
and repaving State 25 from 
Wilsonville to Harpersville. 

While it may appear that 
another very troubled section of 
State 25 -- between Calera and 
Montevallo -- is being ignored in 
the bid lettings, district engineer 
Jim Braden says that’s not the 
case. 

Braden told the Reporter that 
Calera and Montevallo residents 
should not be too upset. 

He explained that funds for the 
Calera-Montevallo section must 
come from a different source 
than those being used on the rest 
of 25, and that work on that 
stretch is expected to be done 
during the 1984-85 calendar year. 

Braden said the state has 
$600,000 for resurfacing and 
widening projects where minor 
drainage work must be done, 
such as the 8.2 mile section from 
Wilsonville to Harpersville. 

He said the Calera - 
Montevallo stretch will require 
special federal funds for ‘4-R’ 
projects -- that is major repair 
projects needing renovation, 
restoration, rehabilitation anc 
resurfacing. 

“The things to the generat 
public which obviously need to be 
repaired are not always the 
easiest to get funding for,” 
Braden explained. 

He said that recent resurfacing 
and widening from Columbiana 
to Wilsonville, and that planned 
from Wilsonville to Harpersville, 
are minor in comparison to what 
is needed from Calera to 
Montevallo. The Wilsonville- 
Harpersville section is expected 


to be completed in 30 working 
days from the time the bids are 
let.

Farmers eligible for loans 


Shelby County farmers feeling 
the crunch of cash flow, may now 
be eligible for expanded federal 
loans. 

The US Department of 
Agriculture has announced ex- 
pansion of its disaster emergency 
farm loans, as well as increases in 
Alabama’s share of the economic 
emergency farm loan funding. 

As a result of a new law, the 


disaster émiergéri¢cy farmi* loan’ 


program -- administered by 
FmHA -- extends benefits to 
farmers who could not qualify 
before. Now the program is open 
to farmers in any county border- 
ing one which was designated 
eligible as the result of natural 
disasters after May 30, 1983. 

This means that 66 counties 
will now be eligible for emergen- 
cy loan assistance. 

Alabama had 59 counties with 
disaster status as the result of 
drought and high temperatures 


from May | through September 
30, 1983. 

The new law also extends the 
deadline to apply for emergency 
loans by two months. The 
deadline in Shelby County will be 
June 23, 1984. 

Another important fact for 
Alabama farmers is that funds 
for direct loans in the economic 
emergency farm loan program 
have been increased. In Alabama 
the allocation has jumped from 
$878,000 to $5,093,000. 

Interest rates for direct loans 
from FmHA county offices are 
10.25 percent for operating pur- 
poses and 10.75 percent for real 
estate purposes. 

Economic emergency loans of 
up to $400,000 are authorized for 
farmers and ranchers who are 
directly or primarily engaged in 
agriculture but who are unable to 
continue. 

Permitted use of the loans in- 


clude financing 1984 crop pro- 
duction, purchasing essential 
livestock, feed and equipment, 
and paying delinquent in- 
stallments on farm and real estate 
debts, if the lender is demanding 
payment.

Tanner pushes notification and 


voter island elimination bills

With only ten days left in the 
legislative session, State 
Representative John Tanner of 
Pelham has high hopes for the 
passage of two bills. 

Tanner introduced a bill that 
would do away with voter islands 
in House District 40, the district 
he serves. 

He also co-sponsored a bill re- 
quiring parent notification before 
an abortion can be done on the 
fetus of a minor. 

The voter island bill was ex- 
pected to come up in the State 
Senate last Tuesday. It has 
already passed in the House. 

The bill allows certain residents 
in the Maylene-Saginaw who 
were required to vote in ‘islands’ 


of House District 41, instead of 
District 40 which surrounds 
them. It does the same thing for 
residents in Beat 12 off State 119 
in the Caldwell Mill Road area, 
who were also drawn off in an 
‘island’ of District 40, surround- 
ed by District 41, during re- 
districting. 

The parent notification bill on 
abortions is now pending on the 
House special order calendar. It 
has already come up for a vote 
once but was tabled in order for 
differences to be worked out with 
opponents. 

Tanner defined ‘minor’ as 
anyone under the age of 18. 
“Seventeen years, 364 days won’t 
get it.” 

‘I believe a lot of those dif- 


ferences have been worked out,”’ 
Tanner said of objections which 
came up in the legislature. ‘‘We 
are about ready to get it up for a 
vote.”’ 

Tanner said that since 
Alabama requires parental 
notification before a 17-year-old 
girl can have her ears pierced, she 
must have parental consent. ‘But 
they don’t have to have a damn 
thing to abort your daughter’s 
child.”’ 

Tanner, a conservative 
Democrat, stressed that the bill 
he co-sponsored with Greg Beers 
of Vestavia does not require 
parental consent for abortion. 
**It only requires that parents be 
notified.”’ 

Beers is a Republican.

ask other employees to switch 
shifts. 

Hylton said that hospital 
lawyers advised the administra- 
tion to relieve Hayes of her duties 
on the basis that if the child was 
born with defects, the hospital 
might be sued at a later date. 

Hylton understands that Hayes 
went right to work at another 
hospital after being asked to 
leave Shelby. 

The court last week affirmed a 
back pay award, and required 
Shelby to pay the attorney’s fees. 

The court ruled: ‘‘When a 
policy designed to protect 
employee offspring from 
workplace hazards proves facial- 
ly discriminatory, there is, in ef- 
fect, no defense.”’

won a scholarship to the University of Louisville to study music. 
‘*I wanted to play the violin,’’ she explains, ‘‘but everyone else 
did, too, and there were none left.’’ 

So Karn was given a cello -- a strange looking instrument she 
thought then -- but an instrument she took to, and has been 
playing now for more than 30 years. 

Claiming that she’s been studying all her life, Karn also 
teaches the instrument, and is on the music faculty at Samford 
University. As she sees it, music is the most difficult career there 
is, and the most underpaid. 

**You don’t do it for the money,’’ she says, ‘‘you do it for 
love.”’ 

The public has the mistaken idea, Karn believes, that people 
who play in a symphony orchestra do it as a hobby. 

‘**That’s not the case,’’ she’s quick to add, emphasizing that 
everyone in the orchestra is a professional with years of ex- 
perience. And although the pay is low, there is fierce competition 
to play with the symphony, Karn reports. 

The hours aren’t so great either, and were even worse when 
she had children at home to consider, she notes. If a baby sitter 
couldn’t be found when a rehearsal was scheduled, Karn often 
took Kathy and John Junior along. 

“They were brought up listening to the symphony,’’ she 
laughs. Even though both children have chosen careers in the 
medical field, Karn said they still enjoy attending symphony per- 
formances. 

**Most people don’t realize how much work is involved in 
playing with a symphony,”’ Karn says. 

Rehearsal, she explains, isn’t the place where one learns to

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UM honors 400 top students 


Trite phrases such as ‘you can’t 
stop progress’ and ‘well, that’s 
human nature’ are only excuses 
for people’s failure to take 
responsibility for their acts. 
While people allow these expres- 
sions to be fact, a conscientious 
and concerned public can change 
the course of events and destruc- 
tive ‘inevitable progress’ can be 
curbed. 

This was the message brought 
to students, parents and faculty 
at the annual Honors Day con- 
vocation at the University of 
Montevallo last week, in which 
some 400 UM students were 
recognized for outstanding 
academic and leadership achieve- 
ment. 

The speaker was Dr. Mary 
Eleanor Clark, professor of 
biology at San Diego State 
University and the Council for 
the Advancement and Support of 
Education’s 1981 Professor of 
the Year. 

‘“‘Those who sit around, 

miserable because they feel their 
future is endangered, but still ac- 
cepting that ‘progress’ is in- 
evitable and that ‘human nature’ 
is unchangeable, are simply en- 
suring that their worst fears will 
come true,”’ Dr. Clark said. 
“The trouble is, most people 
don’t know where to start, so 
they give up without even try- 
ing.”’ 
*“World view is the shared way 
of looking at things that every 
society has,’’ she said. ‘‘It is im- 
plicit in our thinking, in our 
behavior, in our policy-making. 
And it is the basis of our deepest 
beliefs and assumptions about 
the world, yet we almost never 
recognize its existence, let alone 
analyze and critique it. 

‘‘Instead, we naively assume 
that all people see the world as we 
do, or, if they don’t, then the 
fault lies in them. Furthermore,

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anyone who challenges the shared 
world view is looked upon as a 
threat to society. And of course, 
in a sense, such a person is a 
threat, for without a whole, 
shared view, societies fall apart.”’ 

But, Dr. Clark proposed, what 
happens if our world view leads 
us toward self-destruction, as she 
believes is actually happening. 
“Do we just let things chug 
along? If so, I claim we are part 
of the problem,”’ she said. 

“To become part of the solu- 
tion, we must undertake a 
systematic critique of our 
Western world view, probing its 
basic assumptions. Unless we 
voluntarily and deliberately 
undertake such a cultural 
psychoanalysis, | cannot see how 
we can hope to avoid the serious 
crises on the horizon. 

“If we can restructure our 
world view, then I believe that 
‘progress’ can indeed be brought 
under control and that the dismal 
future that looms before us can 
be avoided.’’ 

Dr. Clark called on the young 
people in the audience to begin 
the ‘‘questioning process here, 
where you have a golden oppor- 
tunity for doing so -- and then to 
carry on the dialogue when you 
move into the larger communi- 
ty.”” 
“To have meaning, one’s life 
must be about something,’’ she 
said. ‘‘And what could be more 
meaningful than to ensure the 
future survival of human life.”’ 

Following Dr. Clark’s address,

Index bill stirs protest 
from commissioners

Ralph and Marcia Sears, long-time owners of the the Shelby County 
Reporter, have sold the newspaper to a new corporation, Shelby 
County Newspapers, Inc. 

James B. Parks, managing editor of the Brewton (AL) Standard, is 
president of the purchasing corporation and will move to Shelby 
County to succeed Marcia Sears as editor of the newspaper. He went 
to work at the Reporter on Monday. 

No other changes in the newspaper staff are planned. 

Controlling stock in the purchasing corporation is owned by Boone 
Newspapers, Inc., a Natchez, Mississippi, company owned by James 
B. Boone, Jr. Boone is the former publisher of The Tuscaloosa News. 

Parks is a major stockholder in the corporation. Other stockholders 
are associates of Boone and Parks. 

‘‘My wife and I are delighted about the opportunity to move to 
Shelby County and to work with the others at the Shelby County 
Reporter,’’ Parks said. ‘‘We will build on the solid foundations put 
down by Marcia and Ralph Sears over the past 17 years, and by the 
Fowler family before them.”’ Parks said. 

‘| appreciate the opportunities provided me by the Sears, and will 
work hard to merit the confidence of the people in Shelby County.’’ 

‘‘Marcia and Ralph Sears have chosen to entrust their newspaper 
responbilities to us,’’ said Boone. ‘‘We recognize the great sense of 
responsibility they have always felt to the people of Shelby County. 
We will work hard to do our job well, to serve the Shelby County 
Reporter’s readers and advertisers.”’ 

The Boone organization is the controlling stockholder of Alabama 
newspapers in Alexander City, Andalusia, Atmore, Brewton, Clan- 
ton, Dadeville, Demopolis, Russellville, Red Bay and Selma. It 
manages newspapers at Troy and Brundidge owned by Randolph C. 
Tillotson, president of Boone Newspapers, Inc. 

Other newspapers which are a part of the Boone organization are 
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Three county commissioners are seeking a last 
minute amendment to a bill which would set up a 
new indexing system in the probate office.

fice of Probate and other county operations.’’ 

**It doesn’t need all that other stuff in it,’’ Ames 
said. ‘‘It’s a noble bill otherwise. Let’s keep it no- 
ble. 

‘‘We feel that the code says the county commis- 
sion is the only entity that can appropriate funds 
for the purchases by any county department,” he 
said. 

Without amending that part of Section 7, Ames 
said the bill would curtail the checks and balances 
between the commission and probate office. 

He said Senator Frank ‘Butch’ Ellis and Rep. 
Sonny Moore had been contacted and had agreed 
to ‘‘take a hard look’’ at an ammendment. 

Ames said he and the other two commissioners 
had not yet been able to contact Rep. John Tan- 
ner. 

The legislature was slated to meet three days this 
week, three days next week. It would then be off 
one week and return a final day the following 
week.

Belue stays at Pelham; board considers case

It was business as usual last Wednesday for Pelham High School 
Principal Dr. Ed Belue. 

The night before, a group who wanted Belue removed from his post 
had presented a petition with 905 names to the Shelby County Board 
of Education. 

The board listened to both sides on the issue, but took no action on 
the matter. 

Two executive sessions were held during the course of the evening. 
Attorney Chris Christ presented the case for the Pelham trustees and 
Belue, while Gary Young spoke for the petitioning group. 

Now that both sides have had their say, board president Barbara 
Whitman says she hopes they will stand back and let the board try and 
get to the bottom of the matter. 

Whitman told the crowd of more than 100 that ‘‘complaints have 
been investigated and will continue to be investigated until a solution 
is found and the superintendent is ready to make a recommendation to 
the board.”’ 

She explained that the board cannot act without the superinten- 
dent’s recommendation. Glasscox did say that he did not think remov- 
ing the principal was the only solution to problems at Pelham. 

Cheryl Benson is a Pelham parent who agrees with that remark. 
Saying that some of the teachers at the school are not satisfactory, 
Benson said the principal cannot do anything about them without the 
support of the superintendent and board. 

Parents who started the petition for Belue’s removal say they are 


concerned that students at Pelham are not getting the education they 
need. They blame the situation on poor administration. 

But supporters of Belue point to the graduation exit examinations 
on which Pelham students are said to have made the highest scores in 
the county. They also mention the County Scholar’s Bowl in which 
Pelham is a consistent winner. 

Pelham trustee Jim King reports that educators from other school 


systems are impressed with Pelham’s academic program. He notes 
that an educator from Mountain Brook School who served on the 
team which recommended Pelham for Southern Association ac- 
creditation, was ‘highly complimentary’ of the school’s program. 
King says he believes that he can rely on the opinion of a profes- 
sional educator as to the quality of academics offered at Pelham.

Suit names PHS officials 


Officials at Pelham High 
School thought that a meeting 
with the parents of a student who 
didn’t make the cheerleader 
squad had settled the matter. 

They found out they were 
wrong when they were named 
defendants in a $150,000 lawsuit. 

William Kennedy filed the suit 
which alleges that ‘‘slanderous 
statements’’ were made about his 
16-year-old daughter Kelli, who 
was a cheerleader candidate this 
year. 
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The suit was filed last week in 
Shelby County Circuit Court. 

Defendants include Pelham 
Principal Ed Belue, trustees 
Robert Gardner and Jim King, 
coaches Kevin Crook and Tony 
Taylor, and cheerleader sponsor 
Fran Taylor. 


Kennedy alleges that school of- 
ficials falsely and maliciously ac- 
cused his daughter of engaging in 
‘habitual drunkeness and theft.’ 
Those charges were allegedly 


made at a meeting between Kelli’s 
parents and school officials after 
her failure to make the squad. 

Gardner told the Reporter that 
trustees had believed the problem 
was resolved when the meeting 
ended. 

He said the purpose of the 
meeting had been to ‘‘develop 
facts and to resolve any problems 
on behalf of the student and 
parents.”’ 

“‘Any and all of the alleged

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‘Humane style’ dog catcher patrols Pelham

One man has already threatened to ‘punch him 
out’ and one lady has decided it would be best to 
‘blow the tires off’ his truck. 

Despite the threats, Mike Speakman still thinks 
Shelby County is a ‘nice place’ to work. 

Considering that the nasty comments are the 
only two Speakman has heard in a month and one 
week of working his new job, he just might have a 
point. 

For 20 hours a week, Speakman is the animal 
control officer for the Shelby County Humane 
Society. And -- although he doesn’t like the ter- 
minology -- for another 20 hours per week, 
Speakman is the ‘dog catcher’ for the City of 
Pelham. 

The arrangement is a joint venture between the 
municipality and the Columbiana based animal 
shelter, 

The new program costs the city of Pelham 
$1,000 per month, and, according to city clerk 
Willie Mae Dennis, ‘‘it’s working real well.’’ 

Dennis said the city used to hire inexperienced 
part-time help. Since joining with the humane 
society, ‘‘There are less dog complaints and peo- 
ple who have their dogs picked up are finding that 
they are not mistreated.”’ 

Before the humane society set-up, the City of 
Pelham had to pay two employees for animal con- 
trol, furnish a city truck and gasoline. 

She added that before Speakman came on the 
job, the city received up to six dog complaint calls 
per day. ‘‘Now we get hardly any,’’ she said,” 
“‘maybe three or four per week.’’ 

Dennis attributes that to the fact that Speakman 
patrols the neighborhoods and picks up a lot of 
aggravating animals before the city ever gets a 
call. 

Apart from his own love of animals, 
Speakman’s last name might clue you as to where 
his job interest comes from. He is the 19-year-old 
son of Anne Speakman, director of the Shelby 
County Humane Society. 

*‘Mike’s just been raised in and out of animal 
shelters,’’ his mother explains. ‘‘He helped me 
when we first started in Shelby County, and when 
we moved into the new building we needed one 
more employee.”’ 

Along with fundings from Pelham, the humane 
society receives supplimental income from its 
women’s auxiliary. 

Mike Speakman’s experience in animal control 
also comes from his work with junior humane 
society volunteers in Birmingham. In his last year 
as an Ensley High School student, he worked with 
the Bessemer Humane Society.

With two horses, 13 chickens and a dog of his 
own, Speakman both loves animals and is 
understanding of the animal owner’s plight. 

“*Most people I talk to in Pelham appreciate me 
because I won’t take their dog without telling,’’ he 
said. 

He said the Pelham man who wanted to punch 
him out mistakenly thought he had captured his 
dog. The lady who wanted to blow the tires off his 
truck apparently was threatening him, but simply 
thought it would save her money to put Speakman 
out of action. 

Cost for the first cited offense of Pelham’s leash 
law is a $47 fine. Additional charges against the 
same person go up $25 per offense. 

Last Thursday morning the Reporter took a ride 
with Speakman in his ‘animal rescue van’ to see 
how his new job is going -- both for himself and 
the animals and owners he comes in contact with. 

The way things work, according to Speakman, 
he first gives leash law violators a written warning 
before taking their pet. The next time it’s a fine. 

Only if the owner of a dog is not home or 
Speakman does not know who it belongs to, will 
he pick the animal up and take it to the Colum- 
biana shelter. 

While some people think this system means that 
a ‘poor’ pet gets put to death if no one claims it,

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Speakman said that’s not the case. 

“‘That wouldn’t be fair to the dog,’’ he said. 
**No dogs have been put to sleep from Pelham."’ 

Speakman pointed out that dogs captured for 
leash law violations get a better shot at life than 
other animals at the shelter. They get a green card 
and, if never claimed, those animals are put up for 
adoption. 

‘*We are legally required to keep a dog only 93 
hours but we’ve had some for four days and we 
have one named Jasper that we’ve had for two 
weeks,’’ Speakman said. 

“‘We do put a lot of shelter dogs to sleep,”’ 
Speakman lamented. ‘‘We can’t keep them all.’’ 

While Pelham’s leash law allows Speakman to 
pick up any dog running at large, he cannot touch 
cats. ‘‘Cats are free to go where they want,’’ he 
said, 

As it turned out, his first stop on this particular 
day was to pick up a lost cat, a refugee from 
Texas. His purpose was to pick up the cat from its 
temporary home and return it to the owners from 
which it was separated. 

“‘That guy’s got a great dane as high as a mail 
box,’’ Speakman said as he passed one home in 
Royal Oaks. He said he has learned to know who 
people are by their pets. 

Later, Speakman spied two pooches off their 
leashes in Chandalar. 

**You better hope your mama is at home,”’ he 
said, recalling that their owner had been warned 
once before.

secure in their cage, their master arrived. The 
result was only a warning and the lucky pooches 
were set free. 

“‘Next time, I’ll take them,’’ Speakman warned 
once again. 

The same scenario repeated itself again and 
again throughout the day, 

“Can you please keep him on a chain,” 
Speakman begged apologetic dog owners. 

The only animal actually captured on the outing 
was one for which no owner could be found. He 
seemed to be running about aimlessly in a Pelham 
mobile home park. 

Residents of the area even helped Speakman 
with the capture and complained about other 
animals not being kept on a leash. They said one 
dog actually bit a child. 

Other dogs would have met the fate of the 
trailer park pooch but with no nets to work with, 
Speakman could not capture the fast and friskey 
critters. Nets, however, are on order and in the 
future fleeing dogs will not be so lucky. 

The last job of the day was an easy one... pick 
up three guinea pigs being ‘donated’ to the 
Humane Society. 

The pets had multiplied out of control, said 
owner Leona Lucas, who had named them Lee, 
Juliett, and Bully Bully. She kept three others for 
her son. 

Speakman said he thinks that with more man-

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Sears family recalls 
17 years at Reporter 


Ralph and Marcia Sears close 
out their years as owners of the 
Shelby County Reporter this 
week with ‘‘thousands of happy 
memories,’’ Marcia Sears said. 

The Sears acquired the 
newspaper on June 3, 1967 from 
Luther Fowler, who had owned it 
for over 45 years. 

In the nearly 17 years of the 
Sears’ ownership, the paid cir- 
culation of the newspaper has 
grown from 2,000 to over 10,000, 
making it one of the two largest 
weekly newspapers in Alabama. 
In addition, the X-tra Section of 
the newspaper now circulates to 
21,000 homes, giving total 
market coverage to that section. 

Throughout the years the 
Reporter has won numerous 
awards from the Alabama Press 
Association for photography, 
sports and news coverage. 

In 1981 Mrs. Sears, who served 
as editor, became the first woman 
ever to be elected president of the 
Alabama Press Association. 

‘“‘We have tried to keep the 
newspaper responsible to the peo- 
ple of Shelby County, and have 
expanded our news coverage as 
the county has grown,”’ she said. 
“Stories on county government 
and political intrigue are pro- 
bably the most widely read news 
in the Reporter.’’ 

She noted that newspaper’s 
readers have always shown in- 
tense interest in their govern- 
ment, schools and _ hospital. 
Sports stories are a strong second 
in popularity. 

‘Ralph and I owe a tremem- 


dous debt to out loyal subscribers 
and advertisers, who gave us so 
much encouragement and sup- 
port all these years,’’ she said. 
“And the people who worked 
with us at the newspaper are in a 
special class all by themselves. 

“Only a person who has work- 
ed at a newspaper can appreciate 
the heavy pressure, the irregular 
hours, the frustration when 
equipment breaks down at 
deadline, and the responsibility 
of reporting names, dates and 
events with accuracy. Many of 
our former co-workers have gone 
on tO prominent positions on 
magazines, larger newspapers 
and other businesses. We are pro- 
ud of them all, and we treasure 
the time they spent with us. Our 
present staff is the best legacy we 
leave to the new owners.’’ 

“Our reason for selling is 
simply that the time has come to 
move to other endeavors,’ Ralph 
Sears said. — : 

‘‘Our children have all chosen 
careers outside of newspaper 
publishing, so there was no fami- 
ly reason for continuing. Steve 
has a good law practice in 
Montevallo; Sally is in television 
news and production in Dallas; 
and Randie is permanently 
ensconced in Virginia with her 
husband and two children. 

**There are signs that Randie’s 
two-year-old might make a good 
reporter,’’ Mr. Sears said. ‘‘She 
asks questions all the time -- but 
we decided not to wait for her to 
get through college. 

‘*Marcia and I have known Jim 


Boone for a number of years and 
have observed the excellent work 
he has done with newspapers in 
other cities. He is a good 
newspaperman. The combination 
of Jim Boone and Jim Parks at 
the helm means that the Shelby 
County Reporter will have a great 
future,’’ he said. 

The former owners will con- 
tinue to live in Montevallo, where 
Ralph Sears is mayor. 

Both of them expressed great 
appreciation to Luther Fowler 
and his children, Conrad Fowler 
and Jane Carter, for their help at 
the time they purchased the 
newspaper, as well as the 
‘indispensible help given us by 
Mildred White Wallace and 
Milton Bird,’ who continued 
writing for the Reporter. 

Luther Fowler had owned the 
newspaper since the early 1920's 
when he bought a Talladega 
newspaper and moved it to Col- 
umbiana. The press and type 
were transported across the 
Coosa River on a ferry. 

Fowler combined the Shelby 
County Democrat with the 
Reporter in 1948, and in the 
1950’s he added the Montevallo 
Times-Herald. 

The Shelby County Reporter 
goes back in history to 1843, 
when it was started in Talladega 
as a Whig newspaper, devoted to 
promoting the cause of Henry 
Clay for President. Its name then 
was ‘“‘Alabama Reporter.’’ It is 
the second oldest weekly in 
Alabama, antedated only by the 
Moulton Advertiser.

To say that 900 parents signed 
the petition sounds like an over- 
whelming majority. But since, in 
most cases two parents equal one 
student, 900 signatures could 
represent as few as 450 students. 
Deduct from that figure 
signatures of persons who do not 
have children at the high school 
and you just might find that a 
majority of parents are involved 
in the move. 

During the time I served on the 
school’s first Board of Trustees, I 
concluded that only drastic 
changes in the thinking of 
students, faculty and parents 
would allow Pelham High School 
to become an effective institution 
of learning. At the outset, a 
power structure evolved which, 
from all indications, has grown in 
number and intensity. I will not 
fill space by citing examples, but 
as a trustee, I personally observed 
(and felt the sting of) this group 
in action. 

I have not been involved with 
the school since Dr. Belue 
became principal and I can’t say 
whether or not there is any 
substance to the charges against 
his administration. (Human 
nature being what it is, many per- 

sons who signed the petition pro- 
bably can’t say either.) 


I am confident that in con- 
sidering the dismissal request, 
Shelby County Board of Educa- 
tion members will act only on 
documented evidence and 
validated signatures. Then, if 
there is to be a change, the board 
would be wise to put a mannikin 
or inflatable figure at the prin- 
cipal’s desk and let the patrons 
run the school. 

This is the only way to end, 
once and for all, the power strug- 
gle that has existed since Pelham 
High School opened its doors.

The Capitol Press Corps has for years gone 
through an annual ritual of electing who they 
consider to be the ‘most outstanding’, ‘most ef- 
fective’, ‘best orator’, etc. of the Alabama 
Legislature. 

The confession here... in the old days when I 
was a voting member of the Capitol Press 
Corps, there was as much politicking, horse 
trading, you-vote-for-my-man-and- 
I’ll-vote-for-your-man deals going on among 
the newsmen as you would find among the 
legislators. I suspect it still happens. 


But if they should create a new category this 
year -- the ‘most fascinating legislator’ -- surely 
all the votes would go to Sen. Charles Bishop of 
Jasper. He hasn’t been in Montgomery very 
long, but he has already established himself as a 
man to be reckoned with. 

In what may have been a legislative first, 
when Bishop came to Montgomery in January, 
1983, as a wet-behind-the-ears freshman, he im- 
mediately became a big man -- the reason being 
that his good, good friend, Lt. Gov. Bill Baxley 
named him chairman of the Senate Rules Com- 
mittee. 

In case you don’t know, that’s the most 
coveted legislative chairmanship there is. If ever 
before in history a freshmen legislator has held 


that post, I don’t remember it. 

Sen. Bishop would very likely have been a 
force even without that chairmanship.

Bishop, sir, if you should read this, 
sir, let me assure you, sir, that if I had a vote, 
sir, I would pick you as most outstanding, most 
effective, best orator, and any other title you 
might like to have, sir.

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Medical Center 
tests drugs

Drug tests are under way at 
Shelby Medical Center that have 
great promise for the future. 

The testing is part of a nation- 
wide program where drug 
manufacturers ask physicians to 
test drugs under certain carefully 
defined conditions. 

Drs. Stacy Childs, Harry 
Phillips and Thomas Nolen are 
among the local physicians who 
have entered into agreements 
with patients and manufacturers 
to study reactions. 

The hopsital cooperates in a 
variety of ways, and has two 
committees set up to keep an eye 
on the studies. 

The testing is required by the 
Federal Drug Administration 
before a drug can be marketed in 
the United States. 

According to Dr. Phillips, 15 
years ago all the major drug com- 
panies in the U.S. did their 
studies only in the large clinics. 
But in the last five to seven years 
they realized that patients in large 
clinics are not representative of 
the population as a whole. 

So the companies started to ap- 
proach physicians in rural and ur- 
ban areas, asking them to test the 
drugs on their patients, to get a 
more representative sampling of 
the population. 

Phillips emphasizes that all the 
drugs that have been studied at 
Shelby Medical Center under the 
program have earlier been used 
and found safe in foreign coun- 
tries, or have been found safe for 
certain ailments, and are now be- 
ing tested for other ailments. 

He mentioned, for instance, 
that all beta blockers first came 
out for treating blood pressure. 
Then, after other tests, drug com- 
panies were able to show they 
were also good for treating heart 
problems. 

When drugs have been proved 
safe in Europe, the FDA requires 
that all the studies be repeated in 
the U.S. before they can be sold 
here. That is where the local 
physicians and SMC come in. 

Dr. Stacy Childs said that four 
to five years ago the first clinical 
investigation at Shelby was with 
cefotaxine. Then, other phar- 
maceutical companies, trying to 
produce similar drugs, asked 
local physicians to test theirs. 

Oral antibiotics have been 
tested at Shelby, and most recent- 
ly, Childs said, a new anti-cancer 
drug for prostrate problems was 
tested with good results.

Now an evaluation of cepro 
floxacin is going on. 

Childs says there is a whole dif- 
ferent class of antibiotics coming 
along that he calls ‘‘extremely 
promising.”’ 

Childs said that safety is the 
number one consideration before 
any drugs are accepted from 
manufacturers for testing. ‘‘We 
turn down those with bad side ef- 
fects,’? he said. He also stated 
that the hospital committees 
study animal testing data and 
laboratory data before taking on 
a new drug. ‘‘If it looks better 
than what we’ve been using, we’ll 
agree to test it.”’ 

Dr. Phillips commented that 
any patient who is asked to par- 
ticipate, knows all about the drug 
and its benefits as well as its 
possible side effects. Patients sign 
forms giving their consent and 
are told if any follow-up studies 
will be needed. 

The drug companies furnish 
the drugs free. They are specific 
in their instructions to physicians 
about how many patients they 
want tested, and what their age, 
sex, contra-indications and other 
pre-existing diseases may be. 

Phillips said an occasional pa- 
tient says ‘‘No,”’ but that most of 
them are willing to enter the 
testing program. 

An Institutional Review Board 
was set up at the hospital to ap- 
prove new studies and watch over 
the program. Members of the 
board are Dr. Phillip Beasley, 
professor of biology at the 
University of Montevallo; Rev. 
Thomas Hammons of Alabaster; 
Attorney William T. Harrison of 
Columbiana; Drs. Marshall 
Boone, Kirit Patel, Edwin Boyd, 
Kumjad Unnoppetchara, Wayne 
Pressgrove, who are physicians; 
Deborah Morris, director of 
medical records at SMC, Brenda 
Carter, director of nursing at 
SMC, and Pat Mahon, chief 
pharmacist at SMC. 

The Pharmacy and 
Therapeutics Committee of SMC 
is also involved in the program, 
meeting quarterly to review 
reports.

Pilot stunts for crowd;| 


woman walks wing

Jim Franklin may have appeared as an alien being in last Sunday’s 
1984 Birmingham Aero Club Airshow. 

But... the man who buzzed the spectators at Shelby County Airport 
with his ‘Starship Pride’ was certainly no alien to flying. 

Franklin -- who did exciting maneuvers in the fastest twin engine 
prop-plane on the commercial market -- has been flying since he was 
12-years-old. 

Calling San Angelo, Texas, his home, he has been doing airshows 
for the past 17 years. His wife, Audine, hasn’t worried about him yet. 

**He’s good,” she told the Reporter. ‘‘When there is a problem, he 
knows it immediately and can get his craft back on the ground.”’ 

She talked casually about her husband’s flying. ‘‘When a pilot gets 
into real trouble, its usually structure failure that gets him, not mis- 
judgement on stunts.”’ 

The fact that Audine is a pilot herself helped her maintain that cool 
attitude this past weekend when Franklin appeared as ‘Zar’ -- a being 
from another planet. He did wild maneuvers in a cloud of smoke, hit- 
ting speeds of 270 miles per hour. 

There is more to Audine’s faith in her husband than his flying skills. 
a is a well conditioned, safety minded, and, importantly, a lucky 
pilot. 

At the age of 18, Franklin was once knocked unconscious when the 
wings of an aircraft collapsed. At an altitude of only 900 feet he 
managed to get out safely and avoid the falling aircraft. 

Franklin said his main secret for success is that he not only keeps 


himself in good physical condition but he constantly checks his air- 
craft.

In the case of Paula Cherry, it was simply a matter of marrying Earl 
Cherry. 

A wing walker is that person you see at air shows strapped to the top 
of a bi-plane. 

Not only do they just stand there and look pretty, but the wing 
walker has to wave and look happy about the whole situation as the 
plane under her does loops and rolls. 

‘‘When I met him, he was building the airplane we use,’’ Paula said 
during an interview prior to last weekend’s airshow at Shelby County 
Airport. ‘‘He recruited me and then had to teach himself to do 
aerobatic maneuvers. We had no one to teach us. We got to observe 
others at airshows but no one would tell you what to expect,’’ she 
said. 

It was probably obvious to those that saw the air show that Paula 
and Earl had taught themselves well. 

There is a lot more to Earl’s flying ability than just teaching himself 
to do something. In his 24 years flying experience, he has served as a 
helicopter pilot in Vietnam and a helicopter pilot instructor at 
Alabama’s Fort Rucker. 

With that background, Earl Cherry purchased an old dust cropping 
company with 12 vintage bi-wing aircraft, and set out to build one 
aerobatic plane from them. 

The final result is his 1943 Army trainer and one of the most en- 
thusiastically received air show acts in the country. 

Earl and Paula hit 170 miles per hour this past weekend, and, quite 
likely, they hit a bull’s eye in the hearts of air show fans.

Willie Mae Dennis: Pelham

‘*I kind of feel like the city belongs to me. It’s part of my life. 
It’s my home.”’ 

The words come from 61-year-old Willie Mae Dennis, the on- 
ly city clerk Pelham has ever had in its 20 years of existence. 

Considering that Dennis is also municipal court clerk and 
magistrate, chairman of the board of Pelham’s First Baptist 
Church and treasurer for the Pelham Cemetery, it’s not too hard 
to understand why she feels that way about her home. 

Dennis, with her stylish gray hair, attractive glasses and neat 
appearance, is also a district director for the Alabama Associa- 
tion of Municipal Clerks. 

One might suspect Dennis is a work-a-holic. That, however, is 
a charge she denies. 

**I don’t consider myself a work-a-holic. I consider my work a 
pleasure and all of my jobs are great honors because they are 
civic or church related.”’ 

Dennis was born in the Community of Pelham -- before a city 
was ever envisioned -- to Judge John P. and Maurine Lee. Her 
father was a justice of the peace for 40 years and served as 
superintendent of the old Keystone Lime Plant. 

A product of Shelby County schools, Dennis went to Pelham 
Grammar School, Helena Junior High and graduated from 
Thompson High in 1941. 

From there she went to work as payroll clerk for her father’s 
company, and married Ed Dennis ten years later. 

After her husband was killed in an automobile accident in 
1957, Dennis never re-married. Instead, she chose to continue 
toward a career that has now earned her a 20-year service pen 
from her city -- an award she’ll receive during the convention of 
the Alabama League of Municipalities this weekend in Birm- 
ingham. 

Back while Dennis worked for Employers Life Insurance of 
Hoover, a group of Pelham residents began to push for incor- 
poration. 

**T got involved in that and the late Mayor Paul Yeager, my 
next door neighbor, asked if I would serve as city clerk,’’ Dennis 
recalls. 

When Pelham first incorporated in 1964, neither she or the 
mayor got any pay. 

‘*There was no city hall, only an old vacant school building 
where city hall now stands,’’ she remembers, ‘‘We were in one

Regressive Far 
by David F. Moore 


INSTALLMENT #7 
Gardener, gardener so regressive 
Why’s them weeds so progressive? 


My daddy’s going to be proud of me. 

All that money he helped shovel into my college education ap- 
parently paid off. I have learned to reason, to untangle the complex, 
to understand the workings of a machine, to grasp the essence of 
science. 

I figured out how to use my hoe. 

I didn’t even have to read the instructions, either. (There weren’t 
any.) I figured it out all by myself. That’s pretty good, I think, con- 
sidering I had never in my life used a hoe in a garden until the other 
day. It’s also pretty good considering I went to the University of 
Alabama. 

Could it be the Regressive Farmer is making progress? Time will 
tell... 

I do know that at this early stage of the gardening game, I found my 
first hour of afternoon hoeing to be a good, sweaty form of relaxa- 
tion. But folks at the office think -- or know -- I must be crazy. 

Violet Powell, our bookkeeper, keeps laughing when I tell her it’s 
fun working in the garden. (It doesn’t take much to make her laugh.) 
‘*] want you to tell me it’s fun in the middle of July!’’ 

Iris Smitherman, our circulation manager, brings me cheery 
messages from her parents over in Pea Ridge: ‘‘You’re going to hate it 
this summer! You’re going to die!’’ 

I don’t know about all that, but I think it’s a good idea for us first- 
time gardeners to stick together. When the going gets nasty this sum- 
mer, we must remember the pledge we took in March when we em- 
barked on this caper: ‘‘I will grow a garden this year, and enjoy myself 
and the good earth while doing it.’’ 

Non-expert tip: In case you just got your seeds planted, or your veg- 
gies are just now poking tiny leaves out of the ground, you might as 
well know that the weeds aren’t far behind. And when the weeds 


come, they come quickly. 

Quasi-philosophical tip: Because weeds come quickly, you might 
want to get your hoe out and practice using it in some of your house 
plants or something -- just to get the swing of things. As Benny Head 
who lives in Pelham told me long ago, ‘‘Failure to prepare, is prepara- 
tion to fail.’ (Heavy, hunh?) 

Expert-tip: Extension agent John Jones tells me that it’s important 
to get the weeds while they’re young. Nipping them in the bud (so to 
speak) will make it easier to survive all the horror stories about the 
middle of the summer. 

With all these ‘tips’ in mind, Mr. Hoe and I went out to the garden 
one afternoon last week for a get acquainted session. In an hour’s 
time I found that me and Hoe could have a serious hoe-down along 
two of the fifty-foot rows, and also do a little random weed attacking 
around fifty feet of tomatoes and corn.

Non-expert tip: In case you just got your seeds planted, or your veg- 
gies are just now poking tiny leaves out of the ground, you might as 
well know that the weeds aren’t far behind. And when the weeds 


come, they come quickly. 

Quasi-philosophical tip: Because weeds come quickly, you might 
want to get your hoe out and practice using it in some of your house 
plants or something -- just to get the swing of things. As Benny Head 
who lives in Pelham told me long ago, ‘‘Failure to prepare, is prepara- 
tion to fail.’’ (Heavy, hunh?) 

Expert-tip: Extension agent John Jones tells me that it’s important 
to get the weeds while they’re young. Nipping them in the bud (so to 
speak) will make it easier to survive all the horror stories about the 
middle of the summer. 

With all these ‘tips’ in mind, Mr. Hoe and I went out to the garden 
one afternoon last week for a get acquainted session. In an hour’s 
time I found that me and Hoe could have a serious hoe-down along 
two of the fifty-foot rows, and also do a little random weed attacking 
around fifty feet of tomatoes and corn. 

I figured that if I allocated an hour a day three mornings a week to 
hoeing, I could squash this uprising weed revolution amongst the veg- 
gies. If an hour at a time proved too much, then I figured I could hack 
a half an hour a day for six days a week. 

What I’ve learned type tip: Lately I have been waking up earlier, 
partly because of the changing sunrise time, partly because I’ve been 
trying to prepare myself for hoeing. But the day after my first hoeing 
session, I discovered that the handle of Mr. Hoe must be coated witha 
secret chemical that makes one’s feet grow roots under the bed sheets. 
You’d be surprised just how sleepy it’ll make you in the mornings just 
knowing that a bunch of nasty weeds are growing in your garden. 

You may, like I did, find it amazing how quickly some of your veg- 
gies will grow. If you find that amazing, then wait just a minute and 
see how fast your weeds grow.

Pleasant days in the warmer 
months ahead will bring a greater 
influx of activity on the water.

Boating accidents are a fact of 
life, or, in too many instances, a 
fact of death. Last year 1,178 
people lost their lives nationwide 
in boating accidents. Alabama 
accounted for 34, or 2.9 percent 
of them. 

Alcohol abuse played a major 
role in this, 

Studies show that alcohol was 
a contributing factor in more 
than 50 percent of all boating 
fatalities. It can happen this easi- 
ly: 

A couple of friends are in a 
boat or canoe, out for an after- 
noon of fun, recreation and 
relaxation. They could be on the 
Coosa River, the Locust Fork of 
the Black Warrior, the Tennessee 
or Alabama Rivers. 

The day is warm. The cooler 
full of beer is enticing and pro- 
vides refreshing relief from the 
heat. Suddenly, the craft capsizes 
or someone, unexpectedly, ends 
up in the water. 

He or she was said to be a good 
swimmer. In spite of that fact, 
the afternoon ends in tragedy. 

Investigations indicate the vic- 
tim had a high blood alcohol con- 
tent. 

Studies show that several 
things happen with even a 
moderate intake of alcohol. One 
is the lack of stability, undetected 
by the involved individual whose 
sense of balance becomes greatly 
impaired.

Margaret Evans watched from the door of her underground home 
as a tornado funnel dipped down Thursday near Harpersville. 

In most areas of the county however, the storm swept by overhead, 
uprooting trees and downing power lines. Little structural damage and 
no human injuries were reported. 

Evans witnessed the touchdown in Harpersville about 12:30 p.m. “‘I 
had just laid down for a minute when a neighbor ran in and got me 
up,”’ she said. 

As she looked outside, trees were being uprooted and blown down 
across US 280. At the flea market she operated, 53 stalls were 
demolished. ‘‘There was tin everywhere!”’ she said. 

The storm also wreaked havoc with utility lines, leaving residents of 
the area without power and water for several days. 

The storm blew in from the west, cutting a generally eastward path 
across the county. 

As the storm approached, Shelby Medical Center called a Doctor 
Storm Alert. Patients who could be moved were taken into hallways, 
and patients in the intensive care unit were protected by mattresses. 

At the nearby First Bank of Alabaster, customers were taken into 
the vault during the height of the storm. 

But before teller Lucy Ozley reached the vault, she heard a customer 
knocking at the locked door of the bank, and went to let her in. 

The woman and several others wanted to be waited on despite the 
potential danger, so Ozley obliged. Afterwards, fellow employees 
fashioned a paper purple heart award for her in recognition of her 
valor. 

Alabaster Street Superintendent Jack Zuiderhoek said that only a 
few trees were blown down in that city. 

But Gary Carter, his counterpart in Helena, reported more exten- 
sive damage as the storm passed through that community. About 15 
pine trees were uprooted in Joe Tucker Park, he said, with one tree 
taking a 20-foot section out of the chapel. 

A utility building behind a home on Roy Drive was also blown

down along with a number of trees. Downed lines left the area without 
power 11-12 hours. 

The Pelham Fire Department reported trees blown down there, and 
power outages in some areas of town. City workers used a front-end 
loader and chain saws to remove a giant oak that blocked Lee Street.

Health club wants 
in Columbiana 


Columbiana could have its 
own health club if the city’s plan- 
ning and zoning commission and 
council approve a rezoning re- 
quest.

‘Jennifer’ makes turn-around 


EDITOR’S NOTE: As noted in PART I, Jennifer is like many Shelby 
County children who are abused and neglected. Her story is unique 
only because caring foster parents helped her turn around her poor 
self-image. Names in the story Jennifer told the Reporter have been 
changed, but social workers have verified her account.

Jennifer says she and Ricky cried the day police and social workers 
packed them into a car and drove them away. 

It did not matter that for the past decade she had been a victim of 
chronic child neglect, never knowing that parents can be loving, 
understanding and giving. It did not matter that she and Ricky were 
leaving a situation in which parental differences were sometimes settl- 
ed with fist fights; that life around her had shown only an ugly face. 

It was a rotten life they were being taken away from. But, as Jen- 
nifer says, it was the only way of life she and her brother had known. 
They were unaware that life could be bright and happy. 

Now, following a hearing before a Shelby County judge, strangers 
were taking them away to a strange home -- a foster home on another 
side of the county. 

‘‘We got in the car and went to the foster home,’’ Jennifer recalls. 
‘*We were scared of what was out there.”’ 

Their tears and fears were not immediately quieted. ‘‘We were too 
upset to even notice anything about their home that night. The lady 
gave us tee-shirts and said we could go on to bed.” 

The next day Jennifer’s and Ricky’s foster parents took them shop- 
ping. Then Jennifer, wearing neat new clothes, started classes at a new 
school. 

The wheels were in motion. Forces were trying to change Jennifer 
from the outside, inward. To be successful, these forces would require 


both luck and cooperation on Jennifer’s part -- but both were slow to 
come. 

As luck had it, these first foster parents soon had to move and leave 
Jennifer and Ricky. Sent to places they didn’t want to stay, a series of 
hide-and-seek run-aways followed for the sister and brother. 

But, eventually, Jennifer’s life began falling in place, as opposed to 
falling apart. A major factor helping this is that Department of Pen- 
sions and Security workers moved Jennifer and Ricky into the home 
of Paul and Linda Flemming, one of 24 registered foster couples in 
Shelby County. 

DPS counselor Rene Williams, who handles Jennifer’s and Ricky’s 
case, indicates that all foster couples in Shelby County are a special 
breed of people. But in talking with Paul and Linda -- and knowing 
that they’ve been foster parents to over 30 children, five of which they 
now have at home along with two adopted children and one daughter 
by birth -- one quickly gets the impression that these people are ex- 
traordinary. 

‘They have a lot of love to share,” says Jennifer. She acknowledges 
that the $171 per month which the state gives registered foster parents 
to care for ‘‘a hard headed teenaged child”’ is little compensation for 
the trouble and expenses incurred. 

Because of the years of neglect and the hard headed attitude Jen- 
nifer had developed, the complete aboutface in her life did not come 
easily, nor did it come over night. 

The first confrontation came on day two when Linda informed Jen- 
nifer that she needed to get ready for school. Jennifer in turn inform- 
ed Linda that she was not going to school. The issue quickly heated. 

“If you weren’t a foster parent, | wouldn’t have to live in a foster 
home!”’ Jennifer cried. But when the dust settled, she found herself in 
school. 

‘I had to kinda’ warm into the Flemmings,’’ Jennifer smiles pretti-

Metrock 
buys plant

There has been good news in the job market in 
recent months with a steady increase in the 
number of Shelby Countians finding employment. 

Labor analyst Alan Folts told the Reporter that 
several factors are affecting the rise in local 
employment: an increase in retail trade, the expan- 
sion of service industries and an increase in con- 
struction. 

Comparing the figures of a year ago, Folts 
reported that out of a labor force of 30,480, there 
were 4,250 people out of work -- which amounts 
to 14% unemployment for March, 1983. 

The unemployment rate for this March of 1984 
was 10.2%. The county’s labor force numbered 
30,290 workers with 3,090 unemployed. 

In February, the county unemployment rate was 
12.2%, as compared to 14.5% a year ago. And the 
February figure reflects a 1.4% drop in unemploy- 
ment from January. 

The trend is also indicative of the state and na- 
tional level with the unemployment rate for March 
recorded at 8.1% nationally and 12.2% for 
Alabama. 

Elaborating on the reason for increases in 
employment during the spring, Folts explained 


that the warm weather accounts for employment 
at country clubs and in other recreational areas, 

The favorable weather is also responsible for 
people finding jobs in landscaping and in con- 
struction, he said. Another job market that will 
begin to pick up soon, Folts noted, is in 
agriculture. 

Although the manufacturing industry is beginn- 
ing to add workers, Folts said, ‘‘We’re not getting 
too excited since it was such a disaster last year.’’ 

He pointed out that in most cases, industries are 
recalling employees who had been laid off. 

A bright spot for young people hunting a sum- 
mer job is the Summer Youth Employment pro- 
gram. 

An announcement recently released from 
Governor George Wallace’s office reports the 
largest funding ever for the program.

Discipline could have easily been a serious obstacle had the Flemm- 
ings blindly attacked the symptoms instead of chipping away at the 
cause, That cause, Linda indicates, was the poor self-image Jennifer 
had of herself, a self-image created -- or destroyed -- by the years of 
parental neglect. 

‘‘We tried to make Jennifer see that she’s a somebody,’’ says Paul, 
“*that she can have the best out of life as long as she’s willing to work 
for:it.’’ 

**At first I don’t guess I really wanted to (do a complete turnaround 
in my life),’’ says Jennifer. ‘‘But I got a lot of support and I guess I 
just decided that I wanted to.’’ 

Jennifer says she hated her earlier school days because the other 
children were nicely dressed and made her feel like trash. Now, nicely 
dressed herself and able to put peer fears behind her, she found that 
school could actually be interesting. 

Before long the girl who once refused to go to school and instead 
watched television all day, was making A’s and B’s. She joined clubs 
and became involved in projects inside and outside school. She set 
goals for herself and reached them. Now she wants to be a doctor 
when she grows up. 

**T just always thought I would be nobody. Now that I know I am 
somebody, I can be anything I want,’’ she says as her foster parents 
beam a little with pride. Ricky, from all indications, is developing in 
the same positive direction. 

As for her past -- the years of neglect by her mother, the time her 
step-father chased her out of the house with a butcher knife -- Jennifer 
has a close circle of friends who know the whole story. But for the 
most part she chooses not to dwell on it. The dreams that still return to 
haunt her are reminder enough. 

A reflection on her turnaround in life, Jennifer finds it in herself to 
not hate her mother and step father, whose neglect robbed her of her 
childhood. Instead, she says she feels ‘‘pity and neglect’’ for what they 
are still going through. 

‘*A lot of people don’t realize that child abuse and neglect goes on 
in Shelby County,’’ says Linda, drawing on her and Paul’s experience 
with the other foster children they’ve helped and tried to help over the 
years. 

**To someone who hasn’t seen it, it might seem unique,’’ says Paul. 
“*At first you think something like this is just an isolated case. But you 
learn. We’ve had kids from poor homes, and upper or middle class 
homes.”’ 

Rene Williams readily agrees that Jennifer’s story is no isolated 
case, In 1982, she says, 393 cases of child abuse and neglect in Shelby 
County were reported to DPS. Last year the number of reports drop- 
ped to 357 -- but because at least half of the reports are later verified 
through evidence, she says that still adds up to too many children be- 
ing hurt. 

Statewide, abuse and neglect reports climbed from about 23,000 in 
1982, to 24,000 last year. Williams says the problem can be helped if 
family members, friends and teachers report suspected child abuse 
and neglect to DPS (669-2111). 

From her firsthand experience, Jennifer has a suggestion for victims 
like herself: 

‘*Get help as soon as possible,’’ she says, ‘‘Let somebody know, 
Don’t keep it all up inside of yourself. I guess that’s what I did. For 11 
years I never said anything to anybody. I wasn’t aware that there was 
a better life.’’

From her firsthand experience, Jennifer has a suggestion for victims 
like herself: 

‘*Get help as soon as possible,’’ she says. ‘‘Let somebody know. 
Don’t keep it all up inside of yourself. I guess that’s what I did. For 11 
years I never said anything to anybody. I wasn’t aware that there was 
a better life.’’

earlier asked the council if a 
roadblock could be held in the ci- 
ty this month to raise money for 
the Diabetes Research and Train- 
ing Center. 

She told the council that the 
Columbiana Jack’s had been the 
fifth leading money raiser last 
year in a three state area with a 
collection of $1,937. 

A roadblock that was held in 
Chelsea during the last drive had 
brought in $207, she reported, 
and the local fast food restaurant 
anticipated raising even more 
with a roadblock in Columbiana 
this year. 

Thursday, the mayor relayed 
the information that state law 
prohibits roadblocks from being 
held in the city limits. 

In other business, former water 
board chairman Bob Hume once 
again asked the council to look 
into what he calls a potentially 
dangerous situation regarding the 
water system. 

Another way besides 
dynamiting must be found, he 
said, to get rid of the beaver dams 
which back up water over the spr- 
ing supplying the system. 

He also pointed out other pro- 
blems which included the failure 
to keep the area around the wells 
cleared of underbrush, and insuf- 
ficient chemical insertion into the 
system to kill bacteria in the 
water. 

The mayor said that the coun- 
cil would meet with the water 
board and discuss the problems.

After all the acrimonious debate in the 
Legislature and after the expenditure of tens of 
thousands of dollars in newspaper and televi- 
sion advertising, the so-called ‘Retail Divorce- 
ment Bill’ has been signed into law by Gov. 
Wallace. 

But in case you wonder, there is very little 
resemblance in what the independent oil dealers 
wanted and what they got. The bill that final- 
ly passed was watered down to such a point that 
it makes very few changes in existing law. 

As originally introduced, the measure would 
have prohibited oil companies from owning 
and operating gasoline stations in Alabama. It 
would have put out of business some 250 sta- 
tions, including most of the high volume, self- 
service stations. 

The advertising campaigns waged by the op- 
posing sides thoroughly confused most Alaba- 
mians. The independents warned that unless the 
bill was passed the ‘big oil companies’ would 
put the independents out of business, and once 
having done that would have jacked up the 
price of gasoline. 

The Alabama Petroleum Council, which op- 
posed the bill, argued that the big companies 
were no threat to take over the market, and that 
the bill would simply discourage competition 
and result in higher gas prices. 

The legislature agreed with the latter posi- 
tion. The bill that passed deleted the provision 
prohibiting oil companics from owning and

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Police still 
seek clues 


Police are still seeking clues in 
a recent robbery kidnapping 
which apparently left a Pelham 
woman with a mental block.

Bill would hike commissioner’s pay

If two things happen, Shelby 
County Commissioners could see 
their pay increased from $9,600 
to $14,600 per year. 

First, the bill granting a $5,000 
pay boost must pass the house. 
The bill was introduced in the 
state senate by Charles Bishop of 
Jasper. 

Action was expected to be 
taken on that bill in the house 
Wednesday, May 9, according to 
representative John Tanner. 

Secondly, if the bill becomes 
law the Shelby County Commis- 
sion must adopt a resolution to 
accept the pay increase, or it will 
not go into effect here. 

According to executive director 
of the Alabama Association of 
County Commissioners, O.H. 
‘Buddy’ Sharpless, if those things 
happen the bill will take effect 
before January of 1985. 

Sources in the Shelby County 
Commission office said the last 
pay raise for commissioners came 
in January of 1983. At that time, 
salaries were increased by $2,400 


per year.

employees have not had a pay 
boost in nearly three years.

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Essie Smith: nursing people

Essie Smith is a special kind of person -- and no one knows that 
better than the nursing staff at Shelby Medical Center. 

**We’d just love to make copies of her,’’ says SMC general ad- 
ministrator Faye Hylton, expressing the high regard she holds for 
her capable nursing supervisor. 

What makes Smith a natural for the nursing position is her in- 
stinct for doing the right thing. 

Nursing Administrator Brenda Carter and Hylton agree that 
Smith is able to sense what needs to be done in a given situation, 
and can often head off trouble before it arises. 

Although Smith, who lives in Alabaster, was 29 before she ever 
started working in a hospital, she says the desire to be a nurse had 
been with her since childhood. 

“If I could soothe a crying child, I thought it was just wonder- 
ful,’’ Smith says. 

That caring attitude is one of the characteristics that makes the 
nursing supervisor so special to both her patients and fellow 
workers. 

Smith puts it like this: ‘* 
I’m part of them.”’ 

The day the Reporter visited her at the hospital was what Smith 
called a ‘‘touchy day.’’ 

‘*Il’ve laughed with people, but I’ve cried too.” 

The tears were shed as she sympathized with a family over the 
loss of a loved one. 

“I feel like we need to reach out more,”’ 
what I want to do.’’ 

Even though she’s a supervisor, no job is too small for Smith. 
She pushes stretchers, starts IV’s, does ‘‘whatever needs doing,’’ 
she says. ‘‘If it’s there, I want to be part of it.’’ 

When Smith was in her teens, the prospect of a nursing career 
was dim. She had to drop out of school in the ninth grade to help 
support her family. 

Later she married Curtis Smith and eventually gave birth to three 
children -- a daughter Toni, 25, who was supposed to have been a 
boy; Curtis, 24 and Valerie, 23. But she still nurtured the idea of 
becoming a nurse. 

When the children were all in school, Smith earned her GED and 
worked as a nurse’s aide at the Alabaster hospital. 

“The people here felt like 1 had what it takes to be a nurse,’’ 
Smith relates, ‘‘and they encouraged me to further my education. 


I get wrapped up with people -- I feel like 


she says, ‘‘at least that’s 


With a group like this behind me, I couldn’t do anything but try 
and please them.’* 

Her family also supported her during her training. Curtis Smith

teacher from Thompson Elemen- 
tary School. 

He made a score of 276 out of 
a possible 350 points and will 
represent the county at the 
district event in Tuscaloosa in 
June. 

**They did remarkably well,”’ 
said Traffic Safety Center Direc- 
tor J.C. Draper, who set up the 
course. ‘‘There wasn’t a_ bad 
driver in the bunch.”’ 

Both Lee and Chambers 
thought the Road-e-o was a good 
experience. Chambers called it an 
“*eye-opener.”’ 

“You find out how much you 
can and can’t do,”’ she said.

Calera gets 
new chief 
of police

The City of Calera will have a 
new police chief Saturday, but his 
salary will not be established until 
next Monday. 

On a recommendation by 
mayor Carl Prichard at Monday 
night’s special make-up council 
meeting, police investigator Billy 
O’Bryan was appointed to head 
the city’s police department in a 
three-two decision, receiving 
descenting votes from coun- 
cilmen W.B. Watts and Arthur 
Davis. 

O’Bryan, who joined the 
Calera Police Department in 
1977, will succeed chief Harry 
Deal, who has held the position 
for the past three years and eight 
months. Deal’s resignation is ef- 
fective Friday. 

A 25-year veteran of law en- 
forcement with 21 and a half 
years on the Birmingham police 
force, Deal plans now to operate 
Plaza Gunworks in Roebuck. 

‘*You have done an outstan- 
ding and excellent job for the Ci- 
ty of Calera, and from the first 
day I felt confident of your abili- 
ty,’’ Prichard said in accepting 
Deal’s resignation. ‘‘You will be 
greatly missed.’’ 

Councilman Mark Jones called 
Deal a ‘‘true professional’’ and 
thanked him for a “‘job well 
done.”’ 

In accepting O’Bryan for the 
position, councilman Larry Far- 
ris expressed his concern over the 
new chief’s salary. 

‘I think he should work his 
way into it,’’ Farris said, referr- 
ing to Deal’s current $20,000 per 
year salary. ‘‘I think he should 
get about what a sergeant makes,

Layoffs threaten 
hospital workers

Shelby Medical Center is being forced to begin 
employee layoffs within the next several weeks. 

According to SMC administrator Norman 
Price, the continuing trend of low patient oc- 
cupancy rates at the medical center is a major con- 
tributor to the layoffs. Other hospitals nationwide 
are experiencing similar problems with occupancy 
rates. 

As of press time Tuesday morning, the exact 
number of layoffs was undetermined, as were the 
effects on the various departments within the 
hospital. 

Committees of board members, SMC staff and 
administration personnel have been meeting to try 
and fully asscess the situation. 

SMC employs some 700 people and has an an- 
nual payroll of $9.4 million before benefits. It is 

the county’s third largest employer behind the 
county board of education and Alabama Power 
Company. 

The hospital is budgeted for an occupancy rate 
of 75%. However, since the beginning of the fiscal 
year last fall, SMC patients have averaged filling 
only about 65% of the 210 beds, according to 
hospital reports. 

Monday, before weekly admissions started, 
SMC had only about 52% of its beds filled, said 
associate administrator Faye Hylton. By Tuesday, 
occupancy had climbed to 68%. 

Hylton said that one reason for the fall in oc- 


cupancy is that insurance companies are changing 
their coverage. 

Many companies now offer more reimbursement 
for outpatient and one-day admission services, 
than they do for full admissions, thus cutting into 
hospital occupancy rates. re 

Hospital officials also said care for indigent pa- 
tients is adding to financial woes at SMC. One 
SMC official, who asked not to be identified, said 
the medical center actually started the fiscal year 
with $1.5 million in write-offs for bad debts. 

Hylton said that because of lay-offs elsewhere 
in the area, many people have been forced over the 
past year to drop medical insurance all together, 
thus adding more to indigent care which SMC has 
had to absorb. 


On July 1, SMC will be switched over to a new 
Medicare payment program based on federally 
established Diagnosis Related Groups (DRG’s). 
The new system will base Medicare payments on 
predetermined prices for given services. The 
change may or may not add to SMC’s financial 
straits. 

Hylton said that this will be the first time SMC 
has been forced to lay off any large number of 
employees. 


The impending layoffs, Hylton said, are ‘‘really 
a combination of a lot of things. It’s like U.S. 
Steel. When steel orders are down, they have to 
lay off people.”’

The reduced rate -- a drop from $1.50 to $1 per 
1,000 gallons of water -- will affect those persons 
using between 4,000 and 15,000 gallons per 
month. 

According to Hamilton that means about a 25 
percent reduction for at least 90 percent of 
Pelham’s water customers. 

The minimum water rate of $4.50 for up to 
3,000 gallons per month, and the additional 
charge of $1.50 for the next 1,000 gallons, remains 
in effect. ' 

Also at the meeting A.D. Jordan sought to have 
his property in McGuire Park rezoned from 
general business to light industrial. 

The property off U.S. 31 on the Helena side of 
County 17 (Valleydale Road) is part of a recently 
annexed part of the city. It includes a mix of pro- 
perties which are allowed various uses under 
grandfather clause provisions that protected them 
when annexation was approved. 

The Pelham Planning and Zoning Board recom- 
mended that the request be denied because it 
would constitute spot zoning. 

Hamilton, who moved that the city go along 
with the recommendation by the zoning board, 
added that it would be better for the whole section 
to be rezoned instead of piece by piece. 

The city council unanimously voted to deny the 
rezoning request. 

In other action: 

Special hearings were set for June 4 to consider 
the rezoning of property owned by L.P. Wilson on 
County 11 (Simmsville Road) and for Paul Yeager 
on Martin Street, directly across from city hall. 

The Wilson property is being considered for 
rezoning from agricultural to general business. 

The change requested for the Yeager property is 
from agricultural to office and institutional.

Alabaster posts building permits

At the request of a number of 
residents of Southwind subdivi- 
sion, the Alabaster council has 
agreed to post building permits. 

City attorney Sonny Conwill 
suggested the permits be posted 
at city hall after Southwind 
residents expressed concern at 
Monday’s council meeting about 
new construction in their area.

Tom Roberts, another South- 
wind resident, asked about get- 
ting the subdivision’s zoning 
changed. 

It is rzesently zoned multi- 
family which permits apartments 
and modular homes. A request 
for a zoning change, Roberts was 
told would have to be presented 
to the city’s planning commis- 
sion. 

Conwill explained that proper- 
ty owners in the subdivision are 
protected by a covenant. But he 
said the city has no authority to 
deny development of dwellings 
permitted in multi-family zoned 
areas. 

Councilman Jack Reagin, who 
lives in Southwind himself, said 
he thought the zoning should be 
changed. 

**People paid a lot of money to 
have custom homes built,’’ he 
said, ‘‘As it is, people are at the 
mercy of landowners and 
developers, and we, as their 
representatives, are supposed to 
be protecting them.”’ 

It was reported that city 
building inspector Milton Allen 


has already written the contractor 
putting in the modular homes 
that he should only do it on the 
advice of his attorney. 

Mayor H.A. ‘‘Doc’’ Rubin 
also agreed to write the company 
putting in the modular homes in- 
forming them of the opposition 
of Southwind residents to that 
type of construction. 

Another Southwind resident 
was concerned that new construc- 
tion would cause existing 
drainage problems to get worse. 
He thought a moratorium on 
construction should be put into ef- 
fect until the drainage problems 
were solved. 

“This has been going on since 
1978 and it’s getting worse,’’ he 
said, 

Although the council did not 
agree to a moratorium, Coun- 
cilman Cal McCune promised to 
take a look at the problem and 
see if a solution could be worked 
out. 

The subject of dog control also 
came up at the meeting. Anne 
Speakman, director of the Shelby 
County Humane Society said the 
agency wouldn’t tolerate the 
“*barbaric’’ practice of shooting 
dogs. 

She referred to a recent inci- 
dent in which the city dog catcher 
shot and wounded a stray which 
is still at large. 

Reagin said he thought it was 
ridiculous for a dog catcher to 
fire a gun in an area where a child 
could be hit. 

But Police Chief C.E. ‘‘Bull’’ 
Carter reported that the dog cat- 
cher, Lonnie Coston, does have 
that authority.

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Sharbutt appointed to ‘court’

A rare legal circumstance has returned retired 
18th Judicial Circut Court Judge James H. Shar- 
butt of Vincent to the bench. 

In fact, the seat Sharbutt’s is presently serving, 
is higher than any on which he served before. He is 
now serving as a member of a duly appointed and 

empowered ‘‘special supreme court.”’ 

Sharbutt noted that little, if anything, has been 
written about the case the special court is hearing, 
but said that judicial ethics prevent him from fully 
discussing the situation which has temporarily 
brought him out of retirement. 

What happened is that the Alabama Supreme 
Court recently disqualified itself from hearing a 
case involving an alleged extra payday for certain 
judges and state officers. 

To prevent any conflict of interest, the state 
supreme court -- with two members dissenting -- 
chose a panel of seven retired Alabama judges to 
hear the case. 

The case involves legal questions about whether 
some 350 judges and state officials were supposed 
to receive extra pay last year. 

Among those named in that case are state 
supreme court justices Eric Emby and Reneau 
Almon. 

Sharbutt would only say that the special 
supreme court would have no power except in 
particular cases. 

**It is very rare that this is ever done,’’ he said. 
‘‘This may be only the third time this has been 
done in the history of the state.’’ 

According to available information, a special 
supreme court has only be used twice before, once 
in 1967 and once i1 1976. 

Sharbutt, who received his law degree from the 
University of Alabama in 1950, worked as an at- 
torney until 1967. From then until 1971 he was a 
district attorney for the 18th Judicial Circut, 
which includes Clay, Coosa and Shelby Counties. 

The Vincent native went on the 18th Judicial 
Circuit bench in 1971 and served until 1980 when 
he left to spend time with his first wife, Virginia, 
who died in 1981. 

“It is a high honor and a distinctive honor in

that the present supreme court has that much con- 
fidence in my legal ability,’’ Sharbutt said of his 
special court appoitment. 

In writing the majority opinion which resulted 
in Sharbutt’s appointment, Supreme Court Justice 
Janie Shores noted: 

‘This special supreme court was chosen among 
the ranks of retired justices and judges of this state 
and represents some of the most brilliant and in- 
tellectually honest men ever to serve in state 
government.”’ 

The special state supreme court includes retired 
chief supreme court justice Pelham J. Merrill; 
retired associate justice of the state supreme court 
Robert Hardwood; 

Retired circuit court judges Robert M. Hill, Sr. 
of Florence; Eris F. Paul of Elba; Ingram Beasley 
of Birmingham, Sharbutt of Vincent, and William 
D. Bolling of Mobile.

Birthday of life Good Morning Fp. 


The bright red cross is one of the 


’ most easily identified symbols around 


the world. Although Red Cross is easily 
identified, it is not always recognized 
for the job it does. 

May is a good time to remember this 
because the Birmingham Area Chapter 
of the American Red Cross -- which in- 
cludes the Shelby County branch -- 
celebrated its 75th birthday this month. 

Shelby County was fortunate to 
become affiliated with the chapter on 
July 1, 1964, but the chapter itself ac- 
tually began in 1909 as the Birmingham 
Red Cross Circle. 

The next year the chapter jumped in- 
to its first major disaster relief when a 
coal mine explosion killed 130 miners. 
During WWI the Red Cross -- head- 
quartered at the old Tutwiler Hotel bar 
-- pulled off such fundraisers as having 
belles lead several bulls through the city 
streets to an auction. 

During the Great Depression, the 
Red Cross chapter was a_ national 
model. It started out putting hundreds 
of people to work for $2 a day and pro- 
viding seeds for family gardens. By 


April of 1933, it was aiding 23,077 
families in the Birmingham area. 

More recently in Shelby County, 
hundreds of people benefited from the 
Red Cross when tornadoes swept the 
county in April of 1975. Later, the Red 
Cross was here when several floods 
forced Shelby County people from their 
homes 

Of course when many peuple think of 
the Red Cross, they think of giving 
blood -- and rightly so. The local 
chapter joined the American National 
Red Cross Blood Program in 1951, and 
in the 33 years ending last June, it had 
collected 2,265,328 units of blood from 
a legion of donors. Regional collection 
records were set in the process. 


Yes, this is a good time to remember 
the Red Cross; and perhaps the best 
way Shelby Countians could wish it 
Happy Birthday would be to stop by 
the Alabaster branch office at U.S. 31 
and State 119 and give the gift of life -- 
a pint of blood. 

You can do this every Friday from 
noon until 6 p.m., birthday or not.

Cop-killer bullets need banning

President Reagan has declared 
May 13-19 National Police Week. 
During this time, we honor those 
men and women who daily risk 
their lives to protect us from 
violent crime.

Birthday of life Good Morning 


The bright red cross is one of the 


’ most easily identified symbols around 


the world. Although Red Cross is easily 
identified, it is not always recognized 
for the job it does. 

May is a good time to remember this 
because the Birmingham Area Chapter 
of the American Red Cross -- which in- 
cludes the Shelby County branch -- 
celebrated its 75th birthday this month. 

Shelby County was fortunate to 
become affiliated with the chapter on 
July 1, 1964, but the chapter itself ac- 
tually began in 1909 as the Birmingham 
Red Cross Circle. 

The next year the chapter jumped in- 
to its first major disaster relief when a 
coal mine explosion killed 130 miners. 
During WWI the Red Cross -- head- 
quartered at the old Tutwiler Hotel bar 
-- pulled off such fundraisers as having 
belles lead several bulls through the city 
streets to an auction. 

During the Great Depression, the 
Red Cross chapter was a national 
model. It started out putting hundreds 
of people to work for $2 a day and pro- 


April of 1933, it was aiding 23,077 
families in the Birmingham area. 

More recently in Shelby County, 
hundreds of people benefited from the 
Red Cross when tornadoes swept the 
county in April of 1975. Later, the Red 
Cross was here when several floods 
forced Shelby County people from their 
homes. 

Of course when many peuple think of 
the Red Cross, they think of giving 
blood -- and rightly so. The local 
chapter joined the American National 
Red Cross Blood Program in 1951, and 
in the 33 years ending last June, it had 
collected 2,265,328 units of blood from 
a legion of donors. Regional collection 
records were set in the process. 


Yes, this is a good time to remember 
the Red Cross; and perhaps the best 
way Shelby Countians could wish it 
Happy Birthday would be to stop by 
the Alabaster branch office at U.S. 31 
and State 119 and give the gift of life -- 
a pint of blood.

Cop-killer bullets need banning

President Reagan has declared 
May 13-19 National Police Week. 
During this time, we honor those 
men and women who daily risk 
their lives to protect us from 
violent crime. 

The Congress should show its 
gratitude to these officers by 
passing the Law Enforcement Of- 
ficers Protection Act.

A truck loaded with fresh vegetables and a nice shade tree to 
park it under is all Hershel Adams needs to be happy. 

After all... this street corner grocery man from Alabaster, 
with his well tanned skin and plump belly, has spent most of his 
53 years working around food and making new friends. 

Adams was born and raised in Jemison, a scant 20 miles from 
Columbiana where he now sells his vegetables. He operated a 
grocery store in Jemison for 16 years until health problems forc- 
ed him to retire. 

Unable to get help with his Jemison store but unwilling to give 
up his life’s work in the grocery business, Adams turned to the 
streets. 

After moving to Alabaster with his wife, Sarah, Adams chose 
Columbiana as the place to set up shop. That’s where the 
Reporter found him last Thursday afternoon, and that’s where. 
for the past two and a half years, he has become something of a 
fixture. 

As Adams talked, people from almost every walk of life con- 
tinually interrupted him to purchase bags of the fresh goods he 
himself buys from the Farmer’s Market in Birmingham. 

Avoiding the heat in a nice shady spot, Adams said it was his 
doctor’s advice that he get out of the grocery store. He didn’t 
need to work 16-hour days. 

*‘Now I only have ten hour days and I’m not on my feet as 
bad,’’ he explained. ‘‘And, I’ve made a lot of friends in Colum- 
biana. I just enjoy working with the public.’’ 

Every morning at 6:30 Adams sets up his truck loaded with 
fresh tomatoes, potatoes, beans, squash, onions, strawberries, 
apples and oranges. He always parks just north of the county 
courthouse, perfectly situated under a giant shade tree. 

Through all kinds of weather, he stays at his post until 5:30 
p.m. He is always there, six days a week, 12 months a year. 

“I don’t never get an off season,’’ Adams said with a show of 
pride. ‘‘Storms, slect, snow and everything else never make a 
difference to me. When the weather really gets bad, I just get in 
my truck and sit down.”’ 

Adams added that he’s always made a good living selling 
groceries and because he has always been good with the public, 
people in his hometown even tried to get him to run for office. 

However, ‘‘I don’t want to get involved with that,’’ he said of 
politics with a wave of the hand. 

That might be, but it was a politician -- mayor Buck Falkner -- 
who Adams ranked as one of his best friends in Columbiana. 

Another of the friends he counts in Columbiana is Dot 
Bolton, wife of former mayor Bob Bolton.

week as the group closed out its 
second year in existence.

mission can only be as responsive 
as its internal structure allows, 
used the opportunity to present 
seven recommendations that were 
made a five-member task force 
which he had asked to study the 
PSC setup. The recommenda- 
tions are: 

*Hire a chief administrative of- 
ficer to manage the PSC’s af- 
fairs. As it is now, any two of the 
three PSC members can enact 
policies and conduct PSC 
business, which Sullivan said is 
often done with the third 
member’s prior knowledge. 

Create an outside consumer 
advocacy group and fund it. 
Sullivan said that now the PSC 
represents both utilities and con- 
sumers, and has only $250,000 to 
cover legal costs for about 15 
cases per year. In comparison, he 
said Alabama Power spent $1 
million alone on legal costs for its 
last case. 

Sullivan said that following the 
presentation of this recomenda- 
tion, the governor set up a con- 
sumer advocacy staff of 24 peo- 
ple, and the PSC agreed to fund 
it with $1 million. 

Utilize administrative law 
judges in all PSC _ hearings 
because it is not now possible for 
the commission to personally 
hear the proceeding for every 
company requesting rate 
changes.

Officer works to keep youth out of trouble fEMkSiMiescom LNs

**My goal,’’ Judy Gilbert says, ‘‘is to work with kids on their pro- 
blems before they become part of the court system.”’ 

She’s succeeded in doing that with most of the 102 young people 
she’s worked with in the year she has been Youth Aid officer with the 
Columbiana Police Department. 

Pointing with pride to what has been accomplished, Gilbert reports 
that 54 cases have been closed and only four reopened. ‘‘That tells me 
the program is working,’’ she said. 

Only seven of her cases had to be turned over to juvenile probation. 

In her dealings with young people, Gilbert has found that alcohol 
far outweighs drugs as the number one problem. She attributed this to 
the acceptance of alcohol in many of their homes. 

“Young children look to their parents for guidance,’’ Gilbert 
pointed out, ‘‘so if their parents drink they think it’s alright.”’ 

Some of her cases have been children who have been physically 
abused or neglected. In those instances, she has usually called in the 
Department of Pensions and Security. 

Behavior problems at home and at school is another area that re- 
quires her attention. But the solution there, she reported, may be as 
simple as just listening to what the young person has to say. 

‘Kids need someone to talk to,’’ Gilbert explained, ‘‘or they may 
divert their pent-up feelings into bad behavior.’’ 

If Gilbert cannot handle the problem herself, she may refer the 
young person to mental health for counseling, to the Developing 
Alabama Youth program, or to the Sheriff’s Boys Ranch or Girls 
Ranch. 

She said she has found some families who were unaware of the ser- 
vices provided by the Red Cross, Salvation Army and other agencies 
that offer help. ‘‘I’m glad I was able to connect them with these ser- 
vices,’’ she said. 

Gilbert goes to the three schools in Columbiana on a regular basis to

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At Calera High and Shelby Elementary 
Ed board transfers two principals 


by Bert Seaman 

Calera High School Principal Danny Goggins has been transferred 
to Shelby Elementary School where he will replace Katie Griffith as 
principal. 

The board members voted 3-2 at last week’s board of education 
meeting, to move Goggins. Board member Joe Coggins and board 
president Barbara Whitman cast the dissenting votes. 

Goggins said he is now considering legal action against the board of 
education. 

The decision to move Griffith back to classroom teacher was 
unanimous. 

In June, Goggins would have completed three years as Calera prin- 
cipal. Griffith has been principal at Shelby for two years. Tenure is at- 
tained only after satisfactory completion of three years in a given 
school position. 


The Shelby principal told the Reporter she had nothing to say about 
the action taken by the board. 

“I feel that it is in the best interest of Calera High School to make a 
change at this time,’’ said Deegee Schroeder, chairman of the Calera 
Board of Trustees. ‘* But I strongly feel that Mr. Goggins can make a 
positive contribution within the Shelby County system.”’ 

Regarding the problems that have been simmering at Calera for the 
past 22 years, a faculty member told the Reporter they were minor in 
the beginning. 

But when an attempt was made to straighten them out with the prin- 
cipal, Goggins reportedly dismissed them as petty gripes. 

‘‘Now they’ve become major problems,’ the Reporter was told. 
The source indicated that discipline is inconsistent and that the many 
of the students and teachers at Calera do not think that Goggins is ef- 
fective in his position at the school. 


The lack of discipline is also a concern of Shelby parents. 
‘*Discipline is needed before learning can take place,’’ one parent 
said, ‘‘plus we need someone who can furnish strong leadership.”’ 

A letter that was presented to the board Tuesday asking for Gog- 
gins’ transfer, was signed by reportedly 15 of Calera’s 25 teachers. 

Goggins contends that the decisions he has made have been based 
on what is legally and morally correct. 

‘*And I don’t intend to change,’’ he said. 

Coggins said he voted against the transfer because he though the 
Calera principal was doing the job he was hired to do. 

The board still has not acted in the case of Pelham principal Ed 
Belue. 

A petition containing more than 900 names asking for Belue’s 
removal as principal was presented to the board at a meeting last 
month. 


Airport 
lease 
unsettled

Does Lane Aero Company 
have a lease to operate Shelby 
County’s airport? 

The answer to that question 
depends upon who you happen to 
ask. 

According to county attorney 
Frank ‘‘Butch’’ Ellis and County 
Commissioner John Ames, no 
lease exists because Lane Aero 
Company never finalized the 
legal fine points. 

To boot, Ames last week got a 
motion passed by the county 
commission to deny the existence 
of any airport operation lease as 
far as the county is concerned. 


On the other hand, airport 
authority chairman Doug Ballar 
is not so certain. : 

‘Things are a little sticky righ 
now,’’ he said. ‘*The fixed base 
operator (Lane Aero, Inc.) said 
there were commitments on the 
part of the county commission we 
(the airport authority) did not en- 
tirely agree with.”’ 

Ballard said that while the air- 
port authority does not want to 
violate any commitments made 
by the county, it wants clarifica- 
tion on what those commitments 
are. 

‘Right now we are in a kind of 
limbo,’’ said Ballard. ‘‘We have 
not gotten word from the com- 
mission attorney. I only know 
what I’ve heard from word of 


mouth and until I get something 
from Ellis we'll have to wait for 
now.”’ 

Ballard did confirm that the 
previous lease for operation of 
Shelby County’s Airport expired 
in March of 1983, and that Lane 
Aero has operated on a month to 
month basis since then. 

‘But the fixed base operator 
contends the county commission 
is committed to a ten year lease,’’ 
he said. 

Larry Chapman, president of 
Lane Aero, sees things a lot more 
clearly in favor of his company. 

“It is true that they (the coun- 
ty) never finished executing the 
lease,’’ he said, ‘‘but they had a 
meeting at which they 
unanimously voted to continue 
the lease for ten years,’’ Chap- 
man said. ‘‘The airport authority 
must honor all previous commit- 
ment -- it’s a matter of public 
record.”’ 

Chapman said his company did 
try to work out a new lease agree- 
ment with the airport authority. 
But what the airport authority 
wanted to approve was a five- 
year contract with an option for 
five years more, which was not in 
accord with what the county ap- 
proved. 

Acording to Chapman, Lane 
Aero has been working in good 
faith with the county and still 
looks foward to receiving a 
mutually worked out contract. 

Chapman denounced rumors 
that Lane Aero has not lived up 
to its agreement to provide pro- 
per insurance at the county air- 


port. 

‘The authority requested and 
received copies of our insurance 
coverage,”’ he said, noting that 
there has never been a period in

Vandals hit church

Why would anyone want to vandalize the Union Church at 
Saginaw? 

That’s what members of the two congregations that meet in the 
small cement block church near the lime plant on U.S. 31 south of 
Alabaster want to know. They say they haven’t the slightest idea. 

Nonetheless, various acts of vandalism have been committed inside 
the church and on the grounds for the past three or four years. 

It began with small things -- like the theft of an alarm clock -- 
reports Sammie Nelms, a member of Pleasant Chapel AME, one of 
the churches that meets in the building. 

Last year, he says, a stove and refrigerator were stolen, and just last 
week, the altar of the church was ransacked and windows broken. 

With Alabaster no longer patrolling areas outside its city limits, 
church members have to rely on the Shelby County Sheriff’s depart- 
ment for help. 

Nelms said that a delegation of members from his church and 
Galilee Baptist -- the other church sharing the facility -- plan to talk to 
Sheriff Buddy Glasgow to see what can be done about the recurrent 
problems. Ordinarily, the Sheriff’s department doesn’t investigate 
cases of vandalism unless there are unusual circumstances. 

The latest act of vandalism was discovered last Tuesday morning 
when a church member noticed the broken windows. 

Inside, they found the pulpit and some pews overturned, the piano 
knocked off the stage and the pulpit Bible torn up. 

Curtains were also ripped down, a lamp overturned and window 
screens torn. 

However, nothing seemed to have been taken in this incident. That 
might indicate, Nelms reasons, that different people are involved in 
the crimes. 

“It looked like an act of vengeance,”’ he says. ‘“They just tore 
everything up.”’ 

On other occasions, thieves made off with a stove, refrigerator, hot 
water heater, regulators off the gas tank and later, the gas tank itself. 

If that isn’t enough, in an unrelated incident, the church suffered 
approximately $2,300 worth of exterior damage when a driver crashed 
into the front of the building. That incident occurred May 14. 

Nelms says that someone also buried a dog in the cemetery and had 
ridden a horse among the graves. 

By alerting the public to their problems, church members are hop- 
ing that someone will see something that will help in apprehending the 
culprits. 

“Or if anyone knows who is doing this, or has any information, I 
hope they wil! come forward,’’ Nelms says.

Hospital lays off 40

Empty beds and indigent care are forcing 
Shelby Medical Center to lay off 40 workers and 
to quit delivering babies. 

Both actions will be effective June 1. Both are 
expected to cause repercussions in the local 
economy, and could add considerable burden on 
the Shelby County Co! 

Staffed for an expected 75% occupancy rate, 
patients are presently filling only about 65% of 
SMC’s 210 beds. 

According to administrator Norman Price, in- 
tensive studies of the situation showed that SMC 
was over-staffed by the full time equivalence 
(FTE) of 68 people. By cutting back on work 
hours -- in some cases, working employees only 
four days a week -- Price said that only 40 people 
actually will have to be let go. 

At least some of the layoffs were expected to be 


announced to employees Tuesday morning. 

‘These 40 people also include retirements, ter- 
minations and resignations,’’ Price said Monday 
evening, but an exact breakdown on the numbers 
was not immediately available. 

SMC board member C.E. ‘‘Bull’’ Carter and 
Price both stressed that SMC remains financially 
sound and that reported problems with paying 
bills were absolutely false. 

“The layoffs are a move to keep us that way 
(sound). We are not financially faltering,’’ Price 
said. 

The standard FTE per occupied hospital bed is 
‘“*three’’ -- meaning roughly that three employees 
are used to serve one hospital patient. 

Price said that Shelby Medical has lately averag- 
ed nearly five employees to serve each patient -- 
basically leading to not enough work for the 700

From ancient times Man has been fascinated 
by cosmic occurances in the mysterious 
heavens. 

The daily path of the sun across the sky, the 
monthly changes in the phases of the moon, the 
slow revolving of the constellations and planets 
across the night skies as the seasons slip away -- 
all these things were food for fact, myth and 
even power; for in ancient times, a wise one 
who learned to predict such occurances was 
thought to possess fabulous keys to the gods. 

As such, these cosmic occurances were often 
causes of fear to Ancients. When, say, the 
moon eclipsed the sun, there was no telling 
what evil might befall the lowly ones on Earth. 

Next Wednesday morning, when in fact the 
moon will eclipse or hide some 96% of the sun 
from viewers in Shelby County, no cosmic evils 
are predicted for the Earth. 

However, as one county optometrist notes, 
problems can be predicted with great certainty 
for those who look directly at the eclipse. 

“Permanent eye damage can result from 
looking directly at the sun, or from using im- 
proper techniques to view the eclipse,’’ says 
Stancil Handley. 

When the sun is viewed directly, it will burna 
spot on the retina, typically at the macula which 
is the most important vision point, says 
Handley. When this happens, the person suf- 
fers a permanent blindspot at the central point 
of vision. 

‘*During a solar eclipse,’’ Handley says, ‘‘the 
real danger is that the brightness is reduced. 
The retina has no pain receptors and gives no 
warning when it’s being burned. The first 
symptoms of damage may not appear for

several hours or days.’’ 

Binoculars, opera glasses, telescopes and 
camera lenses concentrate the sun’s rays mak- 
ing them extremely dangerous to use in viewing 
an eclipse, he stresses. 

Handley suggests using a simple, indirect 
viewing box which works similarly to a pinhole 
camera. The device can be easily constructed 
with a cardboard box, piece of aluminum foil 
and a white sheet of paper. 

A shoebox will suffice, but a larger box will 
give a larger image. If it’s big enough to cut a 
hole in it for your head, then scattered light 
won’t enter and diffuse the image. 

Cut a five-inch square hole in one end of the 
box, cover it tightly with foil, and poke a 
smooth pinhole in the middle of it. Attach the 
sheet of paper to the inside of the box on the 
opposite end from the foil. 

Point the pinhole toward the eclipsing sun 
and focus the image that comes through the 
hole on the sheet of paper. You can then safely 
view the eclipse on the paper, Handley says. 

Glancing at the eclipse for a few seconds 
might not damage one person’s eyes, but then 
again, those few seconds could casue extensive 
damage, Handley says. For certain, direct view- 
ing longer than a few sconds will cause damage, 
he stresses. 

In Shelby County the eclipse is expected to 
begin at 9:51 a.m. and end at 12:54 p.m., accor- 
ding to information from the U.S. Naval 
Observatory. The maximum eclipse will occur 
at 11:17. 

The central path of the eclipse -- where 99% 
of the sun will be obscured by the moon -- is ex- 
pected to cross I-65 20 miles north of Mon- 
tgomery.

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View eclipse -- safely

From ancient times Man has been fascinated 
by cosmic occurances in the mysterious 
heavens. 

The daily path of the sun across the sky, the 
monthly changes in the phases of the moon, the 
slow revolving of the constellations and planets 
across the night skies as the seasons slip away -- 
all these things were food for fact, myth and 
even power; for in ancient times, a wise one 
who learned to predict such occurances was 
thought to possess fabulous keys to the gods. 

As such, these cosmic occurances were often 
causes of fear to Ancients. When, say, the 
moon eclipsed the sun, there was no telling 
what evil might befall the lowly ones on Earth. 

Next Wednesday morning, when in fact the 
moon will eclipse or hide some 96% of the sun 
from viewers in Shelby County, no cosmic evils 
are predicted for the Earth. 

However, as one county optometrist notes, 
problems can be predicted with great certainty 
for those who look directly at the eclipse. 

‘‘Permanent eye damage can result from 
looking directly at the sun, or from using im- 
proper techniques to view the eclipse,’ says 
Stancil Handley. 

When the sun is viewed directly, it will burn a 
spot on the retina, typically at the macula which 
is the most important vision point, says 
Handley. When this happens, the person suf- 
fers a permanent blindspot at the central point 
of vision. 

**During a solar eclipse,’’ Handley says, ‘‘the 
real danger is that the brightness is reduced. 
The retina has no pain receptors and gives no 
warning when it’s being burned. The first 
symptoms of damage may not appear for 


several hours or days.’’ 

Binoculars, opera glasses, telescopes and 
camera lenses concentrate the sun’s rays mak- 
ing them extremely dangerous to use in viewing 
an eclipse, he stresses. 

Handley suggests using a simple, indirect 
viewing box which works similarly to a pinhole 
camera. The device can be easily constructed 
with a cardboard box, piece of aluminum foil 
and a white sheet of paper. 

A shoebox will suffice, but a larger box will 
give a larger image. If it’s big enough to cut a 
hole in it for your head, then scattered light 
won’t enter and diffuse the image. 

Cut a five-inch square hole in one end of the 
box, cover it tightly with foil, and poke a 
smooth pinhole in the middle of it. Attach the 
sheet of paper to the inside of the box on the 
opposite end from the foil. 

Point the pinhole toward the eclipsing sun 
and focus the image that comes through the 
hole on the sheet of paper. You can then safely 
view the eclipse on the paper, Handley says. 

Glancing at the eclipse for a few seconds 
might not damage one person’s eyes, but then 
again, those few seconds could casue extensive 
damage, Handley says. For certain, direct view- 
ing longer than a few sconds will cause damage, 
he stresses. 

In Shelby County the eclipse is expected to 
begin at 9:51 a.m. and end at 12:54 p.m., accor- 
ding to information from the U.S. Naval 
Observatory. The maximum eclipse will occur 
at 11:17. 

The central path of the eclipse -- where 99% 
of the sun will be obscured by the moon -- is ex- 
pected to cross I-65 20 miles north of Mon- 
tgomery. 


Space may present problem 


with fully funded kindergarten

From ancient times Man has been fascinated 
by cosmic occurances in the mysterious 
heavens. 

The daily path of the sun across the sky, the 
monthly changes in the phases of the moon, the 
slow revolving of the constellations and planets 
across the night skies as the seasons slip away -- 
all these things were food for fact, myth and 
even power; for in ancient times, a wise one 
who learned to predict such occurances was 
thought to possess fabulous keys to the gods. 

As such, these cosmic occurances were often 
causes of fear to Ancients. When, say, the 
moon eclipsed the sun, there was no telling 
what evil might befall the lowly ones on Earth. 

Next Wednesday morning, when in fact the 
moon will eclipse or hide some 96% of the sun 
from viewers in Shelby County, no cosmic evils 
are predicted for the Earth. 

However, as one county optometrist notes, 
problems can be predicted with great certainty 
for those who look directly at the eclipse. 

“‘Permanent eye damage can result from 
looking directly at the sun, or from using im- 
proper techniques to view the eclipse,’’ says 
Stancil Handley. 

When the sun is viewed directly, it will burn a 
spot on the retina, typically at the macula which 
is the most important vision point, says 
Handley. When this happens, the person suf- 
fers a permanent blindspot at the central point 
of vision. 

‘During a solar eclipse,’’ Handley says, ‘‘the 
real danger is that the brightness is reduced. 
The retina has no pain receptors and gives no 
warning when it’s being burned. The first

several hours or days.”’ 

Binoculars, opera glasses, telescopes and 
camera lenses concentrate the sun’s rays mak- 
ing them extremely dangerous to use in viewing 
an eclipse, he stresses. 

Handley suggests using a simple, indirect 
viewing box which works similarly to a pinhole 
camera. The device can be easily constructed 
with a cardboard box, piece of aluminum foil 
and a white sheet of paper. 

A shoebox will suffice, but a larger box will 
give a larger image. If it’s big enough to cut a 
hole in it for your head, then scattered light 
won’t enter and diffuse the image. 

Cut a five-inch square hole in one end of the 
box, cover it tightly with foil, and poke a 
smooth pinhole in the middle of it. Attach the 
sheet of paper to the inside of the box on the 
opposite end from the foil. 

Point the pinhole toward the eclipsing sun 
and focus the image that comes through the 
hole on the sheet of paper. You can then safely 
view the eclipse on the paper, Handley says. 

Glancing at the eclipse for a few seconds 
might not damage one person’s eyes, but then 
again, those few seconds could casue extensive 
damage, Handley says. For certain, direct view- 
ing longer than a few sconds will cause damage, 
he stresses. 

In Shelby County the eclipse is expected to 
begin at 9:51 a.m. and end at 12:54 p.m., accor- 
ding to information from the U.S. Naval 
Observatory. The maximum eclipse will occur 
at 11:17. 

The central path of the eclipse -- where 99% 
of the sun will be obscured by the moon -- is ex- 
pected to cross I-65 20 miles north of Mon-

children entered first grade last 
year.

such capital outlay was not in- 
cluded in the budget. 

“If we have to pitch pup 
tents,’’ he remarked facetiously, 
“‘we’re going to serve those 
kindergarten students.”’ 

Because of the population 
growth expected for the county, 
the superintendent said the board 
is requesting a 25-1 pupil teacher 
ratio rather than the 22-1 that’s 
preferred. 

He also said the board is asking 
the state department of education 
for permission to have as many as 
30 pupils in a class in situations 
where space is at a premium. In 
those situations, the superinten- 
dent noted, the teacher would 
have an aide to assist her. 

Admitting that it will be a 
strain to have everything in place 
when school opens, Nail said, ‘‘at 
least it’s a step in the right direc- 
tion.”’ 

When the kindergarten pro- 
gram was initiated eight years 
ago, Nail said there were only 
two units -- both at Wilsonville. 

Students were chosen by means 
of a lottery. In the second year of 
operation, ten additional units 
were added in other parts of the 


county. 
In 1983, 440 children were 
enrolled in 20 units located 


throughout the system. 

Nail asks that any parent who 
has not registered a child who will 
be attending public kindergaten 
in the fall, to contact the school 
the child will be attending as soon 
as possible,

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New chief’s salary set

Billy O’Bryan officially ac- 
cepted his appointment as 
Calera’s chief of police at Mon- 
day’s Calera council meeting. 

Following his recomendation 
last week by Mayor Carl 
Prichard, O’Bryan now succeeds 
former chief Harry Deal. 

Deal, who now operates a gun 
dealership in Roebuck, submitted 
his resignation, eféective last Fri- 
day, to the council several weeks 
ago. 

In naming O’Bryan chief the 
council set his annual salary at 
$18,500 -- $1,500 less than Deal’s 
ycarly earnings. That action drew 
argument from councilman Jeff 
Pilgreen who said the figure is 
too low. 

**We appointed him (O’Bryan) 
chief. He is qualified for the job 
and he should make what the 
former chief made,’’ Pilgreen 
said. 

Pilgreen recommended 
O’Bryan’s salary be set at 
$19,000, but the proposal was not 
brought to a council vote. 

O’Bryan joined the Calera 
police force as a patrolman in 
February 1979, then was pro- 
moted to investigator in February 
1982. 

In 1982 he made 47 felony ar- 
rests and 145 misdemeanor ar- 
rests, plus recovered $115,231 
worth of stolen merchandise. The 
following year, he made 22 


felony arrests and 96 misde- 


meanor arrests and recovered 
$197,000 worth of stolen proper- 
ty.

Layoffs leave victims 


The layoffs at Shelby Medical Center is 
some of the worse local news to make 
headlines in a long time. 

Beneath -- or perhaps beyond -- the 
declining patient census rates and other 
facts and figures, there is the unfortunate 
human angle to the story. 

As of next month, some 40 people no 
longer will be bringing home to their 
families paychecks that help keep them 
fed, sheltered and clothed. 

There will, of course, be unemployment 
checks, but as many people already know 
from firsthand experience, ‘‘pennies’’ do 
not go very far at the grocery store. 


Although no one will likely starve, 
we’re afraid it would be too much to hope 
that the layoffs will be only minor in- 
conveniences for these former hospital 
workers. 

Forty less jobs and other paycheck cuts 
do not in themselfs make for a depres- 
sion, But one safely can assume that the 
snowball effects on the local economy will 
not be positive. 

If the county ends up footing a con- 
ceivably heavy bill for indigent baby 
deliveries -- well, to say the least, no one 
will be handing out cigars. 

Of course what happened at Shelby 


Medical Center -- and what has heen hap- 
pening at hospitals across the country -- 
has been a long time coming. 

The general economy has shoveled on 
its share of the burden, leading naturally 
to more indigent care. 

Moreover, for years the health care in- 
dustry basically has not had to worry 
greatly about keeping costs down. 

As doctor and hospital bills climbed, 
the federal government and the insurance 
companies increased their payments. It’s 
no secret that this buck was literally pass- 
ed on to the public, which was called on to 
increase payments to insurance campanies 
and the tax man. 

Now the feds are placing some sort of 
lid on Medicare payments. Insurance 
companies are offering incentives to peo- 
ple who opt out-patient services. 

All this is good in that the health care 
buck has to stop somewhere. All this is 
bad in that individuals have to pay the 
ultimate price for braking a runaway 
system. 

With this in light, those people being 
laid off from Shelby Medical Center were 
not the cause of a problem. They were 
merely victims, and as such they deserve 
our compassion.

Foreign policy draws concern

A nation’s foreign policy may 
be defined as a statement of ob- 
jectives that will be supported in 
the future. 

Our Monroe Doctrine, for ex- 
ample, expressing opposition to 
the extension of hostile European 
influence in the Americas, guided 
our actions in this hemisphere for 
over a hundred years. Similarly, 
after World War II, our member- 
ship in NATO added muscle to 
our commitment to the defense 
of Western Europe against inva- 
sion. More recently, our pledge 
to keep the Persian Gulf open for 
shipping assures the flow of oil so 
vital to Europe and Japan, im- 
portant allies for the security of 
the United States itself. 

A sovereign nation is free to 
change its mind at any time, so 
the effect of any foreign policy 


depends upon its credibility - will 
the nation choose, as well as have 
the power, to do what the policy 
promises? The settlement of the 
Russian Missile Crisis in Cuba, 
pledging no future interference 
with the new communist regime 
supported by the Soviets, 
frustrated the purpose, perhaps 
fatally, of the Monroe Doctrine 
for the Americas. Russia then felt 
released to continue to spread her 
influence in the western 
hemisphere. 

Credibility is a fragile entity 
and erodes with every failure to 
carry out obligations. Currently, 
serious doubts are being raised 
concerning our willingness, even 
our ability, to join in the defense 
of Western Europe as Russia 
adds to her conventional military 
superiority a growing edge in 
atomic, chemical and biological

Gov. Wallace’s decision to call a special 
legislative session to address the question of co- 
employee lawsuits is a clear signal that he is 
concerned about Alabama’s business climate. 

Two years ago, after a bitter campaign, an 
amendment to the State Constitution which 
would have prohibited co-employee suits was 
defeated by the voters. It was a major victory 
for organized labor, also a major victory for 
trial lawyers. Business leaders warned that the 
defeat of the amendment would result in a wave 
of lawsuits which would not only be costly to 
them, but would have a serious impact on 
Alabama’s efforts to attract new industry. 

There has indeed been a wave of lawsuits. At 
last count more than 300 had been filed. But 
perhaps more damaging has been the 
discouraging effect these suits have had on in- 
dustrial prospects. 

For some months, Gov, Wallace and his 
aides have been meeting behind closed doors 
with representatives of both labor and industry 
to work out some form of compromise. The 
legislation to be offered in the special session is 
the result of those meetings. 

One high-ranking industri who insisted 
on anonymity said Gov. Wai.ace’s special ses- 
sion call ‘‘is the first positive signal to be sent to

SMC adopts new payment plan 


In the past few years a couple 
of things called PPS and DRGs 
have been floating around Shelby 
Medical Center and other 
hospitals throughout the nation. 
In the next few months, these two 
relatively new terms will become 
a way of life for SMC and its 
Medicare patients. 

The Prospective Payment 
System (PPS) will be im- 
plemented at SMC on July 1. A 
new Medicare payment program, 
PPS uses Diagnosis Related 
Groups (DRGs) to determine 
how much a hospital will be paid 
for each hosptial stay. Under the 
previous Medicare payment 
system, hospitals were paid for 
the expenses actually incurred, 


with some limitations. The of- 
ficials at Medicare have studied 
the cost of treating certain 
diagnoses, and have now drawn 
up a predetermined schedule of 
prices that hospitals will be paid 
to treat those illnesses. Federal 
regulations require that the 
hospitals receive that amount, 
regardless of the number and cost 
of the tests run, the supplies used 
or the number of days a patient is 
in the hospital. 

PPS is an effort by the federal 
government to discourage long 
hospital stays and unnecessary 
tests, and in doing so, to reduce 
the cost of the Medicare pro- 
gram. It is designed to offer in- 
centives for hospitals to become 


UM holds the line 


on cost of tuition 


The University of Montevallo 
will not implement a proposed 
tuition and fees increase for 
1984-85. Nonetheless, the board 
of trustees has already authorized 
President Jim Vickrey to imple- 
ment one. 

Vickrey told the trustees at 
their recent meeting in conjunc- 
tion with May Commencement 
ceremonies of his decision, made 
after consultation with student 
leaders and a review of 1984-85 
revenue projections. 


‘Although you authorized me 
at your last meeting to proceed 
with an increase in tuition and 
fees for the 1984-85 academic 
year, I have concluded that we 
should not do so,’” Vickrey told 
the trustees at their recent spring 


meeting. ‘‘This decision comes 
after lengthy consultation with 
our outgoing Student Govern- 
ment Association President Ben- 
ny Youngblood and other cam- 
pus leaders.”’ 

‘*] imagine this will put us in a 
small group of state institutions 
this year. Indeed, we may be the 
only institution in the state that 
does not have an increase,’’ he 
added. 

Vickrey told the trustees, 
however, that he has informed 
student leaders that an increase 
for 1985-86 is likely to occur and 
it will be a significant increase. 

Annual tuition at Montevallo 
is approximately $1,000 plus 
room and board, which ex- 
periences a small inflationary in- 
crease every year.

Barbara Logan knocked on a door at the Alabaster housing pro- 
ject. She had a birthday cake for the woman who lived in the apart- 
ment. 

With a broad smile on her face, Logan wished a ‘‘Happy Birth- 
day’’ to the lady who opened the door. 

“‘There was a surprised look on the lady’s face,’’ Logan 
rememberd, ‘‘and she didn’t say anything right away.”’ 

The reason, Logan soon learned, was that it wasn’t the woman’s 
birthday. 

**] had the right day, but the wrong month,’’ she laughed. 

Logan is a woman who takes pleasure in doing for others, Those 
she ‘‘does for’’ are mostly older people who live alone and don’t 
have anyone to remember them on their birthdays or on holidays. 

She had been given a list of names and the birth dates of people 
like that who live in the housing project. 

However, there was an error on one birthday, and the lady whose 
birthday was in November got her cake in May. 

‘**T told her to keep it since we’d missed her birthday,’’ Logan 
laughed, ‘‘and she did.”’ 

It was through her Sunday school class at the First Baptist 
Church that Logan first got started taking cakes and fruit baskets 
to people who live alone to show them that someone cares. 

When the Sunday school class dropped the project, Logan decid- 
ed she’d continue it. Her sister-in-law, Zell Williams, helped too. 

“*I do it because I love to,’’ Logan declared. 

This past Christmas, Logan said she and her sister-in-law and a 
few others delivered 117 pounds of cake and over 50 fruit baskets. 

When she took on the project, Logan said she had three names. 
Today, she and Williams take cakes to 35-40 people. 

There are other times, too, when Logan takes food to others. But 
those occasions are not happy ones. 

**] got in the habit of cooking for families where there’s been a 
death,’’ she said, ‘‘because it was part of my responsibility when | 
was hostess at the church.’’ 

Logan has been a member of First Baptist for 16 years and is a 
lifelong Alabaster resident. 

She was nine-years-old when her father, Lester Williams, mar- 
ried Louise Walker. Mrs. Walker had three sons -- Mickey, Lamar 
and C.E., nicknamed ‘‘Red,’’ who later became the county sheriff. 
‘It was tough, being the only girl,’’ Logan said. 

When she was 15, Logan dropped out of school to marry her 
husband, Curtis, a decision she said she has never regretted. 

‘*He was upset with me when I had to go into the hospital the 
first of the year,’’ Logan said. 

She has problems with her health, Logan explained, and her hus-

band worried that she was overdoing it with her concern for those 
whom she felt needed her attention.

Even if she’s not on the move, Logan’s hands are always busy. 
She makes baby quilts, bedspreads and does other hand work. And 
she likes to fool with flowers too. 

She also works part time in her brother’s business. But in her 
book, nothing is more satisfying than doing for others. 

**T don’t know anything so great about what I’m doing,’’ Logan 
said. ‘‘Other people do this too.’’ 

There would undoubtedly be some who disagreed with her -- 
namely, the 35-40 people who see her smiling face at their door, 
with a cake and a word of cheer. 

Admitting that she’s fond of children too, Logan said she wished 
she had more grandchildren. 

‘*But I guess having one is better than having none,”’ she said.

SMC finance chairman Her- 
man Moore noted that E&W’s 
proposal this year was $11,000 
less than last year, but the indica- 
tions were that it was still among 
the highest of the five proposals 
submitted. 

Those proposals reportedly 
ranged from about $9,000 to 
$18,000. 

Moore noted that BC&M did 
not offer the lowest cost, but ap- 
peared to be the best dollar value 
for the services sought. 

SMC administrtor Norman 
Price noted that BC&M specializ- 
ed in hospital accounting and 
were qualified for the bond 
market. 

Also during the meeting the pa- 
tient census were reported up 
slightly to 65.89 percent for the 
year to date. That figure, 
however, is significantly below 
the 75 percent occupancy rate for 
which the hospital had budgeted 
-- the leading factor behind the

Exit tests 
stump 133

Shelby County’s ‘‘Johnny’’ 
can read, but he has trouble ad- 
ding and demonstrating a com- 
mand of the English language. 

At least that’s the picture 
painted by results of the Alabama 
High School Graduation (exit) 
exam given this past October and 
April. 

Of the 732 students who took 
the test for the first time in Oc- 
tober, 133 -- 18 percent -- failed 
at least one portion of the test. 
They had to retake the exam in 
April. 

According by George Dailey, 
county coordinator of secondary 
education, only seven of those 
133 students failed to pass the 
reading section. 

At the same time, however, 52 
of them did not pass the math 
portion of the test and 72 failed 
the language portion. 

To graduate from high school 
in Alabama, students must pass 
all parts of the test. 

Of those who repeated the exit 
exam this past April, 71 percent -- 
five of seven -- passed the reading 
section the second time around. 
Two students -- 29 percent -- fail- 
ed it again. 

Of the 52 students who 

repeated the math portion, only 
67 percent -- 35 students -- pass- 
ed. Seventeen students -- one 
third -- flunked again. 
. Regarding the language sec- 
tion, only 60 percent of the 
repeaters -- 43 of 72 -- passed 
while 29 students flunked again. 
This means 40 percent failed the 
second time around. 

The picture was brighter for 
students taking the test for the 
first time in April. Again, 
however, the math and language 
portions of the test revealed 
academic deficits. 

One hundred percent -- 16 of 
16 -- who took the reading test 
for the first time passed. 

At least 94 percent -- 15 of 16 -- 
students taking the math portion 
for the first time passed. One fail- 
ed. 
Regarding the language section 
of the test, only 77 percent -- 
ten of 13 -- students passed the 
first time around. Three students 
-- 23 percent -- failed.

County students score above 


national average on CAT test 


Shelby County students have beaten their na- 
tional counterparts in every category of the 
California Achievement Test (CAT). The test is 
divided into reading, language, math and spelling. 

This marked the first year ever that CAT 
averages across the state were higher than the na- 
tional average. 

County coordinator of secondary education 
George Dailey says the county results from April’s 
test -- given to students in grades one, two, four, 
five, seven, eight, and ten -- are even better than 
last year’s local scores. 

‘*Last year we (Shelby County students) were 
above the national average in everything but tenth 
grade spelling,’’ he said. ‘‘This year, we were 
above in that.’’ 

However, as Dailey noted, fourth and fifth 


grade students in Shelby County averaged lower 
math scores than were averaged statewide. 

**It just means that the whole state did well,’’ he 
said of that short fall. 

Recovering from last year’s deficit, this year’s 
tenth graders beat the national average in spelling 
of 10.7, by performing at a grade level of 11.5 
years. 

Some of the strongest showings by Shelby 
County students. against national averages ap- 
peared in language, math and spelling skills. 

In language, county students out-performed the 
nation by nearly two years or better in the fourth, 
fifth, seventh, eighth and tenth grades. 

County students out-performed the nation by 
nearly two years in tenth grade math and by nearly 
three years in fifth grade reading.

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Metrock, grocery add jobs in 


Montevallo employment area

Two employers will be providing jobs for 
Montevallo residents -- one within weeks, the 
other within a year’s time. 

The news was announced at Monday’s meeting 
of the Montevallo Council that Metrock will be 
moving into the former Westinghouse plant. 

And when the industry gets into full operation 
within the next 12 months, the Helena based firm 
will employ 60 people at the site on State 25 -- 20 
of whom will be new employees. 

Also at the meeting, Don Stonicher reported 
that he will be opening a chain grocery known as 
Lucky’s in approximately three weeks. 

The grocery is located in Whaley Shopping 
Center on the site of Warehouse Foods which 
burned last year. 

Three council members voted in favor of 
Stonicher’s application for an off premises beer 
and table wine license. Counilman Grady Parker 
and Councilwoman Billie Lacey abstained in the 
voting. 

Stonicher said he was selling alcoholic beverages 
to be competitive with other stores in the city and 
to keep residents from shopping out of town. — 

In order to help Metrock move its wire galvaniz- 
ing operation to Montevallo, city administrator 
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Don Hughes said the Industrial Development 
Board had agreed to float a $1 million bond issue. 

He added that the bonds have already been pur- 
chased by Central Bank in Birmingham. 

Another plus for the city, Hughes noted, will be 
the sale of approximately 5,000 units of gas per 
month to the industry -- more than Westinghouse 
purchased while there. 

In other business, the council agreed to apply 
for a $97,000 discretionary funds grant for sewer 
line work in the Shoal’s Creek area. 

The city will be required to match that with 
$28,000 which will include in-kind services. 

Hughes said that the replacement of 1,100 feet 
of deteriorated sewer line will allow the city to 
determine how much creek water is seeping into 
the lines and overloading the treatment plant. 

May 31 was the deadline to apply for the grant. 

The project will tie in with rehabilitating 
delapitated housing in the Shoal Creek area, work 
for which the city has a $295,000 Community 
Development Block grant. 

There are 60 dwellings needing repair, Hughes 
said. 

Twelve applications residential housing repairs 
were originally submitted, and 20 additional re- 
quests are now being studied. 
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Deputies get 
2% pay raise

The Shelby County Commission adopted a new pay scale Tuesday 
morning that will give employees of the sheriff's deaprtment a five 
percent pay raise. 

According to law enforcement personnel board chairman Teddy 
Brasher, while the new scale is higher than its predecessor, it will save 
money in the future. 

Brasher said all the automatic pay advancements of the past will be 
brought under stricter control, doing away with the log jam at the top 
pay level that now exists. 

Previously, the deputies’ pay scale was tied by Alabama law into 
that of the state troopers. That law will expire in July. 

It also was being considered because state law leaves any new pay 
scale entirely to the discretion of Shelby County Law Enforcement 
Personnel Board. 

The new pay scale was worked out by the Shelby County Law En- 
forcement Personnel Board, several deputies and county commis- 
sioner John Ames. 

First step salaries for new deputies now will be $607.95 bi-weekly. 
Pay in the deputy classification could climb through as many as 18 
steps to a maximum of $922.95 bi-weekly. Under the old scale, a depu- 
ty started at $579 and advanced to $879 bi-weekly. 

According to Ames, the entry level pay for a deputy is $206.70 per 
year higher than minimums mandated by state law. 

The lowest salaries under the proposed pay scale are for radio 
disptacher and clerical duties. Those classifications begin at $450.45 
bi-weekly and could climb through 18 steps to $688.17 bi-weekly. 
Under the old scale that pay could climb from $452 to 655.40 bi- 
weekly. 

The highest scaled salary is for chief investigator, which begins at 
$922.95 bi-weekly and can climb to $1,398.60 bi-weekly at pay step 18. 
Under the old scale that pay could climb from $879 to $1,332 bi- 
weekly. 

According to the new setup, a new employee with experience could 
begin as high as step five. 

An employee entering at the first step would receive a one-step ad- 
vancement after six months and a one-step increase after each year un- 
til pay step 15. 

New employees starting at a pay step higher than one, however, 
would not be allowed to advance for a full year. 

Until an employee reached step 15, advancement will be subject to 
the sheriff’s approval. After step 15, advancement will be subject to 
the approval of the Law Enforcement Personnel Board. 

Classified employees with a two-year college degree will be given a 
five percent salary increase, and employees with four year degrees will 
receive a 10 percent increase. 

The new pay scale will go into effect October 1.

The Shelby County delegation rated the past legislative session with 
mixed marks. Likewise, at least two of the lawmakers say they view 
the present special session with mixed feelings. 

The controversial issue of co-employee law suits -- called a major 
stumbling block in the recruitment of new industry to Alabama -- tops 
the special session agenda. But reports indicate that the issue may not 
be resolved before the session hits its 12 meeting day limit. 

Business proponents say the number of lawsuits filed in Alabama by 
injured employees against their fellow workers and supervisors, 
strongly deter businesses from relocating here; but the arrangement 
has received support from both labor and trial lawyers groups. 

In exchange for capping the lawsuits with immunity for co- 
employees, Governor George Wallace proposed legislation that 
would, among other things, increase weekly benefits to employees in- 
jured on the job. 

**T thought it was agreed on by business and labor and the trial 
lawyers before the special session,’’ Shelby County Representative 
Sonny Moore said Monday, following two days of special session. ‘‘If 
it was agreed on, it got unagreed on right quick.”’ 

**(The proposal) has its good points and bad points,”’ he said, “‘I 
don’t want to cut a person’s rights because some people say Alabama 
is bad for business, but I don’t want to give a man something just for 
big labor.”’ 

‘The direction we’re heading is good,’’ said district Senator Frank 
‘*‘Butch”’ Ellis. But, he noted, because of the 12-day limit, such con- 
troversy legislation should not have been presented in special session 
unless a compromise was close at hand. 

Both Moore and Ellis had doubts that the matter would be resolved 
this go round. On Monday and Tuesday morning the Reporter was 
unable to reach Shelby County Representative John Tanner for com- 
ment. 

According to reports, last Wednesday in committee meeting Tanner 
proposed wording changes in the bill to allow co-employee suits to be 
filed where ‘‘wanton conduct’’ could be shown. That measure was 
defeated by a 6-4 vote, but a similar measure in the senate was still be- 
ing considered as of press time. 

The governor also hopes to refinance highway bonds during the 
special session so as to free up $24 million which would be divided bet- 
ween the general fund and road work, 

Ellis said he felt this matter should have been handled in the regular 
session. 

‘Generally, I enjoyed the (regular session) experience,"’ said the 
freshman senator, ‘‘but I’m concerned about the waste of time, 
money and effort.’’ 

“‘It was one of the tougher sessions as far as controversial legisla- 
tion,’’ said Moore, a veteran of 10 regular sessions. ‘‘But one of the 
easiest as far as education.”’

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Spradco Park suffers setback

A proposed industrial park for North Shelby County approved by 
the Shelby County Planning Commission in 1980 will have to go back 
to square one. 

Members of the county planning commission voted 5-2 last week to 
treat the proposed development of Spradco Park on State 119 
(Cahaba Valley Road), as a new case. 

That decision was based on an order from Judge Robert Armstrong 
that was issued April 5. 

In that order, Armstrong said the commission should conduct 
another hearing to consider whether Gaither Spradling should be 
allowed to proceed with his plans to construct the park. 

The approximatley 50-acre site near Old Virginia Subdivision is not 
zoned for industry, so a change in zoing would be the first require- 
ment. 

The reason behind Armstrong’s ruling is that different planning 
commission members -- not the present ones -- granted approval for 
the park. 

Armstrong’s order says in part: ‘‘The question of whether or not to 
allow the Spradco Project should have been put to the ‘new’ commis- 
sion as a fresh, new question, rather than as a request asking the ‘new’ 
commission to rule on a ‘left-over’ decision made by a body, which, as 
it developed, no longer exists.’’

Later, Price expanded on the 
situation behind the closing of 
the obstetrics unit, saying that in 
the past OB doctors had par- 
ticipated in indigent care at SMC, 

Dr. Paul Perry, former chief of 
the unit, said ‘‘although mid- 
wives have delivered around 55 
percent of the indigent OB cases 
in the past several years, the 
physicians have always maintain- 
ed the responsibility of the pa- 
tients.’’ 

Perry, who had been 
unavailable for comment prior to 
last week’s news deadline, said he 
has never asked to be compen- 
sated for treating indigent pa- 
tients. 

Two years ago, when the pa-

UM nears minority goals 


The University of Montevallo 
is a step away from achieving its 
current goals in minority student 
recruitment and faculty and staff 
hiring. 

According to UM reports, dur- 
ing the past year the university 
surpassed its undergraduate stu- 
dent goal, and welcomed its first 
black trustee to the campus. By 
the fall term, it expects to reach 
its faculty/ staff hiring goal. 

Enrollment figures for the fall 
semester of 1983 showed 
Montevallo with a_ black 
undergraduate enrollment ~ f 181 
or 9.1% of all the 
undergraduates. The University’s 
goal since 1978 had been an 
enrollment of 8%. 

In 1976 the black 
undergraduate enrollment was at 
5.7%. 

Among the 147-person faculty 
of last year, there were two full- 
time and two part-time black 
members. At least four. full-time 
faculty members are expected to 
be employed by next fall. 

“‘By the fall, we will have 
reached our faculty goal 
numerically, but not 
philosophically,’’ said Dr. Ger- 
trude McGuire, professor of 
business and assistant to the 
president for faculty/ staff rela- 
tions. 

McGuire, who is also UM’s 
equal opportunity officer, said 
that active recruiting of both 
students and faculty will con-

Lawsuits are albatross 


Alabama is fighting a losing battle in 
the Sun Belt war to attract new industry. 
Why? Because we have a multi-million 
dollar albatross noosed around our necks 
-- the co-employee lawsuit problem. 

According to FANTUS, the indepen- 
dent research group that helps corpora- 
tions determine the best states in which to 
relocate, co-employee lawsuits are the #1 
problem companies have with coming to 
Alabama. 

During legislative testimony, ADO 
director Jamie Etheridge named specific 
companies that refused to come here 
because of co-employee lawsuits. 

Says a vice president for Georgia- 
Pacific: ‘‘In all candor... we have serious 
reservations about considering Alabama 
for new plant locations or for expansion 
of existing operations because of the 
threat of co-employee suits.”’ 

These things should add up. 

The lawsuits under the co-employee 
setup certainly do. 

A survey of member companies with 
Associated Industries of Alabama and the 
Alabama Chamber of Commerce -- 
representing less than one percent of the 
businesses in the state -- revealed that 
$121,146,000 in co-employee suits have 
been filed in Alabama in the first five 
months of 1984 alone -- that’s more than 
$24 million per month sought in damages. 

The way the Alabama law now works, 
not only are fellow employees -- most all 
of us -- liable for simple negligence that 
leads to another worker’s injury, but the 
liability is extended to safety personnel, 


Significantly, Alabama is the only state 
in the nation where one employee can sue 
fellow workers in simple negligence as a 
constitutional right. 

That sends out a message. And that 
message leaves Alabama ranked next to 
last in one of the latest national business 
climate studies. 

In exchange for limiting such lawsuits 
to cases of ‘‘willful conduct,’’ Gov. 
Wallace offered a bill that would increase 
disability payments up to $190 per week -- 
maybe not as much compensation as a $10 
million lawsuit, but still the largest one- 
time increase ever in Alabama. 

Apparently the special session hangup 
over the proposal comes in the Alabama 
Trial Lawyers Association’s desire to ex- 
pand liability to include ‘‘wonton con- 
duct” -- a step that would still leave 
Alabama less competitive than sister 
states when it comes to new industries. 

Of course, considering that plantiff 
lawyers receive half of collected damages 
in such suits, the present co-employee 
liability law does help keep at least one 
segment of the population working. 

For the most good, for the most people 
in the state, the present co-employee 
liability law has got to go. If it doesn’t it’s 
money down the drain. 

Speaking of money down the drain... 
why did an important, controversial issue 
such as this even come up during an ex- 
pensive special session when its chance of 
passage would, to say the least, be about 
as good as a dead albatross’ chances of 
flying?

Community let down OB unit 


Letter to the Editor and 
the Community of Shelby Coun- 
ty: 


Much has been printed in the 
media during the past two weeks 
concerning the closing of the OB 
unit at Shelby Medical Center. 
Initially the reasons given for 
closing the unit were financial, 
but speculation and rumor have 
continued, 

The Reporter stated in last 
Thursday’s issue that the unit 
would have remained open if 
Drs. Perry and Belyeu had agreed 
not to move. This statement is a 
simplistic and unfair response to 
the complex question of why the 
unit was closed. 

If the hospital was unable to 
withstand the financial drain of 
OB services, then the blame must 
ultimately fall on the community 
at large for failure to utilize the 
facilities in the county rather than 


seeking obstetrical care in the Bir- 
mingham area, The quality of 
care and service offered at the 
family-centered obstetrical unit 
at Shelby Medical Center are 
equal to any found in Jefferson 
County. 

The International Childbirth 
Education Association classifies 
Shelby Medical Center as an 
‘excellent’? maternity facility. 
Drs. Perry and Belyeu as well as 
the OB staff have worked 
diligently since the unit’s opening 
in 1978 to provide a personal 
family-centered atmosphere that 
assured treatment of patients as 
individuals rather than mere 
numbers. 

The most frequently expressed 
concern pertaining to the quality 
of care in the OB unit has been 
the lack of a high risk nursery. 
The staff in the unit, however, 
were trained to manage and 


stabilize sick infants and those 
that required intensive care were 
transferred to an appropriate 
facility. A newborn has never 
been lost at Shelby Medical 
Center because of the lack of a 
high risk nursery. 

Reprocussions from the closing 
of the unit remain to be seen and 
one question in particular must 
be answered: What are those 
women to do who are without in- 
surance and the financial 
resources to gain admittance to 
Birmingham hospitals? It is 
regrettable that Shelby County 
can no longer assume respon- 
sibility for its citizens and that 
one of the finest birthing centers 
in the Southeast will no longer be 
available.

In 
my eight years of residence in 
Shelby County, the Shelby 
Medical Center went from a 
hospital with a questionable 
reputation to a hospital that I was 
more than willing to have deliver 
my last child. Due to the cir- 
cumstances in which that child 
was delivered, Shelby Medical 
Center was the only choice I had. 
However, I had already chosen to 
use your facility that had earned 
my trust and respect. 

My last child was born in the 
ice and snow storm of 1982, 
Because of the poor road condi- 
tions, the rescue squad was able 
to transport me to your hospital 
but would not have been able to 
take me to Jefferson County. It 


would have been unfortunate if I 
would have delivered in your 
emergency room without an 
obstetrician, the qualified nurs- 
ing staff and the nursery that you 
now provide. My baby had a 
medical problem that your infant 
nursery was prepared to handle. 
She may not have been treated if 
the obstetric services were not 
provided. 

I was not the only one in this 
situation. There were other 
women who turned to Shelby 
Medical Center for help and were 
served by the dedicated doctors 
and nursing staff during this 
time. These women could reach 
your hospital when travel north 
was impossible. Circumstances 
such as this are not common, but 
subjecting the mothers-to-be of 
Shelby County to hazardous 
deliveries of years past when 
babies were delivered in cars and 
gas stations because of the long 


drive into Jefferson County is not 
providing quality care. 

It has been comforting to see 
the improvements and growth in 
your medical services that you 
now provide. With this recent 
decision, I can not help but fear 
that you are now reverting back 
to the old reputation that once 
existed when you chose to turn 
away the mothers of Shelby 
County. Certainly, you would 
not want to move backward, but 
forward in your commitment to 
the medical care of your com- 
munity. 

If money is the reason for 
eliminating this program that 
provides such a vital service to 
our community, what is next?

In light of the effort to 
cut costs, the decision was made 
not to seek replacements for the 
midwives. Since obstetricians on 
staff declined to deliver for the 
indigent, there was no choice but 
to close the department and 
discontinue delivery services.

the hospital and the citizens of 
our county and the neighboring 
Jefferson County. It should be 
pointed out, however, that opi- 
nions are not facts.

Four years ago Ronald Reagan used the 
simplest of strategies as he campaigned across 
the country for the presidency of the United 
States. At every stump appearance he posed a 
simple question: ‘‘Are you better off today 
than you were four years ago?’’ 

At the time he posed that question inflation 
was in the mid-teens, interest rates had soared 
above the 20 percent mark, the nation was in 
the grips of a severe recession. The obvious 
answer to Reagan’s question -- at least to a ma- 
jority of Americans -- was a resounding ‘‘no.”’ 
The result was that Reagan won a solid victory 
over incumbent President Jimmy Carter. 

In the process of winning that election, 
Reagan also carried Alabama, becoming only 
the third Republican in history (Goldwater in 
1964, Nixon in 1972) to carry this state, His 
margin in Alabama in 1980 was paper-thin — he 
won by only 18,000 out of well over a million 
votes cast. 

Can Reagan do it again this year? A poll 
released a few days ago by the University of 
Alabama’s Capstone Poll says that he can. But 
there is an ‘“‘if’’, attached to this forecast -- 
Reagan will carry Alabama ‘‘if’’ his supporters 
don’t let overconfidence cause them not to vote 
in November, 

The poll gave Reagan a 49-42 margin over 
former Vice President Walter Mondale; the 
President led Democrat Gary Hart by a 50-36 
margin; and the poll said that Reagan would 
defeat Jesse Jackson by a huge 64-23 margin.

decisions, personal judgments which can only 
be made from within. Would it not be a better 
decision if this student had been taught by a 
qualified teacher than have to rely on what he 
or she has overheard in the locker room?

While Jackson ran the poorest against 
Reagan in the poll, it has been the voter 
registration drive by Jackson among black 
Alabamians which may pose the biggest threat 
to Reagan. Black voter registration has increas- 
ed substantially since 1980, and almost all of 
these new voters are likely to support the 
Democratic nominee. Alabama GOP leaders 
agree this is the biggest challenge facing their 
party in the fall elections. 

Ironically, the GOP leaders are optimistic 
about Reagan’s chances both in Alabama and 
the nation because they expect him to use 
precisely the same strategy he used in 1980 -- 
once again he will be asking the same question: 
**Are you better off today than you were four 
years ago?’’ 

GOP leaders are so confident that the answer 
to that question will be ‘‘yes’’, which translates 
to a vote for Reagan, that they are even talking 
about gaining another seat in Congress. 

Presently only two Republicans remain in 
Alabama’s House delegation --- Bill Dickinson 
of Montgomery and Jack Edwards of Mobile. 
Edwards is retiring, but Republicans are confi- 
dent that Sonny Callahan, a Democrat-turned- 
Republican, has an excellent chance of winning 
that seat. 

They also have high hopes that another one- 
time Democrat, longtime state legislator Jabo 
Waggoner of Birmingham, has a real shot at 
ousting incumbent Democrat Rep. Ben Er- 
dreich,

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Two Alabaster coaches carry on 
uncannyseven year baseball war

When you talk about De- 
Wayne Wood and Doug Bryars 
in Alabaster, you’re talking 
serious baseball of the arch rival 
kind. 

Not only that, you're talking 
about something that borders on 
the ‘*Twilight Zone.” 

These two guys not only work 
at the same Helena plant and live 
on the same street in-Alabaster, 
they have faced each other across 
the same baseball diamond in 
championship situations for past 
seven years. 

Moreover, they have finished 
either first or second to each 
other all this time even when the 
leagues they coached were chang- 
ed from Farm to Minor to Major

then to Dixie Boys. 

For three consecutive years -- 
one season in the Farm League 
and two in the minors -- Wood 
produced baseball championship 
teams to Bryars’ second place 
finishes. 

Then for the next three years -- 
two seasons in the majors and 
one in Dixie Boys -- Bryars pro- 
duced champions to Wood’s se- 
cond place finishes. 

This year, with six games left, 
Wood’s team is undefeated at 
13-0 on the Dixie Boys champion- 
ship trail. And, as history would 
have it, Bryars is hot on his trail 
in second place with a 9-4 record. 

To boot, this season is going 
down to the wire with Bryars say- 
ing, ‘‘It ain’t over until it’s 


over;’’ and Wood saying, ‘‘We 
never count each other out.’’ 

“It’s almost scary,’’ Wood 
said of the unusual relationship 
he and Bryars have enjoyed over 
the years. 

What’s more, the two men not 
only coach baseball in the same 
league, althernate three-year 
championships, work at the same 
plant and live on the same street, 
they bird and deer hunt together. 

Before having lived two doors 
apart on Sixth Court South in 
Alabster, they lived directly 
across the street from each other, 
as fate would seem to have it. 

Wood started with Alabaster 
T-ball while Bryars began his 
coaching career in the Minors. 
Since the Farm League in 1977, 


however, they’ve been going 
head-to-head. 

**To say the least we are com- 
petitive,’ Wood said. ‘This 


year, we won 4-3 over Bryars in 
extra innings and 3-2 in extra inn- 
ings.’’ 

But rivals is not all these men 
are to each other. They are 
respectful rivals. 

‘*T have the utmost respect for 
him,’’ Wood said of Bryars. 
“I’m not better than him and 


he’s not better than me. It’s just - 
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always been who got the breaks.” 

‘“*] think he is one of the best 
coaches I’ve ever seen,’’ Bryars 
said unknowingly returning the 
complement. ‘‘He works well 
with the young kids, gets them 
motivated and gets the most out 
of them.”’ 

Both men agreed that while 
they may have questioned calls 
made by umpires they’ve never 
had cross words for each other. 


“It’s not good for the kids to 
see grown-ups argue,’’ Bryars 
said philosophically. 


While it might seem hard to 
believe, but one last scene of the 
“Twilight Zone’’ lingers over 
Wood and Bryars. 

In all the years they have 
coached against each other, they 
have always had the same assis- 
tant coaches standing by their 
sides, 


J.P. Partridge has always 
worked with Bryars and Jerry 
Newell has always worked with 
Wood. 

For the record, Wood now 
coaches the Alabaster Dixie Boys 
Astros while Bryars coaches the 
Alabaster Dixie Boys Reds.

Bennie Smallwood of Tuscum- 
bia filled the post April 16 but he 
has been so busy learning state 
park policy and meeting people 
he hasn’t even had a chance yet to 
play the course. 

“Some people think I’m pull- 
ing their leg when I say that,”’ 
Smallwood said. ‘‘But I spent 10 
years telling other people how I 
wanted things done. Now I’m 
having to learn.’’ 

A 1975 graduate of the Univer- 
sity of North Alabama with a B. 
S. degree in management and 
marketing, Smallwood got to tell 


other people how to do things at 
the private Muscles Shoals 
Meritage Golf Club. 

He served that golf course for 
the past seven years as both its 
head pro and course superinten- 
dent. 

A member of the Golf Course 
Superintendents Association of 
America with a Class A card, 
Smallwood said his job at Oak 
Mountain will be much easier. 

**T will be responsible for runn- 
ing the pro shop and the driving 
range as well as teaching golf 
lessons,’” he said. 

Smallwood should find that a 
snap. He is one of only 16 
authorized instructors in the 


country who teaches Homer Kel- 
ly’s ‘‘Golfing Machine’ method, 
the same instruction learned by 
pros Bobby Clampett and Janet 
Cole. 

While Smallwood may not yet 
have played Oak Mountain’s na- 
tionally ranked public golf 
course, he certainly has kept an 
eye on it. 

‘It’s a well laid out course with 
two dog-legs left, and all the rest 
are either straight or dog-legs to 
the right,’’ he said. ‘“‘It’s got 
something for everybody with 
tight fairways, water and sand. 
It’s not monotonous.”’ 

Smallwood said he’s not plann- 
ing to work a strict schedule 


because he knows how 
frustrating it is when someone 
can’t find the club pro when he’s 
needed. 

“I’m just here. If a person 
wants a lesson, I’ll give it to them 
right then,’’ he said. 

Even if course upkeep had 
been part of Smallwood’s new 
job descripton, he said he 
wouldn’t have had to worry 
about Oak Mountain. 

“There are some fantastic 
folks keeping this course up,” he 
said. ‘‘I walked into the type of 
people here it took me five years 
to find at home...really good 
folks.”’

NWF, include contaminated tox- 
ic wastes, agricultural runoffs, 
overfishing and dam construction 
on fish spawning streams. 

As far as the economy is con- 
cerned, the NWF says Americans 
spend $47.3 billon on fishing. 

It is estimated that we spend $4 
billion for food and lodging dur- 
ing fishing excursions, $3 billion 
for transportation, $2.5 billion 
for fishing equipment and $600 
million for licenses and dues. 


The NWF also points out that 
31 percent of those who fish are 
women and about 36 million 
Americans fish in the fresh water 
of manmade lakes, ponds and 
reservoirs as well as natural lakes, 
rivers and streams. 

About 12 million Americans 
seek their game fish in salt water.

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Regressive Far

There’s a not-so-old saying that goes, ‘‘Do something, even if it’s 
wrong!”’ I hear it a lot from my boss, Jim Parks.

Sure enough, what I did was wrong. I’ll share what I did so you 
won't make the same mistake -- and so that I won’t lose my job for 
not turning a ‘‘Regressive Farmer’’ this week... 

STRIKE ONE: My Better Boy and Atkinson tomato plants were 
growing a lot, but instead of standing up they were squashing out. 
(Squashed out tomato plants? Is that how they make ketchup?) 

Even in my regressive ways I knew that one should always stake up 
his ’mater plants. So I cut some one-bys into three-foot lengths, ham- 
mered them in the ground, and tied up the plants with kite string (it 
was all I could find on a moment’s notice).

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“‘The chemicals are good,’’ John continued, ‘‘but the misuse of the 
chemicals is where we get in trouble. My fungicides I put on every 
week (to prevent diseases), but my insecticides I use only as needed.”’ 

The comments came last week during a tour of John’s garden, 
which as I suspected was almost ready for a fold-out in ‘*The Pro- 
gressive Farmer.’’ 

EXPERT TIP: ‘‘If people will look at their tomatoes, on the tips 
where the growth is newest, they’ll probably find that they already 
have avids,’’ John said. ‘‘They’re common this year.”’ 

What to do? Flame throwers? Explosives? No. Fight the tiny 
varments with chemical warfare. Only before you go spraying with 
something dumb like Draino -- remember, you want to EAT stuff 
from your garden before this is all over -- call the extension office 
(669-6763) or stop and pick up one the free pamplets John, et al have 
there. Tell em the Regressive Farmer sent you. 

SWING AND A HIT: I did do something right last week in the way 
of gardening. I planted a five-foot long, nasty green rubber Boa Con- 
strictor between the beans and squash. (By the way, Diane and I do 
have baby Jolly Greens and baby squash(es?) growing.) If a wascally 
wabbit wuns up on that snake, he better have a strong heart. 

The snake, a gift from Parks, really looks good. As long as it 
doesn’t draw any real company... 


ASSORTED EXPERT TIPS: 

*I noticed the other day that John’s onion plants have big round 
onions at their base. You can see them sticking out of the ground. My 
onions are flat. ‘‘What’s the deal?”’ 

“*You need to pull the dirt back from around your onions,”’ he said. 
**It helps make them bigger for some reason or another.’’ 

*Besides staking them with LONG stakes, John said I can help my 
*maters grow up and not squash out by prunning them. (No, not even 
I would think of pouring prune juice on ’maters. Maybe a little V-8 
and a shot of vodka...). 

*Examine your plants where branches grow out of the stalks. See the 
néw little stalks growing out between the branch and the stalk? Simply 
pinch off the little upstarts. John said this also gives the ’maters more 
light, and helps them grow up nice and plump. I pruned mine; you can 
do it, too. 

e‘‘Suckers’’ sap upward growth from ’maters, too. These are new 
stalks that grow out of the base, complete with baby roots. They can 
also be pinched (sometimes pronounced ‘‘peached’’) off like up- 
shoots. 

elf your corn is high as a big puppy’s eye, then it’s time to sidedress 
them with some sort of nitrate. (Sidedress means to sprinkle the stuff 
lightly around the plants.) You should also think about doing this for 
your ’maters. 


PROGRESSIVE HINT: Remember that part of the fun of garden- 
ing is to give other people stuff that you grew (not the stuff you mess- 
ed up with the Draino, either!).

But he said, ‘‘We’re not going 


to be satisfied until every student 
successfully conyletes the 
graduation exam,”’ 

At the other end of the 
academic spectrum, students who 
won honors in science and math 
competitions were recognized at 
Tuesday’s board of education 
meeting. 


And another bit of good news 
in the academic realm came in the 
form of a foreign language 
teacher for Shelby County High 
School. 

The board approved Vincent’s 
foreign language teacher Philip 
Jones, teaching parttime at 
SCHS.
